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INTRODUCTION. 


IT  would  be  superfluous  to  expatiate  to  those,  into  whose  hands  this  publication  is  likely  to  fall,  on  the 
obligations  of  Prayer,  since  a  personal  experience  can  alone  suggest  the  want  which  this  Volume  is 
intended  to  supply.  Like  all  other  things  of  Divine  institution,  prayer  is  commended  by  benefits  as  varied 
as  the  aspects  in  which  it  can  be  regarded.  It  is  a  duty,  for  Christ  has  commanded  it ;  a  privilege,  for  we 
speak  to  God  himself;  an  instinct  of  self-interest,  for  how  else  shall  our  wants  be  supplied  ?  a  necessity,  for 
the  full  heart  must  find  some  mode  of  utterance  ;  a  happiness,  for  in  pimayer  the  Christian  enjoys  that 
immediate  intercourse  with  his  Heavenly  Father,  through  Christ  Jesus,  which  will  constitute  hereafter  the 
very  bliss  and  glory  of  heaven. 

Nor  is  Family  Prayer  commended  by  reasons  less  cogent  or  varied  than  private  supplication.  It  is  a 
formal  witness  to  the  Unseen,  an  act  of  solemn  allegiance  to  Him  in  whom  we  live,  and  move,  and  have  our 
being.  It  is  the  expression  of  those  religious  interests  and  sympathies  which  the  members  of  a  family  have 
in  common,  neither  so  general  as  those  of  the  congregation,  nor  so  closely  personal  as  those  of  the  indi 
vidual.  It  is  the  means  of  mutual  intercession,  and  the  channel  through  which  larger  supplies  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  may  be  sought,  sealed  as  it  is  with  Christ's  especial  promise  to  united  prayer.  It  is  the  truest  bond 
of  family  affection,  the  spring  of  mutual  sympathy,  an  instrument  in  the  education  of  character,  and  the 
foretaste  of  a  heavenly  and  an  enduring  relationship. 

But  the  recognition  of  the  duty  is  more  easy  than  its  satisfactory  performance.  There  are  some  persons 
so  richly  endowed  with  fervency  of  spirit,  tenderness  of  feeling,  and  freedom  of  utterance,  that  their  extem 
poraneous  outpourings  of  devotion  constitute  the  best  mode  of  family  worship  which  can  be  suggested.  But 
such  gifts  are  riot  common,  and  it  cannot  be  expected  that  all  fathers  of  families  should  feel  themselves 
competent  to  discharge  such  an  office,  either  with  comfort  to  themselves  or  with  edification  to  others.  To 
maintain  its  continuous  performance  without  running  either  into  eccentricity  on  the  one  side,  or  into 
monotony  on  the  other,  requires  greater  endowments  than  men  can  ordinarily  be  supposed  to  possess ;  and 
no  warmth  of  feeling  or  fluency  of  language  are  in  themselves  sufficient. 

An  exact  doctrinal  knowledge  must  underlie  all  enlightened  devotion.  The  free  language  of  the  heart 
is,  we  admit,  very  different  from  the  definitions  of  theology,  and  must  be  measured  by  a  widely  different 
standard.  Nevertheless,  they  are  intimately  related,  and  mutually  react  upon  each  other.  The  creed  of  the 
intellect  necessarily  guides  the  affections  of  the  heart.  Yet  the  process  is  often  reversed,  and  an  unscriptural 
mode  of  feeling  leads  little  by  little  into  an  unscriptural  mode  of  thinking.  The  relation  between  the  head 
and  the  heart  is  so  close,  that  no  permanent  discrepancy  can  exist  between  them.  Not  only  the  subjects  of 
prayer,  but  its  whole  tone  and  character,  are  affected  by  the  doctrinal  creed.  How  differently,  for  instance, 
must  the  man  feel  and  express  himself  before  God,  who  believes  in  the  total  depravity  of  human  nature  and 
the  sovereignty  of  Divine  grace,  from  the  man  who  believes  with  the  Rationalist  in  human  perfectibility,  or 
with  the  Romanist  in  the  opus  operatum  of  the  sacraments.  Hence,  a  solid  knowledge  of  Divine  truth,  and 
that  devout  familiarity  with  Scripture  which  saturates,  as  it  were,  the  very  heart  with  its  tone  and  spirit, 
are  the  first  requisites  for  the  conduct  of  family  devotion. 

But  when  the  substance  of  prayer  has  thus  been  secured,  it  still  remains  to  regulate  its  expression. 
In  private  prayer  this  element  scarcely  enters  into  consideration,  because  here  the  relation  is  immediate

Fulfil  towards 
us  thy  promises,  and  grant  us  such  grace  that  we 
may  walk  in  thy  faith  and  fear  all  the  day  long, 
for  Thou  art  round  about  our  path,  and  spiest  out 
all  our  ways. 

We  beseech  Thee,  also,  for  all  those  who  are 
near  and  dear  to  us.  We  commend  to  thy 
fatherly  goodness  all  thine  afflicted  people.  And 
as  Thou  hast  made  of  one  blood  all  nations  of 
men,  teach  us  so  to  love  one  another  that  we  may 
rejoice  with  those  who  do  rejoice,  and  weep  with 
those  who  weep.  Be  in  the  midst  of  this 
family,  to  guide  us  in  our  devotions  before  Thee 
and  in  our  intercourse  with  each  other.  Endow 
all  thy  ministers  with  grace  and  wisdom,  and  all 
thy  congregations  with  the  hearing  ear  and  the 
understanding  heart.  Shed  thy  blessing,  0  God, 
on  thy  Church  and  people.  Grant  that  thy  Word 
may  be  widely  preached  throughout  the  world, 
and  so  prosper  it  with  thy  Spirit  that  many 
sinners  may  be  gathered  unto  Thee.  Hear  us, 
we  beseech  Thee,  for  the  sake  of  thy  Son  Jesus 
Christ  our  Lord.

We  resolve,  by  the  help  of  thy 
grace,  to  show  forth  thy  praise,  not  with  our  lips 
only,  but  also  with  our  lives,  by  giving  up  our 
selves  to  thy  service,  and  walking  before  Thee  in 
holiness  and  righteousness  all  our  days. 

Accept,  Father  of  all  mercies,  this  our  morning 
sacrifice  of  worship,  for  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ's 
sake.  Amen,

riLORIOUS  art  Thou,  0  God,  and  adored  for 
\J  ever  and  ever  be  thy  name.  Thy  ways  are  not 
as  our  ways,  nor  thy  thoughts  as  our  thoughts.  As 
we  now  recall  thy  goodness,  deepen  in  us,  0  Lord, 
a  feeling  of  thankfulness  and  praise.  We  confess 
with  shame  and  sorrow  we  have  not  loved  Thee 
and  lived  for  Thee  as  we  ought.  We  have  re 
ceived  thy  gifts,  and  too  often  have  forgotten  the 
Giver.  Convince  us  of  our  sin,  and  cleanse  us 
from  its  stain. 

Lord,  thou  hast  given  us  the  promise  of  rest 
and  peace  in  Jesus.  Increase  our  faith,  lest 
through  unbelief  we  come  short  of  it  and  perish. 
Give  us  peace  of  conscience  now  by  the  assurance 
of  forgiveness  from  all  sin,  and  of  our  adoption 
into  thy  family.  Amid  all  the  buffetings  of  temp 
tation,  and  the  anxieties  and  cares  of  life,  enable 
us  to  stay  our  souls  on  Thee,  and  thus  to  be  kept 
in  perfect  peace.  Give  us  rest  with  thyself  here 
after,  in  that  better  land  where  neither  sin  nor 
temptation  can  beset  us.  Forbid  it,  Lord,  in  thy 
mercy,  that  we  should  fail  of  a  place  in  thy  king 
dom.  We  fear,  not  because  we  doubt  thy  truth 
or  despair  of  thy  love  :  we  fear  for  ourselves.  We 
fear  lest  at  any  time  our  hearts  should  become 
hard  and  insensible  through  the  deceitfulness  of 
sin  or  the  engrossments  and  pleasures  of  the 
world.  Thou  knowest  how  weak  is  our  faith, 
and  how  inconstant  our  best  and  holiest  resolu 
tions.  Give  us,  0  Lord  God,  constancy  of  pur 
pose,  and  the  grace  of  unfailing  perseverance, 
that  we  may  hold  fast  our  confidence  even  to  the 
end.  Show  us  the  exceeding  sinfulness  of  un 
belief,  and  preserve  us  from  ever  dishonouring 
Thee  and  imperilling  our  own  souls  by  doubting 
thy  truth.  Especially,  0  Lord,  keep  us  mindful 
that  this  earth  is  not  our  rest  Teach  us  to  look 
forward  with  an  earnest  and  lively  hope  to  the 
coming  of  the  Lord,  and  our  own  entrance  into 
the  rest  which  remaineth  for  his  people. 

We  pray  for  all  with  whom  Thou  hast  united  us 
in  the  ties  of  relationship  and  affection.  We  pray 
for  all  men:  for  the  ungodly  at  home,  and  the 
heathen  abroad.  Enlighten  them  by  thy  truth : 
bring  them  humble  and  penitent  to  the  feet  of 
Jesus.  Take  the  veil  from  the  eyes  of  the  Jew  : 
reveal  to  him  Christ  his  Redeemer  and  King.  We 
pray  for  the  Church  of  Christ,  that  every  member 
thereof  may  truly  and  godly  serve  Thee.  We 
pray  for  all  in  authority:  overrule  all  that  they 
do  for  the  enlargement  of  the  Redeemer's  king 
dom,  and  the  increase  of  godliness  in  the  land. 

Lord,  accept  Thou  our  unworthy  services.  Re 
ceive  us  for  Jesus'  sake.  To  him,  our  exalted 
Saviour,  with  Thee,  0  Father,  and  Thee,  Holy 
Ghost,  be  honour  and  praise  for  evermore.  Amen. 
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READ  IN  HOLY  SCRIPTURE  ST.  LUKE  I.  1—23. 


OGOD,  at  the  close  of  another  day  we  fall  low 
at  thy  mercy-seat.  May  we  not  only  bend  the 
knee  before  Thee  but  also  the  heart.  And  may  we 
come  with  boldness  to  thy  throne,  by  that  new  and 
living  way,  even  by  our  Saviour  Jesus  Christ.  We 
acknowledge,  Holy  Father,  our  transgressions  and 
sins.  If  we  say  that  we  have  no  sin,  we  deceive 
ourselves,  and  the  truth  is  not  in  us ;  but  if  we 
confess  our  sins,  Thou  art  faithful  and  just  to 
forgive  us  our  sins,  and  to  cleanse  us  from  all 
unrighteousness.

We  have  done  things  which  we  should  not 
have  done,  and  we  have  left  undone  many  things 
which  we  ought  to  have  done ;  but  there  is  forgive 
ness  with  Thee,  that  Thou  mayest  be  feared,  and  the 
blood  of  Jesus  Christ  thy  Son  cleanseth  from  all 
sin.  May  that  blood  be  sprinkled  on  our  souls, 
and  our  sins,  which  are  many,  be  all  forgiven 
and  for  ever  blotted  out. 

We  thank  Thee  for  thy  gracious  dealings  to 
wards  us  throughout  this  day.  We  thank  Thee 
for  food  and  raiment,  for  health  and  strength,  for 
home,  and  peace,  and  happiness.  May  these  thy 
mercies  long  be  continued  to  us,  and  do  Thou 
thyself  never  leave  and  never  forsake  us. 

Graciously  grant,  Heavenly  Father,  that  as  each 
day  passes  away  we  may  be  found  nearer  unto 
heaven,  walking,  as  Zacharias  and  Elizabeth,  in  all 
the  commandments  and  ordinances  of  the  Lord, 
blameless.  Give  us  more  and  more  of  the  Spirit 
of  Christ  Impress  thine  own  image  more  deeply 
on  our  souls.  Subdue  in  us  all  evil  passions 
which  hinder  our  growth  in  godliness  and  true 
holiness.  Help  us  to  cast  away  our  besetting 
sins.  Deepen  our  love  to  Thee,  and  confirm  and 
strengthen  our  faith.  And  thus,  living  in  thy 
fear,  and  doing  thy  will,  may  we  be  ready,  when 
ever  our  summons  may  come,  to  enter  into  the 
joy  of  our  Lord. 

And  now  we  commit  ourselves  to  thy  care  and 
keeping  this  night  Watch  Thou  beside  our  beds, 
and  grant  that  we  may  awake  in  the  morning 
filled  with  thy  Spirit,  to  do  Thee  better  service 
than  we  have  done  this  day.  We  beseech  Thee  to 
bless  all  for  whom  we  ought  to  pray.  Those  near 
and  dear  to  us,  may  they  be  very  near  and  dear 
to  Thee.  Those  in  any  sorrow,  trial,  need,  or 
necessity  do  Thou  remember,  and  be  unto  them  a 
very  present  God  in  their  season  of  affliction. 

Hear  us,  Holy  Father,  in  these  our  petitions. 
Pour  down  upon  us  the  abundance  of  thy  mercy ; 
forgiving  us  those  things  whereof  our  conscience 
is  afraid,  and  giving  us  those  good  things  which 
we  are  not  worthy  to  ask,  but  for  the  sake  and 
through  the  merits  of  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.  Amen.

READ   IN   HOLY   SCRIPTURE   GENESIS   III.

0  Lord,  graciously  bend  our  will  to 
thine :  constrain  our  affections,  and  lift  them  up 
to  spiritual  things :  cleanse  our  consciences  from 
dead  works  :  take  all  our  nature  into  thy  holy 
keeping,  and  let  us  be  living  sacrifices  unto  Thee. 

Preserve  us  this  day :  guide  all  our  steps :  shield 
us  from  all  evil:  assist  us  in  every  duty.  May 
all  the  days  of  our  earthly  pilgrimage,  under  thy 
gracious  guidance,  be  leading  us  on  to  the  heavenly 
rest ;  and  may  we  all  meet  at  length  in  our 
Father's  house  above.  We  ask  all  in  the  name  of 
our  only  Lord  and  Saviour,  Jesus  Christ.  Amen. 


READ    IN   HOLY   SCRIPTURE   ST.    LUKE    I.  26-33. 


0  ALMIGHTY  and  Everlasting  God,  who  hast 
caused  all  Holy  Scripture  to  be  written  for  our 
learning,  give  us  grace  to  receive  with  meekness 
and  faith  the  portion  which  we  have  now  heard.

We  bless  Thee  that  we  may  all  thus 
be  thy  kinsmen  according  to  the  Spirit— the  chil 
dren  of  God  by  faith  in  Thee — whom  Thou,  the 
root  and  offspring  of  David,  art  not  ashamed  to 
call  thy  brethren.  Oh,  give  us  grace  to  live  as 
becometh  this  our  high  and  holy  calling ;  and  as 
Thou,  Lord,  art  holy,  so  may  we  strive  and  pray 
to  be  holy  in  all  manner  of  conversation.  We 
beseech  Thee  to  prepare  us  now  to  dwell  with  Thee 
hereafter,  that  when  Thou  comest  in  thy  kingdom, 
O  Lord,  thou  son  of  David,  may  we,  with  all  thy 
holy  angels  and  all  thy  redeemed  saints,  be  admitted 
to  behold  thy  glory. 

0  God,  grant  this  for  thy  dear  Son's  sake.  Amen.

READ    IN    HOLY    SCRIPTURE  ROMANS    III.  10—26.

We  are  un 
worthy  to  take  thy  holy  Name  upon  our  lips,  to 
enter  into  thy  presence,  and  to  supplicate  thy 
favour.

We  acknowledge  our  iniquity  :  we  confess 
our  vileness.  O  God,  have  mercy  upon  us ! 

Thy  wrath,    0   God,  is   revealed    from   heaven 
against    all    ungodliness    and    unrighteousness   of 
men.    Thy  just  sentence  is — "The  soul  that  sin- 
neth,  it  shall  die."     We  are  "worthy  of  death." 
Lord !  we  read  thy  power,  thy  wisdom,  thy  good 
ness,  in  the  glorious  works  of  thy  Almighty  hand  :

Thou    hast    further    re 
vealed    thyself  to    us  in  thy  Holy  Word  as  the 
God  and    Father  of  our  Lord   Jesus  Christ :  we 
have  heard  thy  gracious  message,  but  how  coldly 
have  we    received  the  message !    how  little  have 
we   been    affected    by  the   manifestation  of  thine 
infinite    love    towards    us   thy   sinful    creatures ! 
Great,  indeed,  is  our  guilt  in  forgetting  Thee  our 
Almighty    Creator   and  gracious    Preserver!    Oh, 
how  much   greater  our  sin  in  forgetting  thy  re 
deeming  love  in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ !     "  have 
mercy  upon  us,  0  God,  according  to  thy  loving- 
kindness:    according    unto  the  multitude  of  thy 
tender     mercies,     blot    out    our    transgressions." 
Oh,  may  the  precious  blood  of  Jesus  cleanse  us 
from  all  sin  !     Shed  abroad  in  our  hearts  the  love 
of  Jesus,  by  thy  Holy  Spirit ! 

Help  us  this  day  to  live  under  the  abiding 
influence  of  thy  goodness,  grace,  and  love.  May 
the  love  of  Christ  constrain  us  to  live  not  to 
ourselves,  but  to  Thee  our  God.  Teach  us, 
by  happy  experience,  that  thy  service  is  perfect 
freedom.  May  it  be  the  resolve  of  our  hearts,  as 
well  as  the  profession  of  our  Kps — "  0  Lord  our 
God,  other  lords  beside  Thee  have  had  dominion 
over  us ;  but  by  Thee  only  will  we  make  mention 
of  thy  Name."  Amen.

READ  IN  HOLY  SCRIPTURE  I.  TIMOTHY  I.  12—17.

If  any  of  us  are  uncon 
verted,  do  Thou  convert  them.  By  the  attraction 
of  thy  love,  draw  us  all  near  to  thyself :  subduing 
our  rebellious  wills,  melting  the  hard  heart  to  a 
true  repentance,  and  quickening  within  it  the  faith 
which  looks  unto  Jesus,  and  in  him  finds  joy 
and  peace. 

And,  O  Lord  Jesus,  deliver  us  from  the  power 
of  sin.  Take  away  all  that  opposes  Thee  and 
hinders  the  full  accomplishment  of  thy  purposes 
of  mercy  towards  us.  Let  the  thought  of  thy 
love  stir  up  in  us  a  jealous  watchfulness  against  the 
unholy  thoughts  and  tempers  that  mar  thy  work 
in  our  hearts  and  lives.  Lord,  we  desire  to  be  like 
Thee;  to  have  the  mind  that  was  in  Thee;  to  be 
walking  in  thy  footsteps ;  and  to  have  the  constant 
sense  of  thy  love. 

0  God  our  Father,  take  us  and  all  that  are  dear 
to  us  into  thy  care  and  keeping.  Spread  around 
us  during  the  night  the  shield  of  thy  protecting 
power.  Give  us  all  sweet  and  refreshing  sleep, 
and  turn  away  evil  from,  our  dwelling. 

Carry  the  Gospel  to  those  who  know  it  not,  or, 
knowing  it,  have  turned  away  from  its  heavenly 
message.  Go  forth,  0  God,  in  the  power  of  thy 
truth,  and  gather  into  the  fold  tlie  estranged  and 
the  wandering.  Thy  kingdom  come  :  thy  will  be 
done  in  earth  as  it  is  in  heaven.  Lord  God,  hear 
us  in  these  our  prayers  and  thanksgivings,  for 
Jesus'  sake.  Amen*

Let  no 
doubting   or   unbelief    cloud   our    spiritual    sight. 
Open  more  fully  to  us  the  meaning  of  thy  Word, 
and  enable  us  to  use  it  as  the  lamp  of  our  feet  and 
the  light  of  our  path.    0  God,  let  nothing  separate 
us  from  the  love  of  Christ.     If  Thou  be  for  us, 
who  can  be  against  us  ?     If  Thou  justify  us,  who 
can  condemn  ?     If  Christ  has  cleansed  us  in   his 
blood,  and  pleads  our  cause  in  his  all-prevailing 
intercession,  who  can  lay  anything  to  our  charge  f 
0  Almighty  Saviour,  endue  us  with  thy  strength, 
and  we  shall  be  more  than  conquerors  in  every 
conflict. 

Lord,  look  in  thy  love  on  all  whom  we  love. 
Such  of  them  as  are  still  wanderers  from  thy  fold, 
in  the  broad  way  of  sin  and  death,  seek  out  and 
bring  in.  Oh,  may  they  live  before  Thee !  Be 
gracious  to  the  young  among  us :  win  their  hearts 
to  thyself:  preserve .  them  from  the  temptations 
peculiar  to  youth,  and  under  thy  training  and 
discipline  may  they  grow  in  grace  as  they  grow  in 
years,  and  learn  even  now  that  the  ways  of  wisdom 
are  ways  of  pleasantness,  and  all  her  paths  are 
peace.  Lord,  grant  this,  and  all  other  petitions, 
tlu-ough  Jeaus  Christ  our  Lord.  Amen. 


READ    IN    HOLY    SCRIPTURE    ST.    LUKE    II.    41-52. 


AGAIN,  0  God,  we  are  called  to  thank  Thee 
for  thy  great  mercy  towards  us.

Make  us  contented  with  such  things 
as  we  have,  and  enable  us  to  do  our  duty  in  what 
ever  station  it  may  please  Thee  to  place  us.  Thou 
didst  bear  the  burden  of  human  labour,  and 
thereby  hast  made  it  honourable.  Be  with  us  in 
all  our  work  from  day  to  day,  and  teach  us  that 
how  lowly  soever  our  place,  we  may  glorify  Thee 
in  it  by  singleness  of  eye  and  purity  of  motive. 
Thou  didst  do  and  suffer  in  all  things  the  Father's 
will.  Enable  us  by  thy  Spirit  to  crush  every  rising 
passion,  and  subdue  every  rebellious  temper.  Teach 
the  young  among  us  from  thy  example  to  be 
obedient  to  their  parents,  to  bear  meekly  the  re 
straints  of  home,  and  thus  to  prove  themselves  thy 
faithful  servants  and  disciples,  sharing  thy  cross, 
and  in  all  things  following  Thee. 

Shelter  us,  0  God,  to-night  beneath  thy  pro 
tecting  wing.  We  look  forward  with  thankfulness 
to  the  rest  and  peace  of  the  Lord's  day.  Oh, 
prepare  us  to  enjoy  the  sacred  season,  and  to  profit 
by  its  services.  Prepare  also  thy  ministers  for 
their  holy  work.  Kindle  in  their  hearts  a  burning 
zeal  for  thy  glory  and  a  fervent  love  for  souls. 
Teach  them  thy  truth,  that  out  of  their  own 
experience  they  may  teach  others.  Put  a  word  in 
their  tongues,  0  God,  that  shall  be  useful  to  all, 
that  the  hard  heart  may  be  softened,  the  mourning 
be  comforted,  and  all  thy  people  edified.  Hear 
us,  0  Lord,  and  help  and  save,  for  the  sake  of 
Jesus,  our  adorable  Lord  and  Redeemer.  Amen.

READ  IN  HOLY  SCRIPTURE  2  PETER  III. 


T  ORD  of  the  Sabbath,  in  thy  mercy  listen  to  our

thy  footstool.  Often  have  we  grieved  thy  Spirit  by

For  thy  name's  sake,  0  God,  and  in  pity  to  our 
souls,  let  not  thy  forbearance  towards  us  fail  of 
its  purpose.  Give  us  thy  Holy  Spirit  to  arouse 
and  quicken  us.  Such  of  us  as  have  never  yet 
repented  of  their  multiplied  transgressions  against 
Thee,  convince  of  their  sin  :  show  them  the  fearful 
peril  of  trifling  with  grace  and  opportunity.  In 
such  of  us  as  have  already  sorrowed  for  sin  after  a 
godly  sort,  do  Thou  deepen  the  sense  of  sin.  Lord, 
take  these  hearts  of  ours,  unholy,  impure,  stained 
as  they  are,  and  make  them  clean  in  the  foun 
tain  once  opened  for  sin.  Renew  and  sanctify 
us  by  thy  grace,  that  we  may  be  transformed 
ever  more  and  more  into  the  image  and  like 
ness  of  thy  dear  Son. 

We  thank  Thee,  heavenly  Father,-  for  the 
mercies  of  the  past  night.  This  is  the  day  which 
the  Lord  hath  made  :  oh,  that  we  may  rejoice 
and  be  glad  in  it !  Forgive,  0  God,  past  neglect, 
and  let  it  not  cause  Thee  now  to  withhold  thy 
blessing.  Be  Thou  with  us  all  the  day,  and 
work  in  us  to  will  and  to  do  of  thy  good  pleasure. 
As  we  kneel  in  prayer,  teach  us  our  emptiness,  that 
we  may  yearn  to  be  filled  out  of  thy  fulness.  Feed 
us  with  the  bread  of  life  which  came  down  from 
heaven.  Give  us  of  the  living  waters  which  flow 
from  the  throne  of  God  and  the  Lamb.  As  we 
lift  up  our  voices  in  praise,  oh !  kindle  within  us 
a  heavenly  fervour  by  the  recollection  of  thy 
goodness  and  mercy.  Let  not  thy  Gospel  witness 
against  us  to  our  condemnation,  but  make  it  the 
savour  of  life  unto  life — a  message  of  love  and 
peace  welcome  to  our  souls,  for  which  we  shall 
glorify  Thee  at  the  close  of  the  day. 

Pour  down  thy  Spirit  abundantly  on  all  who 
shall  meet  in  thy  house  of  prayer  ;  prepare  them 
to  receive  thy  Word.  Lead  many  this  day  to 
the  cross.  Let  thy  Word  have  free  course  and  be 
glorified.  Touch  the  hearts  of  thy  ministers  with 
fire  from  heaven,  and  make  them  wise  to  win  souls 
to  Christ.  Make  bare  thine  arm  among  the  nations. 
Awaken  in  thy  Church  an  earnest  longing  for 
His  coming  who  shall  make  all  things  new ;  and 
grant  ^  that  when  He  cometh  we  may  all  be  found 
of  Him  in  peace,  without  spot,  and  blameless. 
Grant  it,  0  Lord,  for  his  sake.  Amen. 


READ  IN  HOLY  SCRIPTURE  ST.  LUKE  III.  1-22. 


ALMIGHTY  God!  who  art  merciful  and 
-£*-  gracious,  slow  to  anger,  abundant  in  good 
ness  and  truth ;  who  wiliest  not  the  death  of  a 
sinner,  but  rather  that  he  should  turn  from  his  evil 
way  and  live ;  grant  unto  us  that  godly  sorrow 
which  worketh  repentance  unto  life,  that  by  faith 
in  thy  Son  we  may  obtain  redemption  through  his 
blood,  and  the  forgiveness  of  our  sins,  according 
to  the  riches  of  thy  grace ;  and,  receiving  the 
adoption  of  children,  may  become  heirs  according 
to  the  hope  of  eternal  life.

Sprinkle  our  hearts  with  his  most  precious 
blood;  justify  us  freely  through  the  redemption 
that  is  in  him.  Baptise  us  with  the  Holy  Ghost, 
and  make  us  meet  for  the  inheritance  of  the  saints 
in  light.  Oh,  that  in  the  great  day  of  separation, 
when  Jesus  shall  sift  the  wheat  from  the  chaff,  the 
precious  from  the  vile,  we  may  all  of  us  be  gar 
nered  safely  in  thy  kingdom  ! 

Father  of  all  our  mercies !  accept  our  humble 
thanksgiving  for  the  blessings  of  this  day.  May 
it  please  Thee  to  remember  us  as  a  family,  with 
all  who  are  dear  unto  us  by  the  ties  of  nature 
and  affection.  Let  the  continued  dew  of  thy 
blessing  be  on  them  and  on  us.  Bless  to  our 
souls  all  the  ordinances  of  thy  house.  Forgive 
the  sins  of  our  holy  services.  Apply  thy  Word 
with  power  to  our  hearts,  and  the  hearts  of  all 
who  have  heard  it.  Look  in  mercy  on  the  uncon 
verted  among  us.  Reveal  to  them  the  terrors  of 
the  Lord,  and  awaken  them  to  flee  from  the  wrath 
to  come  while  the  day  of  grace  lasts. 

Show  us  thy  marvellous  lovingkindness,  0  Thou 
that  savest  by  thy  right  hand  those  that  put  their 
trust  in  Thee.  Keep  us  as  the  apple  of  thine  eye, 
and  hide  us  under  the  shadow  of  thy  wings ;  so 
will  we  lie  down,  and  none  shall  make  us  afraid.

READ  IN  HOLY  SCRIPTURE  GENESIS   XI.  1—9

May 
no  hasty  desire,  no  feeling  of  presumption,  ever 
lead  iis  rashly  to  engage  in  anything,  but  may^  we 
in  all  our  ways  seek  thy  direction,  and  humbly 
trust  in  Thee. 

Save  us  also  from  the  baneful  influence  of  the 
world.  Grant  that  its  seductive  power  may  never 
subdue  our  spirits  to  its  service  ;  but  preserve  us, 
we  beseech  Thee,  ever  ready,  both  in  private,  at 
the  family  altar,  and  in  thy  house,  to  worship 
Thee,  the  one  living  and  true  God. 

Hear  these  our  prayers,  protect  us  through  the 
night,  refresh  us  with  quiet  rest ;  and  to  Thee  will 
we  ascribe  the  praise,  for  Christ's  sake.  Amen.

READ    IN   HOLY   SCRIPTURE   HEBREWS    II. 


T7ATHER  of  all  mercies,  beneath  whose  sheltering 
-f  providence  we  have  this  day  been  preserved, 
look  down  upon  us,  we  beseech  Thee,  in  these  our 
evening  prayers.  To  whom  else  can  we  come  for 
protection  through  the  dark  shadows  of  the  night? 
To  whom  can  we  bring  our  cares  for  relief,  or  our 
sins  for  pardon,  but  to  Thee,  0  Heavenly  Father, 
who  hast  promised  to  supply  all  the  wants  of  thy 
children  for  the  sake  of  Jesus  Christ  our  Mediator?

Help  us  now  to  enter  upon  our  daily  duties  in  a 
Christian  spirit ;  prepare  us  by  thy  grace  for  all 
the  events  of  the  day.  Amidst  the  busy  occupation 
of  the  day  suffer  us  not  to  forget  the  worth  of  our 
souls.  Let  us  not  be  deceived  by  the  vanities  of 
the  world.  Thy  providence  calls  upon  us  to  be  in 
the  world ;  oh,  let  us  not  be  of  it !  Teach  us  the 
secret  of  true  religion.  Unite  us  to  Christ  Jesus. 
Help  us  to  realise  our  dependence  upon  Him  all 
day  long.  May  He  be  the  ground  of  all  our  hopes, 
the  object  of  our  love,  and  the  pattern  of  our  lives. 
Watch  over  us  until  the  day  shall  close  ;  prepare  us 
to  expect  temptation  ;  give  us  the  victory  over  it ; 
preserve  our  bodies  in  health  and  safety ;  and 
sanctify  all  that  befalls  us.  Increase  our  desires 
for  the  good  of  others.  Open  our  bowels  of  com 
passion  for  all  the  sinful  and  guilty  around  us. 
0  Lord,  bless  all  our  relatives,  friends,  and 
acquaintances.  Have  pity  upon  the  multitudes 
who  have  no  pity  upon  themselves  ;  open  their  eyes 
to  see  their  danger,  and  lead  them  to  flee  for  safety 
to  Thee.  Finally,  O  Lord,  revive  thy  work  in 
the  world.  Lay  this  desire  upon  all  thy  faithful 
people.  Put  it  into  the  hearts  of  all  Christians  to 
pray  this  prayer.  Let  prayer  ascend  up  from  thy 
true  Church  on  earth  without  ceasing.  0  Lord, 
give  thy  dear  Son  the  heathen  for  his  inheritance, 
and  the  uttermost  parts  of  the  earth  for  his  pos 
session. 

Hear  these  our  supplications,  0  Heavenly  Father, 
and  graciously  answer  us,  for  the  sake  of  our  Lord 
and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ  Amen.

Thou  desirest  not  the  death  of 
the  sinner,  but  that  he  should  turn  from  his  way 
and  live ;  and  therefore  Thou  didst  give  thine  only 
begotten  Son,  that  whosoever  believeth  on  him 
should  not  perish,  but  have  eternal  life. 

0  God,  for  his  sake  we  pray  Thee  to  pardon  all 
our  sins  ;  to  justify  us  freely  by  faith  in  Him  ;  to 
give  us  peace  with  Thee,  through  Him  who  is  our 
peace.  We  beseech  Thee  to  adopt  us  into  thy 
family ;  to  make  us  thy  children  ;  to  give  us  a 
good  hope  through  grace ;  yea,  for  his  sake  to 
receive  us  graciously  and  love  us  freely. 

We  acknowledge  before  Thee  our  ignorance. 
Of  ourselves  we  understand  not  heavenly  things. 
0  Lord,  open  Thou  our  eyes,  that  we  may  behold 
wondrous  things  out  of  thy  law.  Send  upon  us 
thy  Holy  Spirit,  that  Christ  may  be  revealed  in 
us,  that  the  things  of  Christ  may  be  shown  unto 
us,  that  our  faith  and  love  may  be  strengthened, 
that  we  may  be  filled  with  joy  and  peace  in  be 
lieving,  and  abound  in  hope  through  the  power  of 
the  Holy  Ghost.

O  Lord  Jesus,  our  High  Priest,  save  us,  or  we 
perish. 

Nor  for  ourselves  only  would  we  plead,  but,  also 
for  all  men,  that  like  blessings  may  be  bestowed 
on  them.  Thou  art  our  Father,  and  we  are  all 
thy  offspring.  Oh,  let  the  time  speedily  come, 
when  both  Jews  and  Gentiles  shall  be  brought  to 
enjoy  the  fulness  of  the  blessings  of  the  Gospel  of 
Christ ;  when  thy  kingdom  shall  come,  and  thy 
will  be  done  on  earth  as  it  is  in  heaven.  0  God, 
pour  out  abundantly  of  thy  Spirit,  that  thy  Word 
may  mightily  prevail,  and  be  glorified.  Let  the 
day  dawn  when  they  shall  not  teach  every  man 
his  neighbour,  and  every  man  his  brother,  Baying, 
Know  the  Lord,  but  when  all  shall  know  Thee, 
from  the  least  to  the  greatest. 

We  ask  all  in  the  name  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  to  whom,  with  the  Father  and  the  Holy 
Spirit,  we  ascribe  everlasting  glory.  Amen.

Oh,  that  they  may  be  filled  with  the  Holy  Ghost, 
even  from  their  earliest  years,  and  ever  serve  Thee 
in  faithfulness  and  lovo.  Preserve  and  keep  us 
through  the  night,  and  if  it  be  thy  will  renew 
to  us  morning  mercies,  for  the  sake  of  Jesus 
Christ  our  only  Lord  and  Saviour,  to  whom, 
with  Thee,  0  Father,  and  Thee,  0  Holy  Ghost, 
we  would  ascribe  all  honour  and  glory,  world 
without  end.

We  pray  for  the  forgiveness  of  our  sins.  We 
pray  for  our  besetting  sins  to  be  rooted  out. 
We  pray  to  become  holy. 

\Ve  pray  also  for  all  estates  of  men  in  their 
several  vocations  and  ministry.  We  pray  for  thy 
Church,  that  it  may  be  kept  in  the  right  way. 
We  pray  for  the  coming  of  Christ  in  power  and 
great  glory.  Even  so,  come,  Lord  Jesus.  Hear 
us  and  answer  us,  0  God,  for  the  sake  of  our  only 
Mediator,  Jesus  Christ  Amen. 


READ   IN   HOLY  SCRIPTURE   ST.  JOHN   IV.  27-54. 


OLORD,  our  Heavenly  Father,  in  approaching 
Thee  at  this  time,  we  desire  humbly  to 
acknowledge  our  unworthiness,  and  to  confess  our 
sin :  yet  we  bless  Thee  that  Thou  hast  made  us 
welcome  through  Jesus  Christ  thine  only  Son.

Help 
us,  therefore,  to  bring  our  emptiness  to  his  ful 
ness,  and  our  souls,  guilty  and  polluted  as  they 
are,  to  his  atoning  sacrifice  and  healing  grace, 
that  we  may  live  anew  in  him.  And  grant, 
O  Lord,  we  beseech  Thee,  that  our  faith  may  be 
simple  and  strong :  that  in  believing  we  may  rest 
on  the  Saviour's  word,  and  through  faith  rise  to 
liberty,  and  joy,  and  hope.  Thus  may  we  all 
accept  thy  mercy  in  Christ,  realise  thy  presence, 
and  seek  day  by  day  to  live  to  thy  glory,  so  as  to 
find  the  blessedness  of  those  who  are  at  peace  with 
Thee,  and  who  rejoice  in  thy  salvation. 

We  pray,  0  Lord,  for  all  whom  we  love,  that 
every  needful  blessing  may  descend  on  them,  and 
that  they  may  know  the  power  and  preciousness  of 
thy  Divine  love.  We  pray  for  our  country,  and 
for  the  progress  of  thy  Gospel  in  our  own  and  in 
every  land.  May  the  time  soon  come  when  the 
Saviour's  name  shall  be  everywhere  adored,  and 
his  Gospel  everywhere  triumphant.

May  we  rest  in  safety  under  thy  shadow ;  and 
may  every  day  witness  our  growing  devotcdness 
to  Thee,  and  our  advancing  meetness  for  thy  glory.

READ  IN  HOLY  SCRIPTURE  GENESIS  XIX.  1-30. 


ALMIGHTY  and  everlasting  God,  who  dost 
govern  all  things,  and  in  whom  we  live  and 
move  and  have  our  being,  accept  our  humble 
thanks  for  the  mercies  vouchsafed  to  us  through 
another  night.  Grant  that  we  may  come  to  the 
throne  of  grace  confessing  our  sins  with  contrite 
hearts,  and  pleading  with  earnest  faith  the  merits 
of  Jesus  Christ.  Thou  who  didst  warn  thy  servant 
Lot  to  escape  from  the  city  of  Sodom,  lest  he 
should  be  consumed  with  the  wicked,  hast  also 
warned  us  to  flee  from  the  wrath  to  come,  and  lay 
hold  on  the  hope  set  before  us  in  the  Gospel.  Yet, 
0  Lord,  we  have  erred  and  strayed  from  thy  ways 
like  lost  sheep.  Altogether  weak,  unworthy,  and 
full  of  sin,  we  have  resisted  the  strivings  of  the 
Holy  Spirit,  and  not  hearkened  to  thy  voice  when 
Thou  hast  said,  "  Arise,  and  depart  from  your  evil 
ways."  Have  mercy  upon  us,  0  God ;  deal  not 
with  us  according  to  our  sins,  but  for  Christ's 
sake  blot  out  all  our  transgressions.  And  if  by 
thy  grace  we  are  resolved  henceforth  to  Jive  in 
Christ,  and  to  walk  not  after  the  flesh,  but  after 
the  Spirit,  may  we  not  look  back  with  desire  upon 
the  pleasures  of  sin,  but  may  we  exercise  ourselves 
to  have  a  conscience  void  of  offence  toward  God 
and  man.  When  dangers  threaten  us,  and  temp 
tations  press  heavily  upon  us,  be  Thou  our  refuge 
and  strength.  Lift  upon  us  the  light  of  thy  coun 
tenance,  and  cause  us  to  rejoice  in  thy  salvation. 
Keep  us  back  from  all  presumptuous  sins — from 
sins  of  irreverence  and  self-sufficiency,  of  deliberate 
purpose,  and  of  unsettled  habit.  Give  unto  us  the 
spirit  of  watchfulness  and  prayer ;  deliver  us  from 
the  sin  which  doth  easily  beset  us,  and  from  the 
sin  to  which  we  think  we  are  not  prone ;  make  us 
to  understand  the  purity  of  thy  law  and  the  deceit- 
fulness  of  our  own  hearts,  and  cleanse  Thou  us 
from  secret  faults.

way  everlasting.  Have  mercy,  0  Lord,  upon  all 
who  are  oppressed  by  calamity,  affliction,  or  be 
reavement,  giving  them  the  consolations  of  thy 
Gospel,  and  grace  to  say,  "  Thy  will  be  done." 
Bless  our  Queen  and  all  the  members  of  the  royal 
family  ;  give  prosperity  to  thy  Church,  and  peace 
to  all  nations.  Unite  thy  people  in  the  fellowship 
of  Jesus  Christ,  and  in  pity  for  the  lost  sheep  of 
the  house  of  Israel.  Be  gracious  to  all  our  friends, 
loving  them  as  Thou  hast  loved  us,  with  an  ever 
lasting  love.  Preserve  us  this  day  from  all  evil, 
and  grant  that  we  may  be  followers  of  Thee  as 
dear  children  ;  that  throughout  life  we  may  be 
faithful,  loving,  and  without  guile ;  and  to  Thee  we 
shall  ascribe  all  praise  and  glory,  through  Jesus 
Christ  our  Lord.  Amen. 


READ  IN  HOLY  SCRIPTURE  ST.  MATTHEW  IV.  12-25. 


DRECIOUS  to  us,  0  Lord  Jesus,  is  this  re- 
1  cord  of  thy  character  and  labours.  We 
hail  Thee  as  the  Day-spring  from  on  high, 
which  was  to  visit  the  world.  Thou  art  the  life 
and  the  light  of  men.  We  bless  Thee  that  in  the

We 
rejoice  that  Thou  art  able  to  save  to  the  utter 
most  our  souls  and  our  bodies.  Heal  us,  0  Lord, 
for  we  have  sinned  against  Thee. 

As  a  family  we  come  this  evening  to  thy  feet, 
0  Jesus,  remembering  that  our  times  are  in  thy 
hand.  The  temporal  blessings  we  enjoy  are  more 
highly  valued  by  us  as  thy  gifts.  The  care  and 
bounty  of  another  day  have  laid  us  under  deeper 
obligation  to  Theo.  How  many  began  this  day 
who  have  not  been  permitted  to  see  its  close! 
How  many  have  passed  through  suffering  and 
trial,  from  which  we  have  been  preserved !  But 
in  the  light  of  tnv  goodness  our  sins  appear  in 
their  enormity.  What  neglect  of  Thee  and  oppo 
sition  to  thy  will !  What  selfishness,  earthliness, 
and  unbelief!  Have  mercy  upon  us.  Sprinkle  us 
with  thy  precious  blood.  Sanctify  us  by  thy  Holy 
Spirit.  Let  thy  goodness  lead  us  to  repentance. 
Make  us  more  watchful,  prayerful,  earnest,  and 
devoted. 

Bless  our  relatives  and  friends.  Regard  with 
special  favour  the  children  of  this  family.  Incline 
their  hearts  to  do  thy  will,  and  teach  them  the 
preciousness  of  a  Saviour's  love.  Comfort  the 
sorrowful.  Have  mercy  upon  prayerless  families, 
and  hasten  the  time  when  incense  and  a  pure 
offering  shall  ascend  to  Thee  from  all. 

Watch  over  us  during  the  night.  Give  rest  and 
comfort.  Let  thine  angels  encamp  around  us, 
and  when  the  fulness  of  the  time  shall  come,  exalt 
us  to  the  blessedness  and  glory  of  heaven.  And 
to  the  Father,  the  Son,  and  the  Holy  Spirit,  shall 
be  praise  for  evermore.  Amen.

more  of  Christ,  and  more  of  heaven  in  them. 
Watch  over  us,  and  all  whom  we  love,  to-night. 
Have  mercy  upon  our  sinful  world.  May  all  men 
acquaint  themselves  with  Thee,  and  be  at  peace. 
0  Christ,  be  our  advocate  with  our  Father  and 
with  thy  Father  to-night.  And  as  we  ask  what 
we  will,  that  it  may  be  done  unto  us,  may  the 
Father  be  glorified  in  the  Son:  to  whom,  with  the 
Holy  Ghost,  be  all  glory  for  ever.  Amen.

0  God,  we  confess  this  evening  how  much  we 
have  done  that  we  ought  not  to  have  done.  We 
pray  Thee  to  forgive  us.  Remember  what  we  are — 
poor  sinners,  so  ready  to  fall,  and  quite  unable  to 
arise  without  Thee.  Withhold  not  from  us  thy  rich 
blessing,  but  grant  us  to  lie  down  at  peace  with 
Thee,  happy  in  thy  forgiving  love,  confident  in  thy 
care,  and  looking  forward  with  growing  desire  to 
the  appearing  of  our  God  and  Saviour. 

Bless  our  dear  relations  and  friends.  Visit  with 
thy  salvation  each  heart  and  home  around  us ;  send 
thy  Gospel  to  the  heathen,  and  gather  in  thy  ancieni 
people,  for  Christ's  sake.  Amen.

May  we 
serve  the  Lord  even  in  our  daily  business ;  and 
may  our  common  occupations  be  sanctified  by 
godly  motives  prompting  them,  and  by  the  re 
ligious  spirit  in  which  they  are  undertaken. 

We  acknowledge,  0  Thou  who  art  our  Creator 
and  Redeemer,  that  by  many  ties  we  are  thine.

We  rejoice  that  the  day  of  Christ,  which 
Abraham  saw  afar  off  with  sacred  joy,  has  dawned 
upon  the  earth ;  and  that  He  who  dwelt  in  the 
bosom  of  the  Father  has  come  into  the  world  to 
save  sinners,  even  the  chief,  having  laid  down  his 
life  as  a  ransom  for  many.  May  we,  and  all  men, 
have  that  faith  in  thy  blessed  Son  which  shall  lead 
to  the  saving  of  the  soul.  We  would  look  with 
holy  awe  upon  the  Lamb  of  God  who  taketh  away 
the  sin  of  the  world ;  and,  while  we  mourn  over 
the  transgressions  which  rendered  necessary  so 
costly  a  sacrifice,  we  admire  and  adore  the  love 
that  so  freely  gave  him  up  for  us  all. 

Under  the  influence  of  grateful  feelings,  may 
we  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  this  day :  b*e 
diligent  in  business,  fervent  in  spirit,  serving  the 
Lord.  As  Thou  hast  formed  us  for  thy  praise, 
may  we  glorify  Thee  in  our  body  and  in  our 
spirit,  which  are  thine.  May  we  recommend 
religion  to  all  around  us,  by  the  evenness  of  our 
temper,  the  gentleness  of  our  spirit,  the  truthful 
ness  of  our  words,  and  the  uprightness  of  our 
actions.  If,  during  the  day,  temptation  should 
assail  us,  and  our  easily  besetting  sins  should  seek 
to  lead  us  astray,  0  God,  forsake  us  not.  And  if, 
through  the  weakness  of  our  faith  and  the  deceit- 
fulness  of  our  hearts,  we  should  sin  against  Thee, 
cast  us  not  away  from  thy  presence,  and  take  not 
thy  Holy  Spirit  from  us. 

Bless  the  whole  world.  Where  ignorance  exists, 
there  send  thy  light  and  thy  truth.  Where  sorrow 
dwells,  send  consolation.  Where  affliction  and 
poverty  are  found,  let  thy  goodness  minister  to  the 
wants  of  them  that  are  exercised  thereby,  and 
let  the  trials  of  earth  prepare  us  for  the  blessed 
ness  of  heaven.  Grant  all  these  mercies,  0  God, 
our  loving  Father,  for  Jesus'  sake.  Amen.

Holy  Spirit,  sanctify  our  desires,  our  thoughts 
and  motives,  that  we  may  learn  to  do  well. 
Dispose  our  hearts  to  love  that  which  is  holy,  and 
help  us  to  bring  forth  the  fruits  of  holiness  in 
our  lives,  to  the  praise  and  glory  of  God. 

The  shadows  of  evening  close  around  us,  and 
soon  the  darkness  of  death  will  cover  us;  then, 
0  Lord,  our  state  will  be  fixed  for  the  judgment 
of  the  great  day.  We  tremble,  0  Lord,  at  the 
thought  that  thou  mightest  then  say  to  some  of 
us,  "  Depart,  ye  cursed ;  I  never  knew  you." 
Oh,  that  we  may  build  upon  the  sure  Foundation, 
that  we  may  be  saved  in  that  day. 

We  pray  for  all  our  relations  and  friends,  that 
Thou  wilt  mercifully  grant  them  thy  grace,  and 
bring  them  to  thy  heavenly  kingdom,  through 
Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.  Amen.

Give  success  to  the  labours  of  all 
missionaries  at  home  and  abroad ;  encourage  them 
in  their  work  by  thy  gracious  presence  and  evident 
blessing  ;  give  them  the  great  joy  of  seeing  the 
degraded  and  ignorant  among  whom  they  labour 
become  enlightened  and  holy  followers  of  the 
Lamb  of  God.  Especially  have  mercy  on  the 
thousands  in  our  own  country  who  shut  their  eyes 
against  the  light  of  the  Gospel,  and  choose  dark 
ness  rather  than  light,  because  their  deeds  are  evil. 
Save  them,  we  pray  Thee,  and  make  our  beloved 
country  a  holy  and  happy  nation,  serving  Thee. 
Now,  0  Lord,  we  commit  ourselves  to  thy  care 
and  protection  for  the  night.  It  is  our  joy  to  know 
that  while  we  are  sleeping  Thou  art  watching  over 
us ;  that  thy  watchful  eyes  are  ever  open  toward 
us.

We  bewail  these  our  offences.  We  find  them 
a  grievous  burden ;  but  do  Thou  remove  it ;  take 
it  far  off;  roll  it  from  our  hearts.  May  each  one 
of  us  feel  in  our  own  conscience  that  our  trans 
gressions  are  forgiven  freely  and  fully,  through 
the  all  prevailing  atonement  of  thy  dear  Son. 

And  what  mercies  have  we  enjoyed !  Our  family 
circle  still  unbroken  ;  health  and  strength  still 
our  portion  ;  food  and  raiment  still  bestowed ; 
guided  and  guarded  still  by  thy  fatherly  love  and 
goodness  ;  and  all  kneeling  here  to  thank  Thee  for 
thy  continued  lovingkindness,  and  to  adore  the 
hand  that  scatters  upon  our  pathway  so  many  and 
great  bounties.  <- 

Evermore  give  us  grateful  hearts.  Evermore, 
0  Lord,  incline  us  to  praise  and  adore  Thee,  thou 
giver  of  all  good  things.  Evermore  grant  us  to 
feel  that  He  who  hath  led  us  on  hitherto  will  lead 
us  on  in  safety  to  the  home  of  the  blessed,  which  is 
above.  We  praise  Thee,  we  laud  Thee,  we  magnify 
Thee,  we  give  thanks  to  Thee,  thou  good,  and  gra 
cious,  and  loving  Benefactor  and  Father. 

And  now  that  we  are  about  to  retire  to  our  rest, 
keep  us  still  under  thy  protection.  We  are  helpless, 
exposed  to  many  and  great  dangers,  but  AVC  look  to 
Thee ;  Thou  that  keepest  Israel  never  slumberest. 
Thine  eye  is  ever  watchful.  In  safety  keep  us,  and 
grant  that  our  night's  rest  may,  by  thy  mighty 
power,  restore  and  fit  us  for  the  duties  of  the 
coming  day. 

Bless  our  relatives  and  friends;  the  poor  and 
the  destitute;  the  sick  and  dying;  every  man  in 
his  vocation  and  ministry;  and  forget  not  our 
native  land.  Remember  our  Queen  and  her 
family  ;  our  senators,  our  judges,  and  our  magis 
trates  ;  remember  our  pastors  and  teachers ;  and 
have  mercy  upon  the  heathen  who  know  Thee 
not.  Send  unto  them  thy  light  and  truth.  Hasten 
the  coming  of  thy  Son.  Hear  us,  we  humbly 
beseech  Thee,  for  the  sake  of  our  blessed  Saviour 
Jesus  Christ.  Amen.

READ    IN    IIOLY    SCRIPTURE    GENESIS    XXIV.    32-C7.

Keep  us,  then,  0  Lord  God,  keep  our  hearts 
aright ;  keep  our  very  thoughts  ;  keep  our  unruly 
tongue  ;  keep  us  in  all  things ;  and  grant  that  this 
day  we  may  breathe  the  spirit  of  Jesus,  and  follow, 
in  all  our  dealings  with  our  fellow-men,  the  foot 
steps  of  our  Divine  Master.  We  would  live  to  thy 
honour  and  glory. 

If  tempted,  may  we,  by  thy  power,  resist  and 
overcome ;  but  if  it  be  thy  will,  lead  us  not  into 
temptation.  Give  success  to  the  work  of  our 
hands.  May  we  be  blessed  in  our  business  and 
pursuits.  Thou  knowest  the  needs  of  each  and  all, 
grant  us  help  and  blessing  in  accordance  with  these 
needs.  Apportion  strength  according  to  our  neces 
sities.  Bless  our  children;  may  they  learn  thus 
early  to  love  and  to  serve  Thee.  May  they  be  thy 
children.  May  their  young  hearts  be  touched  by 
thy  truth,  and  may  they  give  themselves  up  to  the 
Lord.  Bless  those  that  govern  among  us.  May 
we  remember  that  we  have  a  Master  in  heaven. 
Bless  us  all  with  the  spirit  of  love,  of  truth,  and 
of  a  sound  mind.

READ    IN   HOLY  SCRIPTURE  ST.  MATTHEW  XII.   1—21. 


0  ALMIGHTY  God,  unto  whom  all  hearts  be 
open  and  all  desires  known,  cleanse  the 
thoughts  of  our  hearts  by  the  inspiration  of  thy 
Holy  Spirit ;  enable  us  to  realise  at  this  time  thy 
presence  in  the  midst  of  us,  and  to  worship  Thee 
in  spirit  and  in  truth.

Bless  thy  beloved  people, 
by  whatever  outward  name  they  may  be  called. 
Send  many  faithful  labourers  into  thy  harvest. 
Take  us  under  thy  care  during  the  hours  of  dark 
ness  ;  and  if  it  please  Thee  to  spare  us  to  another 
day,  may  we  rise  with  thankful  hearts  to  engage  in 
every  work  to  which  Thou  shalt  see  fit  to  caJl  us. 
All  this,  and  whatever  else  is  good  in  thy  sight,  we 
ask  in  the  name  and  for  the  sake  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  Amen.

Help  us  to 
walk  in  wisdom  towards  them  that  are  with 
out,  and  when  temptation  assails  us,  make  there 
with  a  way  to  escape,  that  we  may  be  able  to 
bear  it.  Grant  us  such  a  measure  of  blessing  in 
our  worldly  callings  as  Thou  seest  good  for  us, 
but  may  we  never,  0  Lord,  whilst  enjoying  thy 
gifts,  prove  unmindful  of  the  Giver.

Grant  that  brotherly  love  may  continue,  and  that 
all  the  graces  of  the  Spirit  may  live,  grow,  and 
abound  in  us. 

Bless  all  our  relatives  and  friends.  Look  gra 
ciously  on  our  beloved  Sovereign,  and  all  the 
members  of  the  royal  family.  Continue  thy  favour 
to  our  country.  Regard  with  thy  pity  and  favour 
all  orders  and  degrees  of  men.  May  the  rich  be 
poor  in  spirit,  and  the  poor  rich  in  faith.  Comfort 
the  sons  and  daughters  of  affliction ;  support  them 
under  their  trials,  and  grant  them  a  happy  issue 
out  of  all  their  sufferings.  Prosper  all  efforts  for 
the  promotion  of  thy  Gospel  both  at  home  and 
abroad.  Hasten  the  time  when  Jew  and  Gentile 
shall  be  one  fold  under  one  Shepherd,  Jesus 
Christ. 

Hear  us,  we  pray  Thee ;  pardon  us ;  bless  us ; 
and  do  for  us  far  more  than,  through  our  weak 
ness  and  ignorance,  we  have  been  able  to  ask, 
for  the  sake  of  thy  dear  Son,  Jesus  Christ  our 
Lord.  Amen. 


READ  IN  HOLY  SCRIPTURE  ISAIAH  XLII. 


0  DIVINE  Father,  God  of  all  the  families  of 
Israel,  who  hast  created  the  heavens  and 
stretched  them  out,  who  givest  breath  and  spirit  to 
them  that  walk  upon  the  earth,  we,  the  creatures  of 
thy  hand,  come  to  bless  Thee,  and  to  call  Thee  Father 
in  thy  Son  Jesus.  In  ourselves  there  is  no  good 
thing,  but  he  is  thine  elect,  in  whom  thy  soul  de- 
lighteth.  Accept  us  in  him.  Of  ourselves  we  know 
not  how  to  pray  as  we  ought,  but  give  us,  as  Thou 
hast  promised,  thy  Holy  Spirit,  that  we  may  give 
glory  unto  Thee,  and  declare  thy  praise.

love,  and  for  the  gift  of  thy  Spirit,  for  the  rivers  of 
pleasure  in  thy  house,  and  for  the  hope  laid  up  for 
us  in  heaven.  Grant,  0  Lord,  that  having  this  hope 
we  may  purify  ourselves,  even  as  Christ  is  pure. 

And  now  we  ask  Thee  to  give  us  yet  more  out 
of  thy  fulness,  and  to  continue  to  us  thy  mercy.  If 
tribulation  come  upon  us,  enable  us  to  suffer 
patiently.  If  prosperity  shine  upon  us,  teach  us 
that  every  good  gift  cometh  of  Thee.  Bless  the 
children  of  this  family  with  thine  abundant  grace. 
Give  to  all  near  and  dear  to  us  what  we  have  asked 
for  ourselves.  Spare  useful  lives.  Make  peace  where 
there  is  now  war.  Give  bread  where  there  is  now 
hunger.  In  our  own  land,  and  in  our  own  neigh 
bourhood,  strengthen  thy  ministers  to  preach  thy 
Word.  Set  judgment  in  the  earth,  and  make  the 
isles  wait  for  thy  law.  When  we  sleep,  let  thine 
everlasting  arms  be  round  about  us ;  when  we  wake, 
meet  us  with  sweet  thoughts  of  Thee.  Living  or 
dying,  let  us  be  the  Lord's ;  and  when  life  is  over, 
call  us  to  sit  down  together  at  the  marriage  supper 
of  the  Lamb  ;  for  Jesus  Christ's  sake,  to  whom, 
with  the  Father  and  the  Holy  Spirit,  be  all  praise 
and  glory,  now  and  ever.  Amen.

Make  our  country  and 
our  beloved  Queen  the  objects  of  thy  constant  care 
and  kindness,  and  let  all  the  earth  rejoice  in  the 
knowledge  of  Thee,  our  God.  We  ask  it  through 
our  ever  adorable  Redeemer  and  Saviour,  Jesus 
Christ  Amen.

and  thus  maintain  a  conscience  void  of  offence 
both  towards  God  and  man.  For  this,  may  we 
set  a  watch  over  the  door  of  our  lips,  that  we  may 
not  sin.  Hold  Thou  us  up  and  we  shall  be  safe. 

Comfort  us  with  thy  love,  and  strengthen  us  for 
all  duty  with  thy  grace.  Let  us  and  all  our  friends 
be  written  among  the  living  in  the  new  Jerusalem. 
God  be  merciful  to  us,  and  bless  us,  and  cause  his 
face  to  shine  upon  us,  that  thy  way  may  be  known 
upon  earth,  and  thy  saving  health  among  all  nations, 
for  Christ's  sake,  to  whom,  with  the  Father  and 
the  Spirit,  be  everlasting  praise.  Amen.

Bless  us  as  a  family,  according  to  our  several 
states  and  circumstances,  and  extend  a  like  bless 
ing  to  our  dear  relatives  and  friends,  even  the 
blessing  which  maketh  rich,  and  with  which  no 
sorrow  is  added.  We  ask  these,  and  all  other 
needful  things,  in  the  name  and  for  the  sake  of 
Jesus  Clirist  thy  Son,  our  Lord.  Amen. 


READ  IN  HOLY  SCRIPTURE  1  CORINTHIANS  III. 


OGOD,  thy  mercies  are  renewed  every  evening, 
and  great  is  thy  faithfulness.  Sensible  of  thy 
goodness,  we  would  not  forget  that  much  will  be 
required  from  those  to  whom  much  is  given. 

We  have  been  solemnly  reminded  in  thy  Word 
of  the  responsibilities  and  obligations  which  attach 
to  our  Christian  privileges.  We  are  humbled  by 
the  remembrance  of  these  responsibilities.  We  are 
constrained  to  confess  how  prone  we  are  to  allow 
sinful  preferences  and  prejudices  to  hinder  spiritual 
profit  from  the  ministry  of  thy  Word.

Apply  afresh  the  blood  of  sprinkling  to  our  con 
sciences,  and  by  thy  Holy  Spirit  write  thy  law  in 
our  hearts,  and  work  in  us  both  to  will  and  to  do 
those  things  that  are  pleasing  in  thy  sight. 

Extend  to  others  the  Christian  privileges  which 
we  enjoy.  Pour  out  thy  Spirit  upon  all  flesh. 
Pull  down  the  strongholds  of  sin  and  Satan  in 
idolatrous  lands.  Bring  home  the  outcast  Jew. 
Break  the  oppressor's  yoke,  and  scatter  the  people 
who  delight  in  war.  Strengthen  thy  ministering 
servants  at  home  and  abroad  for  their  work.  In 
crease  their  number,  and  cause  them  in  every  place 
to  "  triumph  in  Clirist."  Greatly  prosper  the 
labours  of  our  own  pastor.  Bless  him  for  our 
sake,  that  we  may  receive  the  greater  benefit  from 
his  ministrations.  May  he  both  save  himself  and 
those  who  hear  him.  Look  graciously  upon  our 
kindred  and  our  friends.  May  their  souls  prosper 
and  .be  in  health.  Sanctify  every  providence, 
whether  of  prosperity  or  adversity,  to  their  spiritual 
good. 

Finally,  we  pray  'Thee  to  preserve  and  protect 
this  household  during  the  hours  of  the  night.  Let 
no  harm  befall,  and  no  terror  disturb  us.  With 
thankful,  penitent,  and  believing  hearts,  may  we 
lie  down  in  peace  and  take  our  rest ;  and  with  the 
morning  sun  may  we  arise  to  consecrate  ourselves 
more  devotedly  to  thy  service,  through  Jesus 
Christ  our  Lord,  to  whom  be  honour  and  glory  for 
ever.  Amen.

READ  IN  HOLY  SCRIPTURE  GENESIS   XXVIII.

We  never  can  be  where  Thou  canst  not  see  us,  or 
where  Thou  art  not  near  us.  May  we  more  and 
more  cherish  the  assurance  of  thy  love,  and,  in  the 
trustfulness  of  an  undoubting  faith,  cast  all  our 
care  upon  Thee. 

Hear  us,  merciful  Father,  in  all  we  ask.  Keep 
from  harm  this  day  all  whom  we  love,  and  bless 
them  with  thy  love.  Lead  them  to  the  feet  of 
Jesus  who  know  Him  not.  Succour  the  tempted 
and  tried.  Lord,  help  and  save,  according  to 
thy  mercy  in  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.

READ    IN    HOLY  SCRIPTURE  ST.    LUKE  VII.   1—23.

May  the  Holy  Ghost 
work  mightily  in  all  hearts,  in  miracles  of  grace  and 
gifts,  according  to  his  own  will,  gathering  multi 
tudes  to  Christ  from  every  nation,  and  people,  and 
kindred,  and  tongue,  and  giving  to  each  believer 
fresh  power,  fresh  light,  fresh  joy,  and  fresh  love. 

Our  God  and  Father,  bless,  we  beseech  Thee, 
thy  suffering  people  in  every  part  of  the  world. 
Enable  those  in  sorrow  to  cast  their  sorrows  on 
the  loving  heart  of  Jesus.  Be  with  those  who,  in 
every  land,  are  preaching  the  everlasting  Gospel, 
and  grant  them  great  success.  May  all  thy  people 
glorify  thy  name,  and  shine  as  lights  in  the  world. 

Bless  our  Queen  and  our  country.  May  thy 
name  be  honoured  in  our  councils,  and  be  a  wall 
of  fire  around  us.  Watch  over  us  this  night. 
Let  none  be  satisfied  to  sleep  unsaved.  We  thank 
Thee  that,  whether  asleep  or  awake,  living  or 
dying,  in  Jesus  we  are  safe.  Keep  us  under  the 
shadow  of  thy  wings,  and  fill  our  hearts  with  joy 
and  peace  in  believing.

Other  nations  are  sitting  in 
darkness  and  in  the  shadow  of  death,  while  we 
have  the  light  of  thy  Gospel  shining  brightly 
among  us.  To  others  thy  Word  is  a  sealed  book, 
but  we  can  read  it,  none  making  us  afraid. 
Lord,  preserve  us,  we  entreat  Thee,  from  blindness 
of  heart  and  contempt  of  thy  Word.  Enable  us  so 
to  receive  it,  and  to  believe  in  it  that  not  against 
us  may  the  heathen  rise  up  in  judgment,  and 
witness  against  our  unbelief  and  our  sin.  Save 
us,  0  God,  from  so  great  a  condemnation. 

[Take  under  thy  special  teaching  the  younger 
members  of  this  family.  May  they  be  thy  dis 
ciples  indeed.  Let  thy  work  in  them  be  begun 
early,  and  graciously  draw  their  hearts  to  Thyself, 
before  they  have  been  hardened  by  sinful  habits 
and  blunted  by  contact  with  the  world.]  Spread 
around  us  during  the  night  the  shield  of  thy  care : 
and  if  it  please  Thee,  raise  us  to  see  the  morning 
light,  and  to  serve  Thee  faithfully  in  the  duties  of 
another  day,  for  thy  dear  Son's  sake.  Amen.

May  we  daily  remember  that  without  Thee 
no  man  is  strong,  and  no  man  is  holy ;  may  we 
ook  to  the  Wise  for  wisdom,  and  to  the  Strong 
for"  strength,  and  by  thy  Holy  Spirit  attain  to 
that  purity  which  is  acceptable  in  thy  sight 

We  desire  to  dedicate  ourselves  anew  to  thy 
service  ;  we  acknowledge  thy  right  to  reign  over 
us,  and  that  thy  service  is  perfect  freedom.

Remember,  we  beseech  Thee,  all  for  whom  it  is 
our  duty  to  pray;  especially  all  who  are  distressed  in 
mind,  body,  or  estate.  Comfort  and  relieve  them 
according  to  their  several  necessities,  giving  them 
patience  under  their  sufferings,  and  a  happy  issue 
out  of  all  their  afflictions.  These  prayers  for  our 
selves  and  others  we  offer  unto  thy  Divine  Majesty, 
through  the  intercession  of  thy  Son  Jesus  Christ 
our  Lord,  to  whom,  with  Thee  and  the  Holy 
Ghost,  be  ascribed  all  honour  and  glory  hence 
forth  and  for  ever.  Amen.

Again  and  again,  at 
this  quiet  evening  hour,  we  thank  thee,  0  blessed 
Lord  and  God. 

We 
thank  Thee  for  the  portion  we  have  just  read  and 
heard.  May  it  warn  us ;  may  it  at  the  same  time 
encourage  us.

And  may 
we  so  live  that  the  unclean  spirit  once  cast  out 
may  never  more  return.  Oh,  may  we  dread  to 
sin,  after  the  warning  our  Saviour  this  evening 
has  given.  Keep  us,  gracious  Lord,  by  thy 
almighty  power. 

But  there  is  sweet  encouragement  in  thy  holy 
Word.  Our  Saviour  speaks  of  his  brother,  and 
sister,  and  mother.  May  we  be  of  his  kindred. 
We  would  be  his  entirely  and  for  ever.  0 
God,  adopt  us,  by  thy  Spirit,  into  thy  family, 
and  make  us  the  loving  members  of  our  elder 
Brother. 

And  now  protect  us  throughout  this  night 
Keep  us  in  safety,  and  by  thy  gracious  providence 
bring  us  to  the  beginning  of  another  day. 

Bless  us  and  all  men;  and  all  these  mercies, 
with  the  forgiveness  of  our  sins,  we  ask  in  the 
name  of  Jesus  Christ  our  Saviour.  Amen.

Be  Thou  our  guide  through  life,  and  at 
length  bring  us  all  to  thy  kingdom  in  heaven, 
through  Jesus  Christ  our  Saviour.  Amen.

The  darkness  Thou  makest 
light ;  our  sorrow  Thou  turnest  into  joy ;  and  to 
us,  struggling  and  tempest-tossed,  Thou  givest 
back  the  sweet  calm  of  peaceful  trust.  Humbled, 
repenting,  we  fall  before  Thee  ;  we  confess ;  we 
adore.  Great  art  Thou,  0  God  ;  wise,  loving,  and 
faithful.  Teach  us  how  to  praise  and  how  to 
trust. 

Wonderful  are  thy  providences,  as  when  Thou 
didst  suffer  thy  servant  Joseph  to  linger  in  prison. 
Thou  art  still  the  same,  and  thy  footsteps  are  in 
the  deep  waters.  To-day  Thou  mayest  call  us  to 
suffer ;  we  may  stumble  beneath  some  heavy  cross. 
Stand  Thou  by  us ;  give  us  the  needed  grace  ; 
refresh  us  with  thy  strengthening  presence;  subdue 
sin  within  us;  check  the  oft-rising  murmur ;  loosen 
us  from  earth;  bind  us  closer  to  Thee.  Teach  us 
to  fear  sin  more  than  suffering;  to  value  more  than 
ease  and  self-comfort  thy  presence  and  grace. 

Let  not  our  sorrows  and  trials  make  us  selfish  or 
idle.  May  we  look  kindly  on  our  brother  who  is 
sad,  comforting  him  with  the  consolations  with 
which  Thou  hast  comforted  us.  May  we  speak  of 
Thee,  our  God,  and  tell  of  all  thy  wondrous  works 
to  us  and  all  thy  people,  and  trust  Thee  even 
when  thy  judgments  are  most  unsearchable. 
Enable  us  to  lighten,  by  words  and  deeds  of 
blessing,  what  we  cannot  remove ;  and  to  plead 
for  our  brother  as  for  ourselves  at  thy  throne  of 
mercy.  Grant  us,  0  Lord,  to  love  our  neighbour 
as  ourselves. 

If  our  kindness  meet  with  no  grateful  return, 
but  they  whom  we  have  remembered  in  their 
sorrow  should  in  prosperity  forget  us,  let  us  not 
repine.  Kecall  to  our  sorrowing  hearts  how  often 
we  have  thus  treated  Thee  and  thy  goodness ;  how 
we  have  taken  thy  gifts,  and  forgotten  the  Giver ; 
and  may  we  have  eyes  watchful  for  our  own  sin 
rather  than  for  our  brother's.  May  we  do  good 
with  a  more  single  motive,  with  less  self-seeking. 
May  we  cease  from  man,  and  cleave  to  Thee;  for 
Thou  wilt  never  forget  us,  0  our  God. 

Bless  this  our  family  each  moment  in  each  duty 
as  we  need.  Unite  us  in  growing  love  to  Christ 
and  to  each  other;  and  grant  us,  if  such  be  thy 
will,  to  meet  again  before  Thee  this  evening  in 
health,  thankful  and  happy,  to  praise  Thee  for 
new  mercies,  for  preserving  grace,  and  for  a  desire, 
daily  strengthening,  to  be  thine  and  thine  only, 
for  Jesus  Christ's  sake.  Amen.

Nor  shall 
thy  truth  and  Spirit  cease  to  work,  burning  like 
fire  among  men,  until  all  thy  people  are  gathered 
in,  and  made  holy,  "  without  spot,  or  wrinkle,  or 
any  such  thing."  Grant,  0  God,  that  in  that  day 
we  may  be  found  of  Clu'ist  in  peace,  and  enter  into 
the  joy  of  our  Lord. 

Lord,  hear  our  prayers,  and  save  us  and  all  dear 
to  us,  and  number  us  among  thy  jewels.  Bless, 
we  beseech  Thee,  all  that  have  rule  over  us,  and 
give  them  wisdom  and  justice;  all  that  preach  thy 
Gospel,  and  make  them  wise  to  win  souls.  Save 
thy  people,  0  God,  and  bless  thine  inheritance ; 
make  haste  to  help  the  needy,  the  afflicted,  and 
the  dying ;  and  speedily  accomplish  the  coming  of 
thy  kingdom.  Beneath  the  shadow  of  thy  pro 
tecting  love,  holy  Father,  we  desire  this  night  to 
rest ;  and  when  that  time  comes  when  we  are  to 
awake  no  more  on  earth,  give  us  all  to  live  with 
Thee  in  heaven,  for  Christ's  sake ;  to  whom,  with 
the  Father  and  the  Holy  Ghost,  be  everlasting 
praise.

glorify  our  Father  which  is  in  heaven.  We  ask 
thy  pardon  for  all  the  sins  we  have  committed 
during  the  past  day ;  with  shame  and  contrition 
we  confess  before  Thee  that  we  have  sinned  in 
thought,  in  word,  and  in  deed.  If  we  looked  only 
at  our  sins,  we  should  despair ;  but  we  turn  with 
thankful  hope  to  the  precious  blood  of  Jesus  Christ, 
who  came  into  the  world  to  save  sinners.  For 
his  sake  have  mercy  upon  us  and  forgive  us  all 
our  sins,  and  accept  our  prayers ;  and  to  Father, 
Son,  and  Holy  Ghost  be  glory  and  praise  for  ever.

READ    IN    HOLY    SCRIPTURE    GENESIS   XLII.  25—38.

Shed  every 
blessing  on  all  whom  we  love,  wherever  they  may 
be.  Bless  thy  Church.  Let  the  time  to  favour 
Zion,  yea,  the  set  time,  come ;  that  thy  glory  may 
be  revealed,  and  all  flesh  see  it  together.  0  Lord, 
hear;  0  Lord,  forgive,  and  save  us  evermore,  for 
the  alone  merits  of  Jesus  Christ,  our  Lord.  Amen.

Nor  look  upon  our  families  alone  ;  but  upon  our 
friends,  our  neighbourhood,  our  country.  Lord, 
pour  down  thy  blessing  on  this  land  of  ours.  Thou 
hast  blessed  thy  work  within  our  borders,  and  yet, 
0  God,  among  us,  as  in  thine  own  Israel,  there 
are  many  wandering  far  from  Thee,  as  sheep  that 
have  no  shepherd.  Lord,  look  upon  thy  Church, 
and  have  mercy  upon  the  world.  Increase  the 
number  of  thy  faithful  shepherds;  preserve  from 
wandering  the  sheep  already  in  thy  fold.  Collect 
thy  dispersed  flock,  and  according  to  our  Saviour's 
promise,  let  there  be  one  fold  and  one  Shepherd. 
Gather  the  number  of  thine  elect,  and  hasten  thy 
kingdom.

We 
desire  that  Jesus  may  dwell  with  us,  shedding  on 
all  our  hearts  the  bright  beams  of  his  precious 
presence,  and  drawing  us  all  to  Himself  by  the 
bands  of  everlasting  love.  Grant,  Lord,  that  when 
the  shades  of  evening  shall  come  down  upon  the 
world  again,  we  may  be  privileged  to  look  back 
on  a  day  which  has  been  without  wilful  offence 
against  God  or  man.

Take  the  veil  from  the  eyes  of  the  Jew.  Stir  up 
thy  people  to  remove  every  stumbling-block  from 
his  path,  and  hasten  the  day  when  thy  name  shall 
be  known  upon  earth,  and  thy  saving  health  among 
all  nations. 

Grant,  0  God,  that  the  words  of  our  mouth 
and  the  meditation  of  our  hearts  may  be  accept 
able  in  thy  sight,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Strength 
and  Redeemer.

READ   IN    HOLY   SCRIPTURE   ST.    JOHN    VI.    41-71. 


OLORD  our  God,  in  Thee  we  live,  and  move, 
and  have  our  being.

drink  his  blood.  Thus  nourished  unto  eternal  life, 
may  we  increase  in  knowledge,  grow  in  grace, 
abound  more  and  more  in  love,  wax  stronger  and 
stronger,  rejoice  in  the  hope  of  the  glory  of  God, 
and  be  changed  into  the  same  image  from  glory 
to  glory,  by  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  ;  that  though 
our  bodies  perish  day  by  day,  our  souls  may  live, 
looking  for  and  hasting  unto  the  glorious  appearing 
of  our  God  and  Saviour  Christ. 

Hear  our  prayers  for  our  [children  and]  kindred, 
that  they  all  may  be  alive  unto  Theft,  through 
Jesus  Christ ;  serve  Thee  in  newness  of  life  in  this 
world,  and  in  the  world  to  come  have  life  ever 
lasting.  We  ask  all  in  the  name  and  for  the  sake 
of  Jesus  Christ,  our  adorable  Lord  and  Saviour.

READ    IN    EIOLY    SCRIFl'LTKE    2    CORINTHIANS    V. 


READ  IN  HOLY  SCRIPTURE  ST.  MATTHEW  XV.  29—39. 


OGOD,  our  Father,  suffer  us  to  draw  nigh  to 
Thee  this  morning  with  our  morning  sacrifice 
of  prayer  and  thanksgiving.  Help  us  to  live  this 
day  in  thy  faith,  and  fear,  and  love;  and  in  our 
life  and  conduct  enable  us  to  walk  by  faith,  and 
not  by  sight.

Oh,  teach  us  to  learn 
the  lessons  of  thy  Word,  and  to  value  its  timely 
teachings.  Teach  us  how  frail  are  these  bodies, 
and  how  uncertain  is  this  life ;  that  the  body  is 
but  a  movable  tent,  an  earthly  tabernacle,  that 
must  one  day  dissolve,  that  is  even  every  day  dis 
solving.

We  give  Thee  thanks,  0  God,  for  thy  continued 
goodness.  Thou  hast  sustained  us  while  we  slept, 
and  hast  kept  us  from  the  perils  and  dangers  of 
the  night  season.  We  now  commit  ourselves  to 
thy  good  keeping  during  this  day,  and  humbly 
pray  that  Thou  wouldst  preserve  us  by  thy  provi 
dence,  and  at  last  receive  us  into  thine  everlasting 
kingdom,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.

Give  us  a  spiritual  ear  to  catch  the  still  small  voice 
of  the  promised  Comforter,  that  so  the  earnest 
of  the  spirit  of  Jesus  may  be  our  all-sufficient  sign 
from  heaven  in  the  dangers  and  troubles  of  our 
daily  life.  Teach  us  to  read  the  signs  of  the  time, 
not  only  in  the  world  around  us,  but  in  the  word 
of  thy  truth,  and  in  the  course  of  thy  providence  ; 
and  while  we  mourn  in  ourselves  and  others  the 
abounding  of  error  and  wickedness,  enable  us  to  stay 
our  hearts  upon  the  assurance  of  thy  promise,  that 
when  the  enemy  cometh  in  like  a  flood,  the  Spirit 
of  the  Lord  shall  lift  up  a  standard  against  him. 

0  Thou  who  feedest  the  young  ravens  that  call 
upon  Thee,  and  the  cattle  upon  a  thousand  hills ; 
who  satisfies!  the  poor  with  bread,  and  spreadest 
thy  bountiful  table  for  all  the  multitudes  of  man 
kind  ;  feed  us,  we  beseech  Thee,  with  that  bread 
of  heaven  which  giveth  life  unto  the  world.  We 
thank  Thee  and  praise  thy  holy  name  for  all  our 
temporal  blessings ;  but  we  beseech  Thee  to  enable  us 
to  seek  first  the  kingdom  of  God  and  his  righteous 
ness,  that  we  may  know  the  love  of  Christ  which 
passeth  knowledge,  and  be  filled  with  all  the  fulness 
of  God. 

We  feel  and  bewail  the  deceitfulness  of  our  own 
heart,  and  that  the  leaven  of  sin  lingers  in  it  at  its 
best  estate.  Cleanse  us  from  our  sin  in  its  guilt 
and  power.  Take  away  our  natural  enmity  to  Thee. 
Wash  us  in  the  atoning  blood  of  our  Redeemer, 
and  purge  us  throughly  from  our  iniquities.  Join 
us  more  closely  to  our  risen  Lord ;  quicken  in  us 
his  life,  and  perfect  in  us  his  love,  that  henceforth 
we  may  not  live  to  ourselves,  but  to  Him  that  died 
for  us  and  rose  again.  And  when  our  hearts  faint 
and  fail  tlirough  unbelief,  remind  us  of  the  truth 
and  mercy  that  have  followed  us  all  the  days  of 
our  life  ;  that,  resting  on  thy  love,  and  patiently 
awaiting  thy  time,  we  may  trust  Thee  even  in  the 
thick  darkness.  These  prayers  and  praises  we  offer 
to  Thee,  beseeching  Thee,  0  Father,  to  bring  us 
and  all  whom  Thou  hast  taught  us  to  remember  at 
thy  throne  of  grace,  to  that  eternal  feast  of  joy  and 
love  which  Thou  hast  promised  us  in  Jesus  Christ 
our  Lord.  Amen.

Endue  thy  ministers 
with  the  wisdom  which  cometh  from  above,  and 
encourage  them  by  the  manifest  tokens  of  thy 
blessing.

We 
will  worship  and  bow  down,  and  kneel  before  the 
Lord  our  Maker.  Strengthen  us,  we  beseech

Help 
us  conscientiously  to  fulfil  its  various  engagements, 
that  we  may  glorify  Thee.  Give  us  bodily  strength 
for  every  duty.  Control  our  minds  and  hearts, 
that  we  may  think  and  feel  aright.  Thus  may  all 
our  powers  be  consecrated  to  Thee ;  and  we  remem 
ber,  when  we  have  done  this,  that  of  thine  own 
have  we  given  Thee. 

We  adore  Thee  for  the  many  tokens  of  thy  love 
and  care  with  which  thy  people  have  been  favoured 
in  the  past  Thou  hast  preserved  thy  Church  amid 
the  dangers  by  which  it  has  been  assailed. 
Though  the  bush  has  been  surrounded  by  fire,  yet 
hast  Thou  not  suffered  it  to  be  consumed.  No 
weapon  formed  against  thy  servants  has  prospered. 

We  thank  Thee,  0  God,  that  thy  promises 
extend  to  every  one  of  thy  people,  and  that  like  as 
a  father  pitieth  his  children,  so  the  Lord  pitieth 
them  that  fear  Him.  Thou  knowest  their  sorrows, 
and  wilt  not  lay  upon  them  more  than  they  can 
bear.  We  bless  Thee  for  the  assurance  of  thy 
loving  pity.  May  it  be  enjoyed  by  us  even  when 
the  shadow  of  grief  passes  over  our  dwelling. 

We  thank  thee  that  no  obstacles  prevent  us  from 
worshipping  Thee ;  that  in  our  sanctuaries  and 
homes  we  can  offer  the  sacrifice  of  thanksgiving, 
and  call  upon  the  name  of  the  Lord.  We  bless 
Thee  for  the  inestimable  privileges  we  possess  in 
this  favoured  land.

Prepare  us  for  that  eternal  home ;  and  grant  us  all 
needful  blessings,  with  the  pardon  of  all  our  sins, 
for  the  sake  of  Jesus  Christ,  our  atoning  High 
Priest  and  Advocate.  Amen.

Keep  us  from  all  danger  and  sin,  and  at  the  last 
receive  us  unto  Thysolf,  through  Jesus  Christ  our 
Lord.  Amen.

>trength  of  purpose,  as  a  living  sacrifice  to  Thee. 
We  ask  all  mercies  and  blessings  in  the  only  name

Thou  openest,  and  no  man  shutteth;  Thou  shut- 
test,  and  no  man  openeth;  and  that  which  thy  in 
spired  servants  declare  to  be  bound  on  earth  is 
bound  in  heaven.  Therefore,  we  pray  Thee,  en 
lighten  our  mind  to  understand  thy  written  Word. 
Save  us  from  condemnation;  keep  us  in  the  per 
fect  liberty  of  God's  children.  From  all  vain 
desires,  from  every  besetting  sin,  from  every  hurt 
ful  pleasure,  and  from  the  love  of  the  world,  which 
is  enmity  against  Thee,  good  Lord,  deliver  us. 

Shepherd  of  souls,  bring  back  them  that  have 
wandered  from  thy  flock,  and  fill  heaven  with 
gladness  for  the  dead  that  are  alive  again,  and  for 
the  lost  that  are  found.  Destroy  the  enmity  of 
sinners  against  thyself,  and  shed  upon  all  who  call 
themselves  thy  children  the  Spirit  of  thy  Son  who 
loved  them,  and  gave  Himself  for  them. 

If  we  have  any  enemies,  forgive  them,  and  turn 
their  hearts.  If  any  man  hath  aught  himself 
against  any  one  of  us,  we  pray  Thee  so  to  incline 
the  heart  of  the  offender  that  we,  being  reconciled 
one  to  another  may  be  all  forgiven,  and  meet  at  last 
at  thy  right  hand,  through  Jesus  Christ  our 
adorable  Redeemer.  Amen.

To  those  who  are  distressed  by  worldly  anxieties, 
give  faith  in  thy  promises,  that  they  may  cast 
their  care  on  Thee,  and  hear  thy  voice  speaking 
to  them  in  trial. 

May  thy  mercy  continue  to  rest  on  our  land. 
May  our  Queen  be  enabled  to  rule  in  thy  fear,  and 
may  all  in  authority  under  her  be  endued  with 
wisdom  and  grace  to  do  what  is  just  and  right  in 
thy  sight  Bless  all  thy  ministers  in  their  work, 
and  shed  on  all  whom  we  would  remember  at  thy 
throne  the  fulness  of  thy  grace  and  love.

READ   IN   HOLY   SCRIPTURE   EXODUS   IX.    13-35.

Bless  and  keep  all  thy 
people ;  and  have  rnercy  on  those  who  in  igno 
rance  or  wilfulness  are  rejecting  the  Saviour.  We 
ask  all  in  Christ's  most  holy  name,  and  to  the 
Father,  Son,  and  Holy  Ghost,  three  Persons,  one 
God,  would  ascribe  all  honour  and  praise,  wcrld 
without  end.

May  we  so  reflect  upon  thy 
dealings  with  thine  ancient  people  Israel,  and  the 
direful  judgments  denounced  against  the  rejecters 
of  thy  commands,  that  we  may  be  led  in  faith,  in 
penitence,  and  in  holy  fear,  to  the  Lamb  of  God 
who  tuketh  away  the  sin  of  the  world.  As  Christ 
our  Passover  was  sacrificed  for  us,  grant,  by  thy 
grace,  that  we  may  be  made  partakers  of  all  the 
blessings  which  He  died  to  secure.  And  as  of  our 
selves  we  are  not  able  to  believe  and  to  do  those 
things  which  are  pleasing  in  thy  sight,  we  beseech 
Thee,  strengthen  us  by  power  from  on  high  for  the 
right  discharge  of  our  duties  to  Thee  and  to  our 
fellow-men  ;  and  grant,  that  we  may  be  led  so  to 
embrace  the  offer  of  deliverance,  by  faith  in  Christ 
Jesus,  that  being  rescued  from  all  our  spiritual 
enemies,  we  may  be  enabled  to  worship  Thee  with 
joyful  hearts,  and  to  serve  Thee  in  newness  of 
life. 

A?  it  is  Thou,  Lord,  that  liftest  up  or  castest 
down,  as  it  is  thine  to  exalt  or  to  abase,  and  as  the 
silver  and  the  gold  are  thine,  and  the  hearts  of  all 
men  are  at  thy  control,  teach  us  to  know  that  our 
safety  and  our  prosperity  in  things  temporal  are 
alike  in  thy  hands.  May  we  therefore  look  up 
to  Thee  for  guidance  in  all  our  ways,  and  ever 
pray  that  Thou  mayest  direct  our  paths. 

Now  that  we  are  about  to  enter  on  the  duties  of 
the  day,  be  with  us  in  our  going  out  and  our 
coming  in,  to  prosper  the  work  of  Cur  hands.  Be 
stow  upon  us  throughout  the  day  a  sense  of  thy 
presence ;  keep  us  in  thy  faith  and  fear  ;  and  when 
our  duties  on  earth  are  finished,  do  Thou  in  mercy 
forgive  us  those  things  whereof  our  consciences  are 
afraid,  and  give  us  those  good  things  which  of  our 
selves  we  are  not  worthy  to  ask,  but  which  we 
venture  to  ask  for  ourselves,  and  for  all  for  whom 
it  is  our  duty  to  pray,  through  the  intercession  of 
Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 

The  Lord  bless  and  keep  us.  The  Lord  make 
his  face  to  shine  upon  us,  and  give  us  peace.  The 
Lord  be  gracious  unto  us  this  day,  henceforth,  and 
for  ever.  Amen. 


READ   IN    HOLY    SCRIPTURE   ST.   JOHN   VIIL    46—59. 


GIVE  us,  we  beseech  Thee,  0  Lord  God,  the 
spirit  of  prayer  and  praise,  that  this  our  even 
ing  worship  may  not  be  a  vain  and  empty  service, 
but  be  acceptable  in  thy  sight,  because  fragrant 
with  the  merits  of  thy  dear  Son,  who  ever  liveth  to 
make  intercession  for  us.

Do  Thou  comfort  us  and  shelter  us  by  thy  protect 
ing  power.  Spare  us,  if  it  be  thy  will,  till  the 
morning,  and  raise  us  up,  strengthened  in  body  and 
spirit,  to  serve  Thee  cheerfully  in  the  duties  of 
another  day. 

Let  thy  Divine  favour  and  blessing  rest  on  [the 
young  of  this  household,  and  on]  all  whom  we  love. 
Endue  them  with  thy  grace,  give  them  a  heart- 
knowledge  of  thy  Gospel,  and  cause  them  so  to 
abound  in  the  graces  of  the  Spirit,  that  they  may 
be  seen  to  be  the  children  of  God,  and  faithful 
disciples  of  the  Lord  Jesus.  In  his  name  we  ask 
these  and  all  other  mercies  which  we  need.  Amen.

A  LMIGHTY  God,  who  didst  deliver  thy  people

earthly  pilgrimage.  Thou  so  leadest  the  faithful 
through  the  wilderness,  that  neither  the  fiery 
serpent,  nor  the  scorpion,  nor  the  drought  can 
hurt  them.  Thou  feedest  them  with  manna,  and 
bringest  water  for  them  from  the  flinty  rock. 
Send  now  the  Angel  of  the  Covenant,  that  He  may 
go  before  us.  Command  the  fiery  pillar  to  give  us 
light,  and  let  us  hear  thy  voice  bidding  us  march 
onwards  to  the  eternal  country.  Oh,  give  each 
member  of  our  family  to-day  a  foretaste  of  that 
rest  Save  each  one  from  the  evil  heart  of  un 
belief  in  departing  from  the  living  God;  and 
grant  him  faith,  which  only  Thou  canst  give,  that 
even  now  he  may  enter  into  the  holiest  by  the  blood 
of  Jesus.

Hear  us,  our  Father.  Keep  us,  and  continue 
thy  loving- kindness  to  us.  Go  Thou  forth  with 
us  into  every  engagement,  sustaining  and  sanctify 
ing  us  in  them  all.  Thus  may  our  whole  spirit,  and 
soul,  and  body  be  preserved  blameless  unto  the 
coming  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Accept  our 
prayers  and  our  thanksgivings  through  Him,  thine 
own  Son,  our  Redeemer,  to  whom  with  Thee  and 
the  Holy  Ghost  be  everlasting  praise.  Amen.

And  to  this  end  be  pleased  to  grant 
to  our  own  land  the  spirit  of  Christian  love,  and 
that  she  may  send  the  messengers  of  Christ  to  all 
lands,  to  help  the  weak,  and  to  strengthen  the 
dying.  Bless  all  missionary  enterprises,  and  enable 
us  all  to  choose  that  good  part  which  shall  not  be 
taken  from  us.  Let  thy  protecting  care  be  about 
us  during  the  night,  preserve  us  from  evil,  and  bless 
us  in  all  things,  for  Jesus  Christ's  sake.  Amen.

Deliver  us  from 
an  earthly  mind,  from  a  mind  that  would  seek  its 
happiness  in  the  creature  rather  than  the  Creator, 
and  from  affections  which  cleave  to  things  of  time 
and  sense  as  their  supreme  good.  May  thy  Spirit 
maintain  within  us  so  decided  a  sway  and  predomi 
nance  of  heavenly  and  eternal  things  that  it  may 
be  manifest  to  all  that  we  are  seeking  a  better 
country,  that  is,  a  heavenly  one. 

Under  the  hand  of  thy  servant  Moses  Thou 
didst  give  the  people  manna,  the  type  of  the  true ; 
but  Thou  hast  provided  some  better  thing  for  us, 
even  the  true  Bread  which  came  down  from  heaven. 
We  bless  Thee  for  the  gift  of  the  Saviour,  who  has 
said,  "  I  am  the  bread  of  life  :  he  that  cometh  to  me 
shall  never  hunger ;  and  he  that  believeth  on  me 
shall  never  thirst."  Give  us,  we  beseech  Thee,  a 
spiritual  desire,  and  evermore  feed  us  with  this 
bread  through  all  the  days  of  our  pilgrmage,  until 
Thou  bring  us  to  thy  holy  hill  and  thy  heavenly 
sanctuary,  to  behold  the  glory  of  the  Lord,  and 
go  no  more  out  for  ever.

As  man  doth  not  live  by  bread 
alone,  but  by  every  word  that  proceedeth  out  of  thy 
mouth,  help  us  to  hide  thy  word  in  our  hearts,  that 
we  sin  not  against  Thee.  Blessed  be  thy  name  for 
returning  Sabbaths.  May  this  day  be  to  us  a 
season  of  rest,  worship,  and  instruction.  May  we 
know,  by  the  teaching  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  what 
Jesus  meant  when  He  said,  "  I  am  the  bread  of  life:

Be  gracious  to  all  who  are  detained,  by  sickness 
or  other  necessary  cause,  from  the  assemblies  of  thy 
people.  Pity  those  who  wilfully  forsake  thine 
ordinances,  and  bring  them  to  repentance. 

To  thy  care  we  commend  ourselves  and  our 
friends.  Bless  our  country,  the  Queen  and  all  the 
Royal  Family,  and  all  conditions  of  men  among  us. 
Bless  thy  whole  Church  throughout  all  the  world, 
and  bring  all  mankind  to  the  knowledge  and  obedi 
ence  of  thy  Word.  Hear  these  our  humble  suppli 
cations  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.  Amen.

be  increased.  Thy  ministers  have  stood  up  and 
cried,  "  Behold  the  Lamb  of  God,  which  taketh 
away  the  sin  of  the  world."  Let  it  not  be  in  vain. 
Prosper  thy  work  abundantly  in  their  hands. 
Glorify  thy  Son,  and  let  the  earth  be  filled  with 
his  praise.  Let  times  of  refreshing  come  from  thy 
presence,  and  thy  Church  hear  thy  voice  saying 
unto  her,  "  Arise,  shine,  for  thy  light  is  come,  and 
the  glory  of  the  Lord  is  risen  upon  thee."  Let 
wars  cease  to  the  ends  of  the  earth,  and  the  king 
doms  of  the  world  become  the  kingdoms  of  the 
Lord  and  of  his  Anointed.  Now  blessed  be  the 
Lord  God  of  Israel ;  and  blessed  be  his  glorious 
name  for  ever,  and  let  the  whole  earth  be  filled 
with  his  glory.  Amen  and  Amen.

Thou  didst  call  thy  servant  Moses  into  thy 
presence  ;  with  him  didst  Thou  speak ;  through 
him  didst  Thou  command  the  offering  of  peace, 
the  sprinkling  of  the  blood,  and  the  making  of  a 
covenant  with  thy  people  Israel. 

But  a  greater  than  Moses  is  here  ;  not  thy  ser 
vant,  but  thy  Son,  the  Mediator  of  the  better 
covenant ;  who,  by  the  sacrifice  of  Himself,  pre 
sented  an  offering  unto  God,  and,  by  the  blood  of 
sprinkling,  made  atonement  for  the  sins  of  men. 
0  Lord  God,  we  who  stand  afar  off  from  thy 
glorious  majesty  are  brought  nigh  by  the  blood  of 
Jesus.  Through  Him  we  may  come  boldly  to  the 
tli rone  of  grace,  and  at  Jehovah's  footstool  we 
find  a  mercy-seat.  Introduced  by  Jesus,  may  we 
enter  the  cloud  of  thy  glory,  and  with  reverence 
and  godly  fear  make  known  our  wants  to  Thee. 

After  another  six  days'  work  and  labour,  we 
now  would  seek  the  rest  of  thy  holy  Sabbath,  and 
in  the  secret  of  thy  tabernacle  would  hold  com 
munion  with  Thee.  We  bless  Thee  for  this  day 
of  rest  We  would  dedicate  it  to  Thee,  with  all  its 
sacred  duties,  with  all  its  holy  privileges,  with  all 
its  blessed  opportunities.  We  beseech  Thee, 
Father,  to  reveal  Thyself  to  us  to-day,  in  the  wor 
ship  of  thy  house,  in  the  reading  of  thy  Word,  and 
in  the  secret  meditations  of  our  hearts  before  Thee. 
Conduct  us  to  thy  house  of  prayer;  solemnise 
our  hearts  in  anticipation  of  the  services  of  the 
sanctuary ;  and  may  this  Sabbath  be  a  spiritual 
festival  to  our  souls.  Let  thy  ministers  be  clothed 
in  righteousness,  and  make  thy  chosen  people  joy 
ful.  Oh,  teach  the  teachers  this  day,  that  they 
themselves,  being  taught  of  God,  may  teach  trans 
gressors  thy  ways,  and  that  sinners  may  be  con 
verted  unto  Thee. 

Be  pleased  to  bless  all  the  members  of  our 
family  to-day,  and  be  present  with  them  where- 
ever  they  may  be.  Let  thy  blessing  abide  on  us, 
which  Thou  hast  promised  to  the  families  that 
call  upon  thy  name.  Take  away  all  our  sins, 
Thou  Lamb  of  God.  Wash  us  in  thy  cleansing 
blood,  0  Thou  gracious  Saviour.  Receive  us 
graciously  and  love  us  freely,  O  Thou  that  art 
enthroned  in  the  majesty  of  thy  glory.  Thou 
art  our  Redeemer;  save  us,  0  Christ.  Thou  art 
our  Comforter;  sanctify  and  bless  us,  0  Holy  Spirit. 
Thou  art  our  Father;  hear  us  now,  0  God,  and 
ever  help  us,  through  the  intercession  of  our 
only  Saviour,  Jesus  Christ.  Amen. 


READ    IN    HOLY  SCRIPTURE  ROMANS   X.    1-13. 


OLORD  God  of  the  Sabbath,  who  dost  hear  in 
heaven,  thy  dwelling  place,  the  prayers  and 
praises  of  thy  people  upon  earth,  accept,  for  thy 
dear  Son's  sake,  the  tribute  of  our  unworthy  but 
most  hearty  and  sincere  thanksgivings.  What  are 
we  that  Thou  shouldest  be  so  mindful  of  us,  and 
that  Thou  shouldest  surround  us  with  thy  loving- 
kindness  and  tender  mercy?  We  confess  that 
this  day  we  have  not  served  Thee  as  we  ought  to 
have  done.  We  have  been  too  often  cold  in  heart, 
formal  in  worship,  and  worldly  in  affection.  If 
Thou  hadst  dealt  with  us  according  to  our  sins, 
Thou  wouldest  long  since  have  cut  us  off  in  the 
midst  of  our  transgressions.

As 
Thou  didst  exalt  thy  Son  with  great  triumph  unto 
thy  kingdom  in  heaven,  so  draw  the  hearts  of  all 
men  unto  Him  that  they  may  find  pardon  and 
peace  through  his  most  precious  blood.  Grant 
that  the  Word  preached  this  day  may  be  to  very 
many  souls  an  incorruptible  seed,  springing  up, 
through  thy  Spirit,  unto  everlasting  life.  Especially 
we  would  beseech  Thee  on  behalf  of  those  who 
are  hearers  of  thy  Word  and  not  doers  of  it ;  who 
have  a  name  to  live,  but  yet  are  dead  before 
Thee  ;  who  have  either  been  indifferent  to  the 
salvation  of  their  souls,  or  who,  seeking  to  establish 
their  own  righteousness,  have  not  submitted  them 
selves  to  the  righteousness  that  is  of  faith.  Open 
Thou  the  blind  eyes,  that  they  may  see  wondrous 
things  out  of  thy  law. 

We  would  likewise  pray  for  those  who  have 
not  heard  thy  Gospel.  Oh,  speak  the  word,  that 
great  may  be  the  company  of  the  preachers,  who, 
both  in  our  own  and  other  lands,  may  preach  the  un 
searchable  riches  of  Christ.  May  very  many  sinners 
be  translated  from  the  power  of  darkness  into  the 
kingdom  of  thy  dear  Son. 

Finally,  Lord,  we  beseech  Thee  to  accomplish 
the  number  of  thine  elect,  and  to  hasten  thy  king 
dom,  that  all  may  know  Thee,  even  from  the  least 
unto  the  greatest.  We  ask  all  through  the  pre 
vailing  merits  and  intercession  of  thy  dear  Son 
Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.  Amen.

READ   IN  HOLY  SCRIPTURE  ST.    LUKE  XV.   11—32. 


OTHOU  infinite  and  everlasting  God,  we  marvel 
at  the  long-suffering  and  loving-kindness  which 
Thou  hast  extended  to  the  sons  of  men.

hy  mercy.  Comprehend,  we  pray  Thee,  in  thy 
jare,  all  near  and  dear  to  any  of  us,  in  every  place  ; 
jless  the  homeless  and  destitute,  the  orphan  and 
widowed  ones  ;  look  upon  the  prodigals  and  out- 
;asts,  and  restore  them ;  may  the  dead  be  brought 
o  life,  and  the  lost  be  found.  Increase  the  num- 
ier  of  faithful  pastors,  and  pour  out  thy  Spirit 
>n  all  thy  people.  And  with  these  our  prayers, 
ccept  our  unfeigned  thanksgivings  for  thy  per- 
ictual  mercies ;  and  may  the  blessing  of  the  Father, 
he  Son,  and  the  Holy  Spirit  rest  upon  us  all,  now 
md  for  ever.

Let 
none  of  us,  0  God,  or  any  who  are  dear  to  us, 
receive  in  vain  thy  heavenly  grace  and  message. 

We  commend  ourselves  to  thy  care.  Be  with 
us  through  the  night.  Shield  us  from  evil,  and 
give  us  refreshing  rest  and  sleep.  We  ask  all  in 
the  name  of  thy  dear  Sou,  Jesus  Christ,  our  Lord.

[Behold,  Lord,  our  dear  children,  and  put  thy 
fear  into  their  young  hearts.  Let  thy  good  provi 
dence  guard  them  and  thy  grace  save  them.]  In 
mercy  watch  over  all  our  friends,  relations,  and 
neighbours.  Comfort  and  bless  our  beloved  Sove 
reign,  and  grant  that  she  and  all  her  family  may 
reign  with  thee  in  everlasting  life.  Prosper  and 
preserve  our  country,  and  spread  abroad  the  glory 
of  thy  holy  name,  and  the  kingdom  of  thy  dear 
Son  Jesus  Christ  throughout  all  the  world.

Clothe  thy  ministers  with  salvation,  and  let  thy 
people  shout  aloud  for  joy;  and  may  many  lost 
sinners  be  brought  this  day  out  of  darkness  into 
thy  marvellous  light,  and  from  the  power  of  Satan 
into  the  kingdom  of  thy  dear  Son. 

Accept  our  hearty  thanksgiving  for  all  the 
mercies  of  the  night,  and  the  health  and  comfort  of 
the  morning.  May  we  love  the  place  of  thy  wor 
ship,  and  delight  to  run  in  the  way  of  thy  command 
ments.  We  ask  it  for  Jesus  Christ's  sake.  Amen. 


READ  IN  HOLY  SCRIPTURE  ST.  LUKE  XVII.  1—19. 


OLORD,  our  heavenly  Father,  accept  our  united 
thanks  for  the  pi'ivileges  of  this  Sabbath-day.

Defend  us  this  night,  0  Lord,  from  all  danger, 
and  grant  us  refreshing  sleep,  for  the  sake  of 
Jesus  Christ  our  Lord,  to  whom,  with  Thee,  0

In  all  our  conduct 
towards  others,  and  in  all  the  business  of  daily  life, 
let  it  be  seen  that  we  have  the  fear  of  God  before 
our  eyes.  Set  a  watch  over  our  lips,  that  we  offend 
not  in  word;  and  let  our  conversation  be  with 
grace.  So  deeply  write  thy  law  in  our  hearts,  and 
let  it  so  influence  our  lives,  that  we  may  be  epistles 
of  Christ,  known  and  read  of  all  men.  Open  our 
eyes,  we  beseech  Thee,  to  see  and  to  understand 
the  glory  of  the  Gospel.  Let  not  Satan  or  sin 
blind  us  to  the  light  of  thy  truth.  Remove  every 
veil  of  ignorance  and  prejudice,  and  enable  us 
with  open  face  to  look  upon  Jesus,  our  exalted 
Redeemer  and  Saviour.  Give  us  thy  Holy  Spirit, 
to  be  in  us  a  Spirit  of  liberty,  freeing  us  from 
the  bondage  of  every  besetting  sin,  and  from  the 
toils  of  the  devil.  We  pray  that  we  may  not  only 
be  the  true  disciples  of  thy  dear  Son,  but  be 
changed  more  and  more  into  his  image  and  like 
ness,  and  walk  even  as  He  walked. 

We  commit  ourselves,  and  all  who  are  dear  to 
us,  to  thy  gracious  keeping.  May  they  enjoy  an 
abundant  measure  of  thy  grace  and  blessing,  and 
with  us  be  daily  prepared  for  an  inheritance  among 
thy  sanctified  and  glorified  people.  We  also  pray 
for  the  enlarged  outpouring  of  thy  Holy  Spirit  on 
all  who  profess  and  call  themselves  Christians,  that 
they  may  be  more  entirely  consecrated  to  thy 
service,  and  seek  more  diligently  thy  glory,  and 
promote  more  earnestly  the  extension  of  the 
Redeemer's  kingdom.  Grant  us  these  our  prayers, 
for  Jesus  Christ's  sake.  Amen. 


READ  IN  HOLY  SCRIPTURE  ST.  LUKE  XVIII.  1-14. 


OLORD  God  Almighty,  Thou  seest  the  hearts 
of  the  children  of  men,  and  of  them  that  pro 
fess  to  pray  unto  Thee.  We  all  now  kneel  before 
Thee,  and  in  the  eye  of  man  there  is  no  separation 
between  us ;  but  Thou  discernest  between  the 
prayer  of  the  proud  and  the  sighing  of  a  broken 
and  contrite  heart. 

Lord,  we  are  not  worthy  so  much  as  to  lift  up 
our  eyes  unto  Thee.  Oh,  convince  us  of  our  guilt ! 
Take  away  our  ignorance  and  self-esteem,  and 
destroy  all  our  false  comforts.  Give  us  godly 
sorrow  for  sin,  and  that  with  an  aching  heart  we 
may  pray  as  the  publican  prayed — "God  be  merci 
ful  to  me  a  sinner." 

Be  merciful,  0  our  God,  and  let  thine  anger 
cease  from  us.

Our  nature  is  unclean,  and,  like  a  corrupt  tree, 
bringeth  forth  evil  fruit.  For  thy  Son  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ's  sake,  forgive  us  all  that  is  past.  We 
are  miserable  sinners ;  our  hearts  are  evil ;  and 
if  we  have  not  fallen  into  the  grossest  wickedness, 
it  is  not  of  ourselves,  but  because  thy  goodness  has 
restrained  us.  Nay,  Thou  knowest,  0  Lord,  that 
thy  loving  mercies  to  us  have  been  so  great,  and 
our  privileges  so  many,  that  we  may  call  ourselves 
the  chief  of  sinners,  for  sin  in  us  is  exceedingly 
sinful. 

Yet  our  trust  is  in  thine  abundant  mercy, 
through  Jesus  Christ  the  righteous,  who  poured 
out  his  soul  unto  death  for  us,  and  bore  the  sins  of 
many.  Lord  Jesus,  bid  us  come  to  Thee.  Do 
Thou  wash  us  in  thy  most  precious  blood,  that  our 
sins  may  be  mentioned  against  us  no  more.  If  the 
unjust  judge  listened  to  the  widow's  cry,  0  Thou, 
most  faithful,  most  kind  Father,  hearken  to  our 
prayer,  and  grant  us  thy  pardon  this  night.  With 
out  it  we  cannot  rest  0  Lord,  deny  us  not  the 
blessings  we  seek. 

Protect  us,  gracious  Father,  during  the  hours  of 
sleep ;  and  if  it  please  Thee  to  prolong  our  lives 
another  day,  renew  our  strength  to  serve  Thee. 
Prepare  us  for  the  summons  to  quit  these  mortal 
scenes.  In  the  dark  moments  of  death  be  Thou  our 
light ;  and  in  the  day  of  judgment,  good  Lord, 
deliver  us. 

We  beseech  Thee  with  thy  favour  to  behold  our 
Queen  and  our  country.  Bless  our  neighbours  as 
ourselves  ;  and  let  our  relatives  and  acquaintances 
find  grace  in  thy  sight.  Have  mercy  upon  this 
evil  world.  Come  quickly,  0  Thou  Son  of  Man  ! 
Put  an  end  to  sin  and  misery  ;  and  to  Thyself, 
with  the  Father  and  the  Holy  Ghost,  be  all  glory, 
now  and  evermore.  Amen.

Help  us  to  obey  its 
precepts,  and  hide  them  in  our  memories,  that  we 
may  not  sin  against  Thee.  Show  us  more  per 
fectly  that  to  be  truly  happy  and  useful  upon  earth, 
we  must  follow  in  the  steps  of  Christ's  most  holy 
life,  and  seek  to  have  the  mind  which  was  in  Him. 
Set  our  affections  on  things  above,  that  we  may 
approve  ourselves  as  his  disciples,  and  be  willing  to 
take  up  our  cross.  Strengthen  us,  that  we  may 
never  shrink  from  discharging  our  duty,  whether 
towards  God  or  towards  man,  and  assist  us  to 
commend  thy  truth  by  the  consistency  of  our  lives 
and  the  purity  of  our  speech.  May  our  light  so 
shine  before  men,  that  we  may  convince  them  that 
godliness  is  profitable  for  all  things,  and  may  per 
suade  them  to  seek  after  the  one  thing  needful. 

Preserve  us  from  a  spirit  of  envy.  May  we 
always  have  grace  to  believe  that  Thou  art  good, 
and  doest  good.  Keep  us,  0  Lord,  from  an  evil 
eye  and  proud  heart,  lest  we  convert  thy  mercies 
into  occasions  of  discontent,  and  murmur  against 
Thee.  Give  us  that  wisdom  which  cometh  from 
above,  and  incline  us  to  commit  our  way  unto 
Thee  with  the  confidence  of  thine  adopted  children. 
Confirm  our  faith  in  Christ,  and  make  us  ever 
thankful  for  that  great  love  wherewith  He  loveth 
us.  May  no  temptation  from  without,  or  in 
dwelling  frailty,  separate  us  from  Him,  lest  we 
become  barren  and  unfruitful.  Sanctify  us  by  thy 
Holy  Spirit,  that  we  may  daily  grow  in  grace,  and 
walk  worthily  of  Thee,  and  do  Thou  keep  us  by  thy 
power  through  faith  unto  salvation.  Let  thy 
fatherly  hand  ever  be  over  us  as  a  family,  and  over 
all  whom  we  love.  Guide  us  in  our  going  out  and 
coming  in  from  this  time  forth  and  for  evermore. 
Defend  us  this  night  under  the  shadow  of  thy 
wing,  and  grant  us  sweet  repose,  that  we  may  be 
refreshed  for  the  spiritual  duties  and  engagements 
of  the  morrow,  through  Jesus  Christ  thy  Son, 
our  Saviour.  Amen.

And  do  Thou,  by  the 
continual  supplies  of  thy  grace,  stablish,  strengthen, 
settle  us.

We  thank  Thee  for 
food  and  raiment — for  family  comforts  and  bless 
ings — for  our  many  temporal  mercies ;  but,  above 
all,  for  the  gift  of  Jesus  Christ  thy  dear  Son,  and 
in  Him  for  the  means  of  grace  and  the  hope  of 
glory.  May  we  show  our  thankfulness  by  lives 
devoted  to  thy  service  in  the  Gospel  of  thy  Son. 

Bless  our  dear  relations  and  friends.  Take  them 
this  day  into  thy  holy  care  and  keeping ;  and  do 
for  us  and  them  more  than  we  are  able  to  ask  or 
think,  for  Jesus  Christ's  sake.  Amen.

We  plead  the  name  and  righteousness 
of  thy  dear  Son,  and  pray  that  through  his 
mediation,  whom  Thou  nearest  always,  our  suppli 
cations  and  thanksgivings  may  be  accepted,  and 
that  we  may  have  an  answer  of  peace. 

It  is  our  comfort  to  know,  0  God,  that  all 
things  that  concern  us  are  in  thy  hand ;  that  in  our 
troubles  and  necessities  Thou  art  near,  even  when 
we  see  Thee  not,  and  that  in  all  thy  dispensations 
Thou  hast  a  purpose  of  mercy  towards  us.  May  we 
in  prosperity  look  up  to  Thee  in  grateful  remem 
brance  of  thy  love,  and  in  adversity  rely,  without 
a  doubt,  on  thy  wisdom  and  grace.  We  recall, 
with  thankfulness  and  praise,  the  tokens  of  Jesus' 
sympathy,  and  the  assurance  that  He  is  touched 
with  the  feeling  of  our  infirmities,  and  enters  into 
our  sorrows.  We  recall,  with  thankfulness  and 
praise,  the  signs  of  his  power,  in  that  He  could 
not  only  give  sight  to  the  blind  and  a  tongue  to 
the  dumb,  but  even  call  from  the  grave  them  that 
were  dead.  Lord  Jesus,  reveal  unto  us  more 
clearly  tlry  tenderness  and  compassion,  and  cause 
us  to  experience  the  outgoings  of  thy  power.  In 
crease  our  faith.  Have  mercy  on  our  unbelief, 
and  enrich  us  abundantly  with  all  spiritual  bless 
ings.  Arouse  our  cold  hearts  to  greater  spiritual 
earnestness.  Give  us  the  faith  which  overcomes 
the  world,  and  by  the  power  of  thy  Spirit  raise 
our  affections  to  things  above.  Give  us  increased 
willingness  in  thy  service,  and  a  constant  watch 
fulness  against  all  sin ;  and  so  constrain  us  by  a 
sense  of  thy  love  that  we  may  find  thy  command 
ments  pleasant,  cheerfully  bear  every  cross,  and 
patiently  submit  in  all  things  to  thy  all- wise  and 
gracious  will.  Fill  us  with  all  joy  and  peace  in 
believing,  and  cause  us  to  abound  in  hope  by  the 
power  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 

We  pray,  O  God,  for  a  great  increase  of  true 
godliness  in  ourselves,  in  all  whom  we  love,  and  in 
the  world  around  us.  May  all  thy  people  strive, 
in  the  station  which  Thou  hast  placed  them,  truly 
and  godly  to  serve  Thee,  and  to  adorn  the  doctrine 
of  our  Saviour  in  all  things.  [Give  to  the  children 
of  this  family  thy  Holy  Spirit,  and  make  them,  by 
adoption  and  grace,  even  from  their  early  years, 
thy  children.]  Take  us  all  into  thy  protection,  and 
preserve  us,  if  it  please  Thee,  to  see  the  light  and 
enjoy  the  blessings  of  another  Lord's  day.  May 
it  be  a  day  of  much  grace  and  mercy  to  all  thy 
people.  Hear  us  and  help  us  for  thy  dear  Son's 
sake.  Amen.

As  a  family,  may  we  live  together  in  unity,  and 
be  all  made,  through  grace,  members  of  the  house 
hold  of  faith,  washed,  and  sanctified,  and  justified, 
in  the  name  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  and  by  the  Spirit 
of  our  God. 

These  things,  0  God,  we  humbly  ask  in  the 
name  and  for  the  sake  of  thy  blessed  Sou  ;  and 
onto  Thee  be  all  the  glory.  Amen. 


READ   IN    HOLY   SCRIPTURE   JOHN    XI.   47-57. 


OGOD,  the  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
permit  us  now  to  address  Thee.  We  have 
publicly  united  in  worshipping  Thee  this  day,  and 
now  we  would  join  in  household  worship.

and  the  power  of  God.  May  thine  own  people 
receive  much  blessing.  0  Lord  God,  hear  our 
rayers,  receive  our  confessions,  accept  our  thanks- 
Divings,  and  in  thy  great  mercy  defend  us  from 
ill  the  perils  of  the  night,  for  Jesus  Christ  our 
Saviour's  sake.  Amen.

Enable  us  to  be  followers  of  Him 
who  was  holy,  harmless,  undefiled,  and  who  went 
about  doing  good;  and  keep  us  unspotted  from  the 
world. 

Now  unto  Him  that  is  able  to  do  exceeding  abun 
dantly  above  all  that  we  ask  or  think,  unto  Him  be 
glory  in  the  Church  by  Christ  Jesus  throughout  all 
ages,  world  without  end.  Amen. 


READ  IN  HOLY  SCRIPTURE  PROVERBS  I. 


WE  adore  Thee,  0  God,  as  the  greatest  and  best  of 
beings.

Graciously  incline  us  so  to  act  in  future  that 
we  may  count  all  things  but  loss  which  would 
stand  in  the  way  between  us  and  Christ. 

For  the  many  blessings  of  the  past  day  we  ndore 
and  praise  thy  name.  Make  us  more  grateful  for 
all  thy  mercies.  We  implore  thy  protection  for  the 
night  Let  the  shield  of  thy  care  be  around  us  and 
all  who  belong  to  us.  Bestow  on  them  and  us  every 
needful  blessinor,  for  Jesus  Christ's  sake.  Amen.

We  bless  Thee  that  Christ  came  to  proclaim 
liberty  to  the  captive,  and  the  opening  of  the  prison 
doors  to  them  that  are  bound.  May  the  law  of  the 
Spirit  of  life  in  Christ  Jesus  make  us  free  from 
the  law  of  sin  and  death.  Enable  us  more  and 
more  to  walk  at  liberty,  keeping  thy  precepts ;  and, 
0  God,  break  every  yoke,  and  let  the  oppressed  go 
free.  Deliver  the  nations  from  the  bondage  of 
ignorance,  superstition,  and  sin.  Remember  in 
this  respect  thy  Word  unto  thy  servants  upon 
which  Thou  hast  caused  us  to  hope.  Have  respect 
unto  thy  covenant ;  let  the  day  of  universal  jubilee 
dawn,  and  gather  all  the  redeemed  sons  of  Adam 
to  the  enjoyment  of  their  forfeited  inheritance. 

To  thy  care  and  blessing  we  commit  ourselves 
throughout  the  day.  Help  us  to  order  all  our 
affairs  with  discretion.  Keep  us  from  evil,  that  it 
may  not  grieve  us.  We  ask  all  through  Christ. 
Amen. 


READ  IN  HOLY  SCRIPTURE   ST.   JOHN  XII.   1—11. 


TTEAVENLY  and  merciful  Lord  God,  be  pleased 
-1-L  to  condescend  and  assist  us  in  our  offering  of

0  Thou 
Father  of  mercy,  hasten  the  time  when  the  wicked 
ness  of  the  wicked  shall  cease,  and  the  just  be 
established  in  the  earth. 

We  would  not  be  unmindful  in  our  prayers  of 
our  Sovereign  and  the  Royal  Family.  Grant  that 
those  in  authority  may  be  so  directed  in  their 
counsels,  that  truth  and  justice,  religion  and  piety, 
may  be  established  among  us.  Have  compassion 
upon  all  the  afflicted.  Comfort  and  relieve  them 
according  to  their  necessities,  and  give  them  a 
happy  issue  out  of  all  their  sufferings. 

To  thy  protection  we  commit  ourselves.  Watch 
over  us  through  the  night ;  refresh  us  with  invigo 
rating  sleep  ;  and  finally  bring  us  to  thy  rest  in 
glory,  through  Christ  our  Saviour.  Amen.

OLORD  our  God,  who  reignest  alone  in  the 
heavens  above  and  on  the  earth  beneath ;  who 
art  a  mighty  and  a  jealous  God,  and  wilt  not  give 
thy  glory  to  another,  cleanse  our  hearts  from  all 
idolatry  of  the  flesh  and  of  the  spirit;  crucify 
every  affection,  and  cast  down  every  imagination 
that  "would  displace  or  dishonour  Thee. 

And  that  our  love  to  Thee  may  increase  and 
abound,  stir  us  up  to  a  more  diligent  and  faithful 
employment  of  our  many  and  precious  privileges. 
Teach  us  with  all  our  strength  to  reverence  thy 
holy  will.  Fill  our  hearts  with  joy  in  thy  service, 
that  we  may  experience  it  to  be  a  delight  unspeak 
able  and  honourable,  rejoicing  to  honour  Thee, 
and  praise  thy  holy  name.  May  this  earthly  rest 
be  to  us  a  lively  memorial  of  thy  creating  and 
redeeming  love,  a  pledge  and  foretaste  of  the  rest 
without  end.  And,  oh,  our  gracious  Father,  shed

Finally,  we  pray  Thee,  0  Lord,  to  extend  the 
same  blessings  we  have  sought  for  ourselves  to  all 
our  fellow-creatures,  and  to  make  them,  with  us, 
members  of  thy  household,  and  partakers  of  thine 
eternal  inheritance,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord, 
to  whom,  with  Thee  and  the  Holy  Ghost,  be  all 
praise  and  honour,  now  and  for  evermore.  Amen. 


0  ALMIGHTY  and  most  merciful  Father,  who 
hast  glorified  thy  Son  Jesus  Christ,  give  us, 
for  his  sake,  thy  Holy  Spirit,  that  we  may  draw 
near  to  thy  throne  of  grace,  trusting  in  Him  who 
died  for  us  and  rose  again.

READ   IN  HOLY  SCRIPTURE  NUMBERS  IX.  1—5,  15-23.

Do  not  permit  us,  in  any  despondency  of  heart, 
to  say,  "  I  am  not  able  to  bear  my  burden ;"  but 
rather  may  we  say,  with  thine  apostle  Paul,  "  I 
can  do  all  things  thi'ough  Christ,  who  strengthened 
me."  Even  now  make  us  strong  through  the  grace 
that  is  in  Christ  Jesus,  and  may  we  be  so  con 
sciously  strengthened  by  thy  mighty  power,  that 
this  day  may  be  unto  us  the  brightest  and  best  of 
the  whole  week.  May  our  path,  even  to  the  end  of 
our  lives,  be  that  of  the  shining  light,  shining 
brighter  and  brighter  unto  perfect  day.  We  ask 
all  in  the  name  of  our  blessed  Saviour  Christ 
Josus.  Amen. 


READ  IN  HOLY  SCRIPTURE  ST.  MATTHEW  XXI.  1—17. 


OLORD  God,  in  whom  we  live  and  move  and 
have  our  being,  we  would  present  to  Thee  our 
evening  sacrifice  of  prayer  and  praise.

Blessed  is  he  that 
cometh  in  the  name  of  the  Lord ! " 

Gracious  God,  take  us  under  thy  care  this  night. 
We  commend  each  other  affectionately  unto  thy 
mercy.  Watch  over  our  dwelling.  Shield  us 
from  all  danger.  Preserve  us  from  all  sin.  Refresh 
us  with  rest,  and  raise  us  up  on  the  morrow,  in 
vigorated  and  prepared  once  more  to  go  forth  on 
the  duties  of  the  day.  Remember  all  those  for 
whom  we  ought  to  pray.  Give  them  every  needful 
good  in  this  life,  and  in  the  life  to  come  eternal 
glory.  And  we  ask  it  all  in  the  name  of  Jesus 
Christ,  our  only  Lord  and  Saviour,  to  whom  be 
honour  and  glory  for  ever  and  ever.  Amen.

Especially  we  pray  that  if  any  of 
those  whom  we  love  are  in  special  need  of  the 
consolations  or  convictions  of  thy  Word,  that  Thou 
wilt  mercifully  direct  the  Word  to  them  with 
power,  that  they  may  rejoice  in  this  Sabbath  day. 
And  now,  0  Lord,  our  Father,  return  Thou  unto 
the  many  thousands  of  Israel  as  they  rest  this  day 
from  life's  journeyings  and  fightings.  Glorify 
Thyself  in  the  midst  of  them,  and  make  thy  chosen 
people  joyful  in  Thee,  for  the  sake  of  Jesus  Christ 
our  Lord.

And  now,  heavenly  Father,  before  we  lie  down  to 
rest,  grant  to  each  of  us  pardon  and  peace  through 
the  Son  of  thy  love.  Thou  hast  laid  Him  in  Zion 
a  precious  corner-stone.  Make  Him  precious  to 
every  member  of  this  family.  May  we  all  come  to 
Him,  and  be  built  up  as  lively  stones,  a  spiritual 
house,  an  holy  priesthood,  to  offer  up  spiritual 
sacrifices  acceptable  to  Thee,  through  Jesus  Christ 
our  Saviour.

We 
cast  ourselves  entirely  on  thy  omnipotent  care. 
Give  us  refreshing  sleep,  and  raise  us  in  safety, 
prepared  to  engage  with  cheerful  obedience  in  the 
duties  of  another  day.

Dispose  our  hearts  to  obey 
as  He  obeyed,  to  be  faithful  as  He  was  faithful,  to 
endure  as  He  endured,  so  that  we  may  be  partakers 
of  his  heavenly  honour  and  joy. 

0  merciful  God,  save  us,  we  beseech  Thee,  from 
that  hardness  of  heart  which  disregards  his  voice, 
which  disbelieves  his  threatenings,  and  which  is 
ever  growing  harder  still  through  its  own  unbelief. 
Oh,  may  we  hear  what  the  Holy  Ghost  saith,  and, 
while  it  is  called  to-day,  accept  thy  proffered 
mercy  ;  lest,  like  thine  ancient  people,  we  weary 
out  thy  patience,  and  be  excluded  from  thy  rest. 
It  is  thine  to  soften  hard  hearts.  Help  iis  to 
unbare  ours  to  the  influences  of  the  Saviour's  cross, 
to  the  approaches  and  strivings  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 
Keep  us  from  the  evil  heart  of  unbelief,  and  from 
the  way  that  leads  from  the  living  God.  Let 
these  solemn  words  of  Holy  Scripture,  of  signal 
warning  and  Divine  entreaty,  make  us  very 
humble  before  Thee,  and  fill  us  with  sacred  fear, 
lest  we,  too,  because  of  our  unbelief,  should  not 
enter  into  thy  rest.  From  hardness  of  heart,  and 
contempt  of  thy  Word  and  commandment,  good 
Lord,  deliver  us. 

Let  the  impressions  and  purposes  of  this  our 
morning  worship  abide  with  us  through  the  day, 
and  shed  a  hallowing  influence  on  all  we  do.  May 
we  strive  to  be  as  holy  as  we  pray  to  be.  Keep  us 
from  bodily  evils,  and,  above  all  things,  from  sin. 
And  when  the  evening  shall  come,  may  it  be  to 
us  a  preparation  for  the  Sabbath  ;  and  by  quiet 
thoughts  and  communings  with  Thee,  may  we 
anticipate  its  rest  and  the  joy  of  thy  house.  We 
ask  these  and  all  needful  mercies  for  ourselves, 
our  friends,  and  for  all  mankind,  in  the  name 
of  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord  ;  to  whom,  with  Thy- 
st'lf  and  the  Holy  Spirit,  be  everlasting  praise. 
Amen. 


READ  IN  HOLY  SCRIPTURE  ST.  MATTHEW  XXII.  23— 4«. 


A  LMIGHTY  and  everlasting  God,  whose  years 
-Li-  are  throughout  all  generations,  we  humbly 
thank  Thee  that  Thou  hast  called  us  unto  eternal 
life  through  Christ  our  Lord.

May  those  among  whom  this  Gospel  has  long  been 
published  bring  forth  the  fruit  thereof;  so  that  the 
great  love  wherewith  Thou  hast  loved  them  may 
constrain  them  everywhere  to  love  Thee,  the  Lord 
their  God,  with  all  their  strength,  and  to  love  one 
another  with  a  pure  heart  fervently.  Keep  all 
who  name  the  name  of  Christ  from  a  false  pro 
fession  ;  and  may  no  leaven  of  the  Sadducees  tempt 
them  to  doubt  or  despise  the  life  and  immortality 
which  He  hath  brought  to  light. 

While  we  thank  Thee,  0  Lord,  for  spiritual  gifts 
and  privileges,  we  would  also  gratefully  remember 
our  temporal  mercies.  Through  the  labours,  cares, 
and  dangers  of  another  week  Thou  hast  safely 
brought  us.  We  bless  Thee  for  our  domestic  ties, 
and  we  pray  that  we  may  by  thy  grace  so  live 
together  here  as  to  be  prepared  for  those  higher 
relationships  which  Christ  our  Saviour  shall  form 
in  that  heavenly  world,  where  all  shall  be  as  the 
angels  of  God.  We  confess  our  individual  and 
family  sins  and  shortcomings,  and  seek  to  lie  down 
this  night  with  the  sweet  sense  of  thy  pardoning 
love  shed  abroad  in  our  hearts.  Prepare  us  for 
the  rest  and  worship  of  the  Sabbath ;  and  when 
all  our  work  below  is  ended,  may  we  sleep  in 
Jesus,  and  awake  amidst  the  Sabbath  of  thy  eternal 
love.  We  ask  all  for  the  sake  of  Jesus  Christ  our 
Lord.

Our  hearts  cleave 
to  their  evil  ways,  and  start  aside  like  a  deceitful 
bow;  in  us,  that  is,  in  our  flesh,  there  dwelleth  no 
good  thing.  But  Thou  art  plenteous  in  mercy  unto 
all  that  call  upon  Thee.  Pardon  us,  0  Lord,  and 
help  us  to  serve  Thee  acceptably,  for  the  Redeemer's 
sake.  Amen. 


READ  IN   HOLY  SCRIPTURE  PSALM   C'X. 


A  LMIGHTY  God,  from  whom  no  secrets  are 
•ft  hidden,  we  come  into  thy  presence  on  the 
evening  of  the  day  which  Thou  hast  hallowed,  and 
which  Thou  hast  set  apart  for  thine  own  service. 
We  bless  Thee  that  we  have  been  allowed  to  tread 
the  courts  of  thy  house,  and  to  pay  our  vows  unto 
the  Lord  in  the  presence  of  all  his  people.  Wo 
bless  Thee  for  the  Word  of  thy  grace,  for  the 
Gospel  of  our  salvation,  for  the  promised  Spirit, 
and  for  the  hope  of  heaven.

Under  a  deep  sense  of  our  sinfulness,  we  plead 
thy  mercy  in  Christ.  Oh,  give  us  the  delightful 
consciousness  of  thy  returning  favour,  and  supply 
us  with  the  promised  influences  of  thy  Spirit ;  that 
in  the  renovation  of  our  nature,  manifested  by 
the  conversion  of  our  hearts  and  the  progressive 
holiness  of  our  conduct,  the  beauty  of  the  Lord  our 
God  may  be  reflected  upon  us ;  and  becoming 
henceforth  steadfast  as  well  as  zealous  of  good 
works,  we  may  hope  that  our  persons  and  services 
will  be  accepted  through  Christ.  Amen.

Thou  wast  always  holy  in  thought,  word,  and 
deed.  Though  mingling  with  all  classes  of  men, 
and  ever  active,  Thou  didst  always  that  which 
pleased  the  Father.  Thy  meat  and  thy  drink  was 
to  do  his  will.  Make  us,  we  pray  Thee,  more 
like  Thyself.  May  we  bear  thy  image,  and  reflect 
more  perfectly  thy  character  to  the  world. 

Mercifully  take  us,  0  God,  beneath  thy  care 
this  night.  Thou  never  slumberest  nor  sleepest, 
and  when  on  earth  didst  often  spend  whole  nights 
n  prayer.  While  our  weariness  requires  repose, 
et  thy  tender  love  be  over  us,  thy  watchful  care 
irotect  us.  Bless  all  dear  to  us,  and  all  thy  people 
verywhere,  and  prepare  us  for  the  world  where 
we  hope  to  see  Thee  as  Thou  art,  and  to  be  like 
L'hee  for  ever.  From  our  hearts  we  thank  Thee 
br  all  Thou  hast  done  for  us,  especially  for  the 
rifts  of  thy  dear  Son  and  the  promise  of  the  Spirit, 
md  with  our  united  spirits  would  render  to  Thee 
ill  honour  and  praise  for  ever  and  ever.

We 
have  done  much  that  we  ought  not  to  have  done, 
and  have  left  much  of  our  duty  undone.  We 
rejoice  to  know  that  thou  delightest  in  mercy,  and 
that  with  Thee  there  is  plenteous  redemption.  Be 
merciful  to  us,  for  the  sake  of  Jesus  Christ;  and 
pardon  our  iniquity,  for  it  is  great. 

Thou  didst  of  old  speak  unto  thy  people  by  thy 
servants  the  prophets,  but  Thou  hast  spoken  unto 
us  by  thy  Son,  the  Lord  Jesus.  May  the  lessons 
of  instruction  we  have  now  derived  from  his  words 
make  a  lasting  impression  on  our  hearts,  and  exert 
a  practical  influence  on  our  conduct.  Suffer  us 
not  to  resemble  the  scribes  and  Pharisees,  against 
whom  such  woes  were  denounced.  Forbid  it  that 
we  should  be  as  whited  sepulchres,  which  may 
indeed  appear  beautiful  without,  while  within  they 
are  full  of  all  uncleanness.  May  we  hate  and 
avoid  hypocrisy  and 'deceit.  May  we  be  among 
the  pure  in  heart  who  shall  see  God.  While  we 
attend  to  the  lesser  matters  of  thy  law,  may  we  not 
omit  the  weightier  matters  of  judgment,  mercy, 
and  faith.  Permit  us  never  to  be  blind  guides, 
going  astray  from  thy  paths  ourselves,  and  leading 
others  astray  too  ;  but  may  thy  Spirit  lead  us  into 
all  truth,  and  make  us  useful  to  those  with  whom 
we  associate. 

May  we  always  be  found  watching  and  waiting 
for  that  time  when  it  shall  be  said,  "  Blessed  is  He 
that  cometh  in  the  name  of  the  Lord."  Make  us 
willing  to  suffer  affliction  and  persecution  for  Him 
who  suffered,  the  just  for  the  unjust,  that  He  might 
bring  us  to  God.  Grant  that  as  a  family  we  may 
all  be  not  only  the  objects  of  thy  protecting  care, 
but  partakers  of  thy  saving  grace.  May  those  who 
are  related  to  us,  by  the  ties  of  nature  and  affection, 
be  taken  into  relationship  with  Thyself. 

By  the  tears  Thou  didst  shed  over  Jerusalem, 
and  by  thy  death  on  the  cross  to  put  away  the  sin 
of  the  world,  we  beseech  Thee  to  pour  out  thy  Holy 
Spirit  upon  all  flesh. 

And  now,  like  as  a  hen  gathereth  her  chickens 
under  her  wings,  so  do  Thou  graciously  cover  us 
with  thine  own  Almighty  power  and  love,  that  we 
may  both  lay  ourselves  down  to  sleep  and  awake 
in  peace,  for  thy  great  name's  sake.  Amen.

READ  IS  HOLY  SCRIPTURE  NUMBERS  XX.  1—13.

Deliver  us  from  haste,  and  carelessness;  from 
harshness  of  thought,  and  rashness  of  judgment; 
and  if  we  are  vexed  with  the  ungodliness  of  the 
world,  keep  us  from  too  speedily  passing  judg 
ment  on  them,  for  Thou  art  the  righteous  Judge, 
strong  and  patient. 

These  mercies  we  ask  in  Christ's  name,  to  whom, 
as  also  to  Thee,  0  God  the  Father,  and  to  Thee,  0 
God  the  Holy  Spirit,  we  ascribe  all  praise  and 
power.

READ  IN  HOLY  SCRIPTURE  ST.  MATTHEW  XXIV.  1-14. 


OGOD,  in  the  review  of  another  day's  mercies, 
we  exalt  and  praise  thy  name.

Lord, 
write  it  on  our  own  hearts.  Enable  us  to  expe 
rience,  through  thy  grace,  the  comfort  of  its  pro 
mises  and  the  guidance  of  its  precepts.  Let  its 
blessed  effects  be  seen  in  our  growth  in  grace,  and 
in  the  knowledge  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus 
Christ,  that  others  may  be  drawn  to  Him,  and 
believe  in  his  name. 

We  beseech  Thee  to  bless  whatever  has  been  done 
this  day  for  thy  glory.  Make  thy  Gospel  the  savour 
of  life  unto  life  to  many  souls.  Look  upon  thy 
Church ;  heal  its  divisions,  reconcile  its  contentions. 
Bring  all  thy  people  nearer  to  Christ;  then  will  they 
be  brought  nearer  to  each  other.  Bring  Jew  and 
Gentile  into  thy  fold,  and  hasten  the  time  when  thy 
Gospel  shall  have  been  preached  as  a  witness  to  all 
nations,  and  the  kingdom  of  Christ  shall  come. 

Spread  around  our  household  this  night  the  pro- 
tection-of  thine  almighty  arm.  We  lie  down  to  sleep, 
trusting  in  thy  care  and  lovingkindness ;  keep  us, 
bless  us,  and  supply  our  need,  according  to  thy 
riches  in  glory,  by  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.

Thou  hast  highly  exalted  us,  like 
Israel  of  old,  placing  amongst  us  thy  testimony 
and  thy  law,  and  answering  us  in  the  secret  place 
of  thunder.  Forbid  that  there  should  be  among 
us  any  strange  god,  or  that  we  should  listen  to 
any  voice  but  thine.  Deliver  us  as  a  people  from 
all  unbelief  and  pride,  from  all  hardness  of  heart 
and  contempt  of  thy  holy  Word  and  command 
ment.  Let  the  wickedness  of  the  wicked  come 
to  an  end,  and  let  the  righteous  be  established. 
Remove  from  the  midst  of  us  everything  that 
offendeth  and  worketh  iniquity;  and  let  not  our 
lukewarmness  and  coldness  of  heart  grieve  thy 
Holy  Spirit.  Teach  us  wherein  we  have  fallen,  to 
remember  and  do  our  first  works,  lest  our  candle 
stick  should  be  removed  out  of  its  place.  0  our 
God,  we  are  verily  guilty;  but  thy  compassions  fail 
not ;  and  we  implore  Thee  to  renew  us  to  repent 
ance,  that  thy  covenant  may  be  still  with  us.  We 
ask  all  through  Jesus  Christ,  our  Saviour  and 
Redeemer,  to  whom,  with  Thee  and  the  Holy 
Ghost,  be  glory  for  ever  and  ever.  Amen

READ   IN  HOLY  SCRIPTURE   ROMANS  VI. 


OMOST  gracious  Father,  who  art  light,  and  in 
whom  is  no  darkness  at  all ;  who  hast  called 
us  with  a  holy  calling  unto  fellowship  with  Thyself 
and  thy  Son  Jesus  Christ :  we  beseech  Thee  that 
this  thy  loving  purpose  of  grace  may  daily  be  more 
and  more  fulfilled  in  us.  Oh,  how  good  hast  Thou 
been  to  us,  if  this  evening  we  are  more  humble, 
more  truly  conscious  what  sinners  we  are,  more 
simply  and  gratefully  dependent  on  Thee,  thinking 
more  of  thy  great  grace  and  love  which  has  borne 
with  us  another  day,  and,  above  all,  blessing  Thee 
for  that  blood  which  cleanseth  from  all  sin.

0  Lord,  Thou  knowest  the  deceitfulness  of 
our  hearts,  and  how  we  wrong  Thee,  to-day  by 
distrust,  to-morrow  by  sinful  presumption. 

Grant  us  to  remember  that  Thou  hast  given  thy 
Son  to  be  both  a  sacrifice  for  sin  and  an  ensample 
of  godly  living.  As  He  died  for  sin,  enable  us  to 
die  daily  unto  sin.  As  He  was  raised  from  the 
dead  by  the  glory  of  the  Father,  so  also  may  we 
walk  in  newness  of  life,  yielding  ourselves  unto 
God,  as  those  who  are  alive  from  the  dead. 

0  our  Father,  suffering,  shame,  and  death,  these 
belong  to  us,  for  we  have  sinned,  and  these  are  the 
wages  of  sin ;  yet  we  ask  Thee  for  life,  love,  thy 
grace  here,  thy  glory  hereafter.  Gratefully  do 
we  thank  Thee  that  thy  gift  is  eternal  life,  through 
Jesus  Christ. 

Now,  gracious  God,  add  this  also  to  thy  other 
blessings,  that  we  may  lie  down  in  peace  with 
Thee,  with  each  other,  with  all  men,  to-night. 
Grant  these  our  wearied  bodies,  if  it  be  thy  will, 
unbroken,  refreshing  slumber.  Keep  us  safely 
from  sin,  from  danger,  from  disease,  and  all  evil. 
We  give  ourselves  into  thy  hands,  body,  soul,  and 
spirit.  Bless  us  and  all  our  friends,  and  relatives, 
and  neighbours  ;  and  do  Thou  for  us  and  them 
according  to  thy  tender  mercies,  and  thy  know 
ledge  of  our  manifold  weaknesses  and  wants,  for 
thy  Son  Jesus  Christ's  sake ;  to  whom,  with 
Thee  and  the  Holy  Ghost,  be  all  honour  and 
glory.  Amen.

Keep  us 
this  day  from  all  dangers.  Shield  us  from  temp 
tation.  Protect  us  from  all  sin.  Help  us  to 
serve  and  glorify  Thee  in  all  that  we  do  ;  and  to 
thy  name  shall  be  the  praise  for  evermore.  We 
ask  all  for  the  sake  of  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.

Pardon  us  if  there  has  been  any  abuse  of  our 
mercies,  or  any  failure  in  the  recognition  of  their 
source.  Bless  us  still,  0  our  Father,  and  help 
us  ever  to  cherish  towards  Thee  filial  love  and 
gratitude. 

We  rejoice  in  the  contemplation  of  the  glorious 
work  of  thy  Son,  who  for  our  salvation  came  down 
from  heaven,  and  dwelt  among  us ;  hallowing  our 
earth  by  his  footsteps,  and  by  his  holy  life  and 
wondrous  death  obtaining  eternal  redemption  for 
us.  We  exult  in  the  assurance  that  He  glorified 
Thee  by  the  manifestation  of  thy  name,  and  finished 
the  work  that  Thou  gavest  Him  to  do ;  and  that 
now  He  has  returned  to  the  glory  which  He  had 
with  Thee  before  the  world  was.  Evermore  may 
we  depend  upon  the  continuance  of  his  love,  on 
his  pitiful  remembrance  of  us,  and  on  his  powerful 
pleadings  on  our  behalf,  who  are  still  in  the  world, 
struggling  with  the  foes  that  beset  our  path,  and 
looking  to  Him  for  succour  in  the  hour  of  need. 
May  we,  while  here,  be  kept  from  the  evil  around 
us,  and  thy  truth  work  so  mightily  in  our  hearts, 
that  under  its  influence  we  may  shine  as  lights  in 
the  world. 

Bind  thy  people  together  in  the  bonds  of  a  holy 
friendship.  With  one  Lord,  one  faith,  one  bap 
tism,  one  God  and  Father  of  all,  may  they  keep 
the  unity  of  the  Spirit  in  the  bond  of  peace ;  be 
more  united  in  effort  and  aim  ;  and  by  love  serving 
one  another  and  Thee,  constrain  the  world  to 
believe  that  Thou  hast  sent  thy  Son.  May  it  be 
their  glory  to  make  known  the  truth,  that  God  was 
in  Christ,  reconciling  the  world  to  Himself.  In 
this  reconciliation  may  we  all  share,  and  when 
Christ,  who  is  our  life,  shall  appear,  may  we  also 
appear  with  Him  in  glory.  Daily  may  we  be 
prepared  for  the  better  world,  and  when  absent 
from  the  body  may  we  indeed  be  present  with  the 
Lord. 

Guard  us  from  all  evil  amid  the  darkness  of  the 
night.  Refresh  our  weary  minds  with  quiet  sleep ; 
and  with  the  new  day  and  new  duties,  may  there 
be  given  to  us  new  strength  and  wisdom,  that  we 
may  glorify  Thee  in  our  bodies  and  spirits,  which 
are  thine.  Grant  all,  with  the  pardon  of  every 
sin,  for  Jesus'  sake.  Amen.

READ    IN    HOLY    SCRIPTURE    DEUTERONOMY    X. 


OLORD,  who  art  God  of  gods  and  Lord  of 
lords,  a  great  God  and  a  mighty,  we  learn 
with  thankfulness  that  Thou  dost  execute  the  judg 
ment  of  the  fatherless  and  the  widow,  and  lovest 
even  the  stranger.  Thou  art  also  our  praise ;  for

When  we  read  of  thy  just  requirements,  we  are 
humbled  to  the  dust  under  a  sense  of  our  guilt  and 
sinfulness.  It  is  meet  and  right  that  we  should 
walk  in  all  thy  ways,  love  Thee  and  serve  Thee, 
our  God,  with  all  our  heart  and  soul.  But,  0 
our  Father,  how  grievously  have  we  fallen  short  of 
all  this  I  How  often  have  we  wickedly  departed 
from  thy  ways ;  and  instead  of  supremely  loving 
Thee,  lavished  the  affections  of  our  immortal  being 
upon  perishing,  and  even  upon  sinful  things.

Uphold  our  goings  this  day ;  guide  us  in  all  that 
may  be  perplexing;  aid  us  in  the  discharge  of 
duty;  defend  us  in  all  dangers  and  temptations; 
in  all  time  of  our  weakness  be  ever  nigh  with  thy 
gracious  succour,  and  save  us  from  ever  becoming 
to  others  an  occasion  of  breaking  the  command 
ments  of  our  God.  Whatever  Thou  dost  give  or 
withhold  of  earthly  good,  may  we  ever  feel  that 
Thou  alone  art  our  inheritance.  Accept  the  humble 
oblations  of  love  which  we  may  lay  upon  thine 
altar,  and  lead  us  onward  day  by  day  to  that 
heavenly  Canaan  which  Thou  hast  sworn  to  give 
to  thy  people  for  an  everlasting  possession.

Recover  us  from 
our  wanderings,  and  let  not  Satan,  by  the  sudden 
ness  of  his  attack,  gain  any  advantage  over  us.

Grant  that  what  we  have  asked  according 
to  thy  will  may  be  obtained,  to  the  relief  of 
our  necessity  and  the  setting  forth  of  thy  glory, 
through  Christ  our  Lord.  Amen. 


READ  IN  HOLY  SCRIPTURE  ST.  LUKE  XXIII.  1-23. 


0  GRACIOUS  God,  the  Father  of  mercies,  and 
the  Fountain  of  life  and  peace,  look  down 
from  heaven,  thy  dwelling-place,  and  open  thine 
ear  to  our  prayers  and  thanksgivings.  We  adore 
thy  goodness  in  stooping  to  the  sinful  and  un 
worthy  ;  and  we  pray  Thee,  for  the  sake  of  thy 
dear  Son,  who  by  his  sufferings  and  death  atoned 
for  our  sins,  to  have  mercy  upon  us,  and  do  for  us 
according  to  our  need.

Reveal  Thyself 
more  manifestly  to  us  as  our  God  and  Father  in 
Christ  Jesus.  Increase  our  knowledge  of  Divine 
things.  Let  thy  Spirit  take  of  the  things  of  Christ 
and  show  them  unto  us.  Preserve  us  from  being 
led  astray  by  false  doctrine  and  false  teachers, 
and  keep  us,  we  pray  Thee,  from  the  evil  which 
is  in  the  world.  Lord,  we  desire  to  be  thine, 
to  have  thy  love  shed  abroad  in  our  hearts,  to 
know  by  experience  the  peace  which  passeth  all 
understanding,  and  to  rejoice  in  the  hope  of  thy 
glory. 

We  commit  ourselves  and  all  whom  we  love  to 
thy  gracious  protection  for  the  night.  Minister  to 
all  their  necessities,  as  we  pray  Thee  to  minister 
to  our  own.  Suffer  none  of  them,  young  or  old, 
to  despise  thy  gi*ace,  or  abide  in  unbelief  and  dis 
obedience,  but  grant  that  they  and  we  may  be 
found  in  Christ,  in  the  great  day,  in  peace.  We 
ask  all  for  his  name's  sake.  Amen.

READ  IN  HOLY  SCRIPTURE  DEUTERONOMY  XVIII.

Bless  our  country  and  the  Sovereign  Thou  hast 
set  over  us.  Give  our  senators  wisdom,  and  grant 
that  in  all  their  decisions  they  may  be  influenced 
from  above.  Overrule  every  passing  event  to  the 
pi'omotion  of  thy  glory,  and  hasten  the  time  when 
all  shall  know  Thee  from  the  least  to  the  greatest ; 
when  the  Redeemer  shall  take  unto  Himself  his 
kingdom,  and  reign  supreme  over  all  the  earth. 
And  now,  Lord,  go  with  us  this  day  where  we  go; 
dwell  with  us  where  we  dwell ;  be  our  God  and 
our  guide  even  unto  death.  Amen. 


READ  IN  HOLY  SCRIPTURE  ST.  MATTHEW  XXVII.  26-lii. 


OLORD  Jesu  Christ,  who  for  our  sakes  was 
contented  to  be  betrayed  and  given  up  into 
the  hands  of  wicked  men,  we  beseech  Thee 
graciously  to  behold  this  family,  to  hear  our 
prayers,  and  to  vouchsafe  a  blessing.  We  would 
close  this  week  with  Thee  ;  standing  by  thy  cross, 
meditating  on  thy  love,  and  recalling  all  that  Thou 
hast  done  for  us  men,  and  for  our  salvation. 

Thou  didst  leave  the  brightness  of  the  Father's 
glory,  and  become  incarnate  upon  earth.  As  an 
infant  of  days  Thou  wast  carried  down  to  Egypt, 
and  as  a  man  of  sorrows  Thou  wast  driven  into 
the  wilderness.

They  are  many  and 
they  are  great.  We  were  born  in  sin  and  shapen 
in  iniquity.  We  mourn  over  the  hardness  of  our 
hearts,  the  perversity  of  our  wills,  the  wandering 
of  our  affections,  our  distrust,  our  unbelief,  our 
forgetfulness  of  thy  Word  and  commandments.  If 
Thou,  Lord,  shouldest  be  extreme  to  mark  what  is 
done  amiss,  we  could  not  abide  it.  But  there  is 
forgiveness  with  Thee.  The  blood  which  Thou  hast 
shed  speaketh  better  things  than  that  of  Abel. 
Grant,  Lord,  unto  thy  servants  pardon  and  peace, 
that  we  may  be  cleansed  from  all  our  sins,  and 
serve  Thee  with  a  quiet  mind.  Bestow  all  need 
ful  grace.  Without  Thee  we  can  do  nothing. 
Make  thy  strength  perfect  in  weakness ;  that  so, 
when  we  have  done  thy  will,  we  may  inherit  thy 
promises,  and  be  made  partakers  of  thy  heavenly 
treasure. 

With  these  our  prayers  and  supplications  we 
would  mingle  unfeigned  thanksgivings.  Goodness 
and  mercy  have  followed  us.  Thou  hast  redeemed 
our  life  from  destruction,  and  crowned  us  with 
loving-kindness  and  tender  mercy  ;  and  now  Thou 
hast  brought  us  safely  through  another  week.  At 
its  close  accept  our  evening  sacrifice  of  praise,  and 
ere  we  retire  to  rest,  bless  us,  0  our  Father.  Pre 
serve  us  through  the  silent  watches  of  the  night. 
May  our  meditation  of  Thee  be  sweet:  and  for  us 
may  life  be  Christ,  and  to  die  gain. 

Hear  us,  we  beseech  Thee,  for  the  sake  of  thy 
Son  Jesus  Christ,  who  ever  liveth,  with  the  Father 
and  the  Holy  Ghost,  one  God,  world  without  end 
Amen.

READ  IN  HOLY  SCRIPTURE  LAMENTATIONS  III.  42-66. 


MOST  merciful  and  gracious  God,  the  God  and 
Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  we  bless 
and  praise  thy  holy  name  that  Thou  dost  permit 
the  most  unworthy  to  come  to  thy  tlirone  of 
grace,  when  they  come  in  the  name  of  thy 
dear  Son.

Bless  all  Sunday-schools,  and  make  them 
nurseries  in  which  shall  grow  many  plants  that 
will  in  due  time  be  transplanted  to  the  paradise 
above.  Look  in  mercy  on  those  who  may  be  this 
day  prevented  from  attending  thine  house  of  prayer, 
and  help  them  to  rejoice  that, 

"  Where'er  they  seek  Thee,  Thou  art  found." 

From  the  careless  and  indifferent  take  away  all 
hardness  of  heart  and  contempt  of  thy  Word  and 
commandment.  Have  mercy,  we  beseech  Thee, 
on  all  men,  and  hasten  the  time  when  all  shall 
know  Thee,  from  the  least  to  the  greatest,  and 
when  the  earth  shall  be  filled  with  the  knowledge 
of  the  glory  of  the  Lord,  as  the  waters  cover  the  sea. 
We  ask  all  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ  our 
Lord.  Amen. 


READ    IN    HOLY   SCRIPTURE   PSALM  XXII. 


HOLY  Saviour,  who  upon  the  cross  didst  cry  in 
an  agony  of  soul,  "  My  God,  my  God,  why 
hast  Thou  forsaken  me  ? "  we  thank  Thee  that 
Thou  hast  not  forsaken  us,  but  in  thine  infinite 
love  hast  died  to  save  us.

Cleanse  us  from  all  sin, 
through  the  precious  blood  of  Christ,  and  may  we 
lie  down  in  peace  with  grateful  hearts.  May  it 
please  Thee  to  give  us  the  sweet  refreshment  of 
sleep.

Enable  us  to  realise  the 
sufficiency  of  his  death  as  the  atonement  for  the 
world's  sin,  and  to  know  that  through  his  stripes  we 
may  be  healed.  We  would  copy  the  example  of  his 
uncomplaining  meekness  and  patience.  WTe  desire 
to  see  our  sins  in  his  great  sufferings,  and  to  read 
in  them  the  token  of  thy  righteous  anger  against 
our  transgressions.  As  we  think  how  Thou  didst 
not  spare  thy  own  dear  Son,  but  delivered  Him  up 
for  us  all,  and  recall  what  He  endured  to  save  us, 
oh,  excite  our  hearts  with  a  burning  zeal  against 
the  sins  which  caused  Him  thus  to  suffer.  Imprint 
on  our  hearts  the  image  of  Christ  crucified.  By  his 
cross  stir  up  our  minds  to  love  Thee  more,  and  serve 
Thee  better. 

We  pray,  0  God,  that  the  glad  tidings  of  thy  great 
love  in  Christ  Jesus  may  be  carried  even  to  the 
uttermost  parts  of  the  earth,  and  bring  light,  and 
comfort,  and  peace  to  many  hearts  now  in  darkness 
and  the  shadow  of  death.  Hasten  the  time  when 
He  shall  see  of  the  travail  of  his  soul  and  be  satis 
fied,  and  when  all  people  shall  be  blessed  in  Him ; 
and  grant  that  in  the  clay  of  his  appearing  not  one 
of  us  may  be  found  wanting.  We  ask  all  for  his 
sake,  to  whom  with  Thee  and  the  Holy  Ghost  be 
honour  and  praise.  Amen.

0  Lord,  Thou  hast  exhorted  us  by  thine  Apostle 
to  offer  prayers  and  supplications  for  kings  and 
for  all  that  are  in  authority,  that  we  may  live  quiet 
and  peaceable  lives  in  all  godliness  and  honesty. 
Bless  our  Monarch  with  every  good  gift.  May 
the  princes  of  the  royal  house  live  before  Thee. 
Let  thy  kingdom  come,  0  God,  and  thy  will  be 
done  on  earth  as  it  is  done  in  heaven.  Give  us 
day  by  day  our  daily  bread.  And  lead  us  not  into 
temptation,  but  deliver  us  from  evil.  For  thine 
is  the  kingdom,  and  the  power,  an  I  the  glory,  for 
ever  and  ever.  Hear  us,  and  have  mercy  upon  us, 
for  Jesus  Christ's  sake.-  Amen.

Let  some 
savour  of  this  holy  day  attend  us  throughout  the 
week.  Let  its  hallowing  influence  be  seen  in  all 
our  thoughts,  and  words,  and  works  ;  and  when 
our  life  of  toil  and  service  is  ended  here,  may  we 
enter  into  that  rest  which  remaineth  for  the  people 
of  God.  Hear  us  in  these  our  prayers,  and  to 
Thee,  with  the  Father  and  the  Holy  Ghost,  will  we 
give  the  glory,  now  and  for  ever.

What  sinful  creatures,  then, 
must  we  be,  who  often  transgress  thy  laws,  forget 
thy  presence,  and  are  constantly  guilty  of  un 
belief!  Looking  back  upon  the  day  now  past, 
what  reason  have  we  to  abase  ourselves  in  the  dust, 
and  to  cry,  "  Unclean,  unclean  1" 

Verily  Thou  art  a  God  of  long-suffering  and  of 
great  kindness,  in  that  Thou  hast  not  dealt  with  us 
after  our  sins,  nor  rewarded  us  after  our  iniquities. 
Moreover,  Thou  hast  not  spared  thine  own  dear  Son, 
but  didst  freely  give  Him  up  for  us  all.  0  Lord, 
help  us  to  be  duly  sensible  of  thy  great  kindness,  in 
providing  for  us  a  way  of  escape  from  the  wrath  to 
come,  and  to  be  duly  thankful  for  thy  holy  Word, 
which  makes  known  to  us  the  glad  tiding?  of  salva 
tion,  through  faith  in  a  crucified  Redeemer.  Help 
us  to  believe  the  record  which  Thou  hast  given  us 
of  thy  Son  ;  and  in  the  prospect  of  the  great  and 
terrible  day  of  the  Lord,  when  all  that  are  in  their 
graves  *hall  hear  his  voice,  and  shall  come  forth, 
give  u»  grace  so  to  live,  that  we  may  know  that  we 
are  of  God,  and  that  we  shall  have  part  in  the 
resurrection  of  the  just.  Enable  us  ever  to  keep 
in  mind  the  Gospel  of  Christ,  by  which  we  are 
saved.  Teach  us  constantly  to  rely  on  thy  grace 
to  help  us  in  every  time  of  need,  and  to  rejoice 
that  thy  grace  is  sufficient  for  us.  Help  us  in  all 
our  ways  to  acknowledge  Thee,  that  Thou  mayest 
direct  our  steps.  Increase  our  faith.  Wash  us 
daily  in  the  fountain  opened  for  sin  and  unclean- 
ness,  and  daily  renew  us,  by  thy  Holy  Spirit,  in 
the  spirit  of  our  minds ;  and  may  we  lie  down  in 
our  beds  each  night  at  peace  with  Thee,  through 
the  blood  of  the  cross.  Take  us,  and  all  near  and 
dear  to  us,  under  thine  own  Almighty  wings,  and 
give  us  comfortable  and  refreshing  sleep,  that  we 
may  be  strengthened  for  the  duties  of  another  day. 

Look  with  compassion  on  the  afflicted  and  dis 
tressed.  Give  them  patience  under  their  sufferings, 
and  a  happy  issue  out  of  all  their  afflictions. 
Hasten  the  time  when  there  will  be  no  more  night, 
when  all  sorrow  and  sighing  shall  flee  away,  and 
when  the  Lamb  which  is  in  the  midst  of  the  throne 
shall  lead  his  people  to  fountains  of  living  waters, 
and  God  shall  wipe  away  all  tears  from  their 
eyes. 

All  this  we  ask  for  Jesus'  sake,  to  whom,  with 
Thee  and  the  Holy  Ghost,  be  all  honour  and  glory, 
world  without  end.  Amen.

Give  thy  Holy 
Spirit  abundantly  to  all  thy  ministers,  and  let  them 
see  thy  work  prosper  in  their  hands,  at  home  and 
abroad.  Cause  all  thy  people  to  be  more  jealous 
of  thy  glory,  and  diligent  in  doing  thy  will.  All 
these  mercies  we  ask  in  the  name  of  Jesus,  thy 
dear  Son,  our  Lord.  Amen. 


READ  IN  HOLY  SCRIPTURE  ST.  JOHN  XXI.

Accept  our  unfeigned  thanks  for  all  thy 
mercies,  and  now  receive  us  into  thy  favour. 
May  our  names  be  enrolled  in  the  Lamb's  book 
of  life. 

Bless,  we  beseech  Thee,  thy  catholic  Church. 
Graciously  hear  the  prayer  of  thy  Son,  our  sole 
High  Priest,  that  all  thy  believing  people  may  be 
one,  of  one  mind  and  one  heart;  one  fold  under 
one  Shepherd.  And  grant,  heavenly  Father,  that 
when  we  have  done  thy  will  on  earth,  we  may  also, 
like  our  Lord,  ascend  up  to  thy  right  hand,  and 
enter  into  thy  joy. 

Hear  our  prayer,  for  the  sake  of  Jesus  Christ 
our  Lord.  Amen.

BEAD  IN   HOLT  SCRIPTURE  DEUTERONOMY   XXXIV.

As  the  eyes  of 
servants  look  unto  the  hand  of  their  masters,  so 
may  our  eyes  and  our  hearts  wait  upon  the  Lord 
our  God.

fellowship  and  communion.  Thus,  gracious  God, 
do  Thou  guide  us  continually  in  the  way  of  truth 
and  holiness,  for  thy  dear  Son's  sake,  Jesus  Christ 
our  Lord.  Amen. 


READ    IN    HOLY    SCRIJTURE    PSALM    XVI. 

THE  day  is  thine,  0  Lord,  and  the  night  also  is 
thine.  Thou  hast  held  our  souls  in  life  through 
another  day.

And  thus, 
amidst  all  the  temptations,  toils,  and  sorrows  of 
earth,  may  we  aspire,  with  hope  and  confidence, 
after  that  better  country  which  is  the  heavenly. 
Grant,  0  Lord,  we  beseech  Thee,  that  these  glo 
rious  views  of  immortality  may  be  widely  spread 
throughout  the  families  of  our  own  and  other  lands, 
until  there  shall  be  no  longer  occasion  for  any  to 
say,  Know  the  Lord,  but  all  shall  know  Thee,  from 
the  least  even  to  the  greatest. 

And  now,  0  Father,  we  calmly  and  confidently 
commit  ourselves  to  thy  protection  and  blessing 
during  another  night  Suffer  no  evil  to  come  near 
our  persons  or  our  dwelling.  Let  sleep  refresh  us 
and  fit  us  for  the  duties  of  the  morrow  ;  and  let  all 
our  days  and  nights  on  earth  be  passed  in  the  fear 
and  in  the  favour  of  God  our  Father,  through 
Christ  our  Lord.  Amen.

We  need  thy 
Holy  Spirit  to  help  our  infirmities,  to  give  us  the 
true  Spirit  of  prayer,  to  enlighten  us  in  the  know 
ledge  of  thy  Holy  Word,  to  enable  us  to  do  thy 
will,  to  sanctify  us,  and  to  cheer  us  with  the  hope  of 
glory.  Thou  hast  promised  thy  Spirit  to  them 
that  ask  Thee.  We  pray  that  we  may  enjoy  his 
life-giving  influence,  so  that  we  may  grow  in  grace 
and  in  the  knowledge  of  Jesus  Christ. 

We  beseech  Thee  to  give  more  of  the  Spirit  of 
prayer  to  the  Church  universal,  and  to  pour  out 
upon  Zion  the  refreshing  dews  of  thy  heavenly 
grace.  May  thy  people  everywhere  be  revived  ; 
and  in  answer  to  the  fervent  prayer  of  thy  child»  «m, 
do  Thou  give  power  from  on  high,  that  all  the 
faithful  may  be  more  zealous,  and  that  thy  kingdom 
may  advance  throughout  the  world. 

We  commend  unto  Thee  all  our  friends  and 
relations.  We  pray  Thee  to  encompass  them  with 
thy  presence.  Remember  all  the  afflicted  and 
distressed,  comfort  the  mourners,  bind  up  sorrowful 
and  bleeding  hearts,  and  pour  the  oil  of  holy  joy 
into  the  wounded  spirit. 

And  now,  Lord,  at  the  close  of  the  day  we 
acknowledge  thy  goodness  in  sparing  us,  and  pro 
viding  for  all  our  wants.

Grant  us 
such  an  abundant  experience  of  thy  grace  and 
love,  that  we  may  run  in  the  way  of  thy  com 
mandments. 

Be  with  those  whom  we  would  remember  at 
thy  throne.  Let  thy  providence  be  about  them, 
and  thy  love  be  shed  abroad  abundantly  in  all 
their  hearts.  We  ask  all  for  Jesus  Christ's  sake.

READ    IN    HOLY    SCRIPTURE    ACTS   II.    1—21. 


HOLY,  holy,  holy,  Lord  God  of  hosts ;  in  old 
time  Thou  wast  seen  in  Eden,  in  the  bush 
that  burned  with  fire,  at  the  door  of  the  Taber 
nacle,  and  within  the  Temple  of  Israel 5  but  now 
Thou  hast  come  down  bodily  to  dwell  amongst 
us.  Fill — yen,  as  thou  didst  the  place  where  the 
apostles  came  together — fill  the  earth  with  thy 
glory.  Come,  0  Holy  Ghost,  and  let  thy  power 
be  known  and  seen  in  all  the  earth;  cool  the 
world's  angry  passions,  quell  all  rage  and  enmity 
in  loving  peace.  Still  the  rude  sounds  of  war :

Go  Thou  with  us  in  every  duty  and  through  every 
trial,  that  every  dark  day  may  be  made  bright 
with  the  gracious  tokens  of  thy  love.  Keep  us 
this  night  from  all  sin,  and  let  us  not  fall  into  any 
snares  of  the  evil  one.  Make  thy  strength  perfect 
in  our  weakness,  and  leave  us  not,  lest  we  fall. 

We  pray  for  our  friends  and  relations.  Enrich 
them  with  thy  special  blessing.  Take  them  and  us 
into  thy  keeping  for  the  night,  and  let  no  harm 
befall  us.  We  ask  all  for  Jesus  Christ's  sake.

READ    IN   HOLY    SCRIPTURE    JOSHUA   IV.

READ   IN   HOLY  SCRIPTURE   JOSHUA   VII. 


OLORD,  our  heavenly  Father,  we  thank  Thee 
for  the  rest  Thou  hast  graciously  afforded  us 
during  the  hours  of  darkness,  and  for  the  renewal 
of  the  morning  light.  We  praise  Thee  for  all  the 
blessings  which  it  brings,  but  chiefly  for  the  re 
freshing  of  our  souls  with  the  saving  light  of  thy 
Holy  Word.

As  a  family,  encompassed  with  mercies, 
yet  far  from  being  what  we  ought,  Thou  mightest 
have  left  us  miserably  to  perish.  As  each  one  of 
us  is  prone  to  depart  from  Thee,  and  to  covet  this 
world's  riches  and  honours,  Thou  mightest  have 
brought  us  to  a  shameful  end,  as  Thou  didst  Achan 
in  the  camp,  leaving  us  the  monuments  of  thy 
fierce  anger.  But,  0  thou  Saviour  of  men,  Thou 
hast  given  us  abundant  opportunity  to  repent ;  yea, 
Thou  dost  still  plead  with  us,  through  the  Son  of 
thy  love,  to  confess  and  to  forsake  our  sin,  that  we 
may  obtain  mercy.  We  pray  for  grace  to  obey  thy 
voice.  May  Jesus  Christ  and  his  great  salvation 
be  the  object  of  our  chief  desire.  May  we  give 
Him  glory,  by  a  full  confession  of  our  guilt ;  and, 
believing  in  the  power  of  his  blood,  may  we  obtain 
of  Thee,  the  God  of  all  grace,  perfect  remission 
and  forgiveness ;  that,  being  justified  by  faith,  we 
may  have  peace  with  God,  through  Him  who  died 
for  our  sins,  and  rose  again  for  our  justification. 
And,  0  gracious  Lord,  do  Thou  seal  us  with  that 
Holy  Spirit  of  promise,  and  enable  us  henceforth 
to  live  unreservedly  to  thy  glory. 

We  pray  for  all  men.  Bless  our  rulers.  Give 
them  wisdom  from  above ;  and  in  all  times  and 
circumstances  enable  them  to  look  to  Thee, 
and  find  guidance.  Save  our  Sovereign,  and 
all  the  Royal  Family.  Clothe  thy  ministers  with 
righteousness,  and  make  thy  chosen  people  joyful. 
Visit  with  heavenly  consolations  the  sick  and  the 
afflicted.  And  let  thy  choicest  blessings,  both  for 
time  and  for  eternity,  rest  upon  us  and  upon  all 
for  whom  we  would  pray;  for  the  sake  of  our 
only  Saviour,  Jesus  Christ;  to  whom  be  ascribed 
all  honour  and  glory  for  ever.  Amen. 


READ   IN   HOLY    SCRIPTURE    ACTS   IV.  1-31. 


OLORD  God  of  hosts,  blessed  is  the  man  that 
trusteth  in  Thee.  We  trusted  in  Thee,  and 
Thou  hast  delivered  us ;  we  called  upon  thy  name, 
and  Thou  hast  heard  us  in  thy  holy  heaven. 
We  call  to  remembrance  the  great  things  which 
Thou  hast  done  for  us,  and  for  our  fathers  before 
us.  Thou  hast  given  to  us,  as  well  as  to  them, 
the  light  of  revelation ;  and  we  read  there  of  the 
trials  and  persecutions  of  thy  Church ;  we  read 
also  of  the  strength  and  grace  which  Thou  gavest 
to  thy  believing  people  to  enable  them  to  glorify 
Thee  in  the  fires  of  affliction.  Help  us  ever  to 
remember  that  all  that  will  live  godly  in  Christ 
Jesus  shall  suffer  persecution,  and  that  thy  people 
are  called  to  be  witnesses  for  Thee  in  the  midst  of 
a  crooked  and  perverse  generation. 

At  the  close  of  another  day  we  again  acknow 
ledge  our  sinfulness  and  unworthiness  in  thy  sight. 
We  have  not  this  day  adorned  the  Christian  pro 
fession  as  we  ought  to  have  done ;  and  we  are  con 
scious  of  much  inconsistency  in  all  our  ways ;  yet 
Thou  hast  dealt  mercifully  with  us ;  Thou  hast  not 
dealt  with  us  after  our  sins,  neither  rewarded 
us  after  our  iniquities.  Oh,  make  us  duly  sen 
sible  of  thy  continual  kindness,  and  that  e^en  trials 
and  afflictions  are  intended  for  our  good.  Grant 
that  our  faith,  though  it  be  tried  with  fire,  may  be 
found  unto  praise,  and  honour,  and  glory,  at  the 
appearing  of  Jesus  Christ.  Convince  us  more  and 
more  that  if  Thou  dost  admit  us  to  thy  favour,  we 
must  ascribe  this,  not  to  our  goodness,  but  solely 
to  the  merits  of  Jesus  Christ.  Conform  us  to 
his  image,  that  like  as  He  was  raised  from 
the  dead  by  the  glory  of  the  Father,  so  we 
also  may  walk  in  newness  of  life.  Forbid  that 
any  of  us  should  be  of  the  number  of  those 
who  take  counsel  against  thy  holy  child,  Jesus; 
but  rather  let  us  esteem  it  a  high  honour  to 
be  counted  worthy  to  suffer  shame  for  his  name, 
ever  remembering  that  we  must  stand  before  his 
judgment  seat,  and  be  acknowledged  or  rejected 
by  Him  according  as  we  have  acknowledged  or 
denied  Him  before  the  world.  0  Lord,  give  to 
each  of  us  the  grace  which  we  severally  require ; 
and,  if  we  have  never  prayed  for  grace  before,  or 
before  believed  on  Jesus,  help  us  to  pray  now,  and 
to  believe  now,  that  we  may  lie  down  on  our  beds 
at  peace  with  Thee,  through  the  blood  of  the  cross. 

Bless  all  thy  people,  and  strengthen  them  for 
the  work  which  Thou  hast  given  them  to  do.  Bless 
our  relations  and  friends,  and  may  we  rise  from 
our  knees  convinced  that  Thou  nearest  the  praises 
and  supplications  which  are  presented  to  Thee  in 
the  name  of  Jesus  Christ ;  to  whom,  with  Thyself 
and  the  Holy  Ghost,  be  all  honour  and  glory, 
world  without  end.  Amen.

But  we 
nevertheless  can  rejoice,  that  we  have  in  Christ 
a  Redeemer,  who  has  endured  the  curse  and  its 
penalties  for  us; — who  suffered,  the  just  for  the 
unjust:  oh,  enable  us  to  look  with  steadfast  faith 
upon  that  atoning  blood,  which  taketh  away  the 
sin  of  the  world ;  so  that  we  may  still  have  peace 
and  joy  in  believing.  Lord  we  praise  Thee,  that 
in  Him  we  may  look  for  the  blessing  instead  of 
the  curse,  and  rejoice  in  hope  of  the  speedy  mani 
festation  of  thy  glory.

Thou  knowest  the  spiritual  enemies  with  which 
we  have  to  contend ;  and  Thou  knowest  our  weak 
ness  through  the  flesh, — the  devices  and  desires 
of  our  corrupt  hearts :  help  us  therefore  ever  to 
remember  the  exhortation  we  have  just  heard, — 
"to  fear  not,  neither  to  be  dismayed."  Help  us 
to  trust  more  entirely  in  Thee, — believing  thy 
promises,  and  assured  that  Thou  carest  for  us. 
And  give  us  thy  might  in  the  inward  man;  that 
we  may  have  the  blessed  experience,  that  greater 
is  He  that  is  in  us,  than  he  that  is  in  the  world. 
Make  thy  strength  perfect  in  our  weakness,  and 
grant  that  we  may  bruise  Satan  under  our  feet 
shortly. 

Finally  we  beseech  Thee  to  bless,  in  like  manner, 
all  who  are  near  and  dear  to  us;  and  all  for  whom 
it  is  our  privilege  or  duty  to  intercede.  Convert 
those  who  know  Thee  not;  strengthen  the  weak 
in  faith  ;  comfort  the  afflicted,  the  tempted,  the 
distressed;  raise  up  them  that  fall;  and  bring 
both  them  and  us  to  thy  everlasting  kingdom  and 
glory,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.  Amen. 


READ  IN   HOLY  SCRIPTURE  ACTS  IV.   32-V.    16. 


THANKS  be  to  Thee,  0  heavenly  Father,  that  we 
J-  have  been  brought  to  the  close  of  another  day 
in  peace  and  safety.  0  Thou  who  makest  the 
outgoings  of  the  morning  and  evening  to  rejoice, 
grant  that  we  may  now  conclude  the  day  with 
Thee. 

Blot  out,  we  pray  Thee,  from  thy  book  what 
ever  Thou  hast  seen  amiss  in  us  this  day,  whether 
in  the  desires  of  our  hearts,  in  the  words  of  our 
mouths,  in  our  tempers,  or  in  our  acts.

READ  IN   HOLY   SCRIPTURE  ACTS  VI.

May  we  daily  be  more  mindful  of  the 
things  which  belong  unto  our  peace,  and  daily  be 
more  conformed  to  the  likeness  of  thy  dear  Son. 

Hear  us,  gracious  God  and  Father,  and  do  for 
us  exceeding  abundantly  above  all  that  we  ask  or 
think,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.  Amen. 


READ  IN   HOLY  SCRIPTURE  ACTS  VIII.  26-40. 


OGOD,  Father  of  all  mercies,  help  us  now  to 
praise  Thee,  and  to  pour  out  our  hearts  in  prayer 
before  Thee.  We  thank  Thee  that  Thou  hast 
guarded  us,  guided  us,  and  provided  for  us 
through  another  day.

When  thy  ministers  preach  Jesus,  may 
they  never  speak  in  vain  ;  may  their  words,  through 
thy  grace,  awaken  dead  souls  to  eternal  life  in 
Christ  our  Lord.  We  pray  for  the  wealthy  and 
powerful,  that,  like  the  Ethiopian  treasurer,  they 
may  be  humbled  at  the  feet  of  Jesus.  Teach  them 
the  vanity  of  earthly  riches ;  incline  them  to  spend 
and  be  spent  for  the  glory  of  Christ  and  the  good 
of  men.  Comfort  those  who  are  poor  in  this  world ; 
make  them  rich  in  faith,  and  heirs  of  thy  kingdom. 

Gracious  God,  smile  upon  us  and  all  connected 
with  us.  May  those  at  the  head  of  this  household 
be  guided  with  wisdom  from  above  in  all  their 
duties.  Teach  them  to  set  a  holy  example  to  all 
who  dwell  under  their  roof.  [Bless  the  children  of 
this  family ;  may  they  be  bom  again  of  thy  Spirit, 
and  trained  for  glory.] 

Grant,  heavenly  Father,  that  we  may  rest  in 
peace  this  night ;  and  on  the  morrow  may  we  rise 
rejoicing  in  thy  love,  through  Jesus  Christ  our 
Lord.

READ  IN   HOLY  SCRIPTURE  JUDGES  VI.  6-23.

If  there  be  any  amongst  us  not  duly  sen 
sible  of  the  value  of  true  religion,  give  them  grace 
to  know  that  godliness  is  profitable  for  all  things. 
Let  thy  Spirit  bring  home  the  truth  to  their  hearts, 
and  impart  unto  them  the  knowledge  of  salvation 
through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.  Bless  our  relations 
and  friends.  Bless  our  Sovereign  and  all  our  rulers. 
Give  them  grace  to  execute  justice  and  to  maintain 
truth.  Dispel  all  moral  and  spiritual  darkness, 
and  hasten  the  day  when  the  Sun  of  righteousness 
will  arise  upon  a  benighted  world,  and  give  true 
light  to  every  soul.  All  we  ask  is  in  Christ's 
name,  and  for  his  sake.  Amen. 


READ  IN   HOLY  SCRIPTURE  ACTS  IX.   1—22. 


OLORD  Jesus  Christ,  to  whom  all  power  is 
given  in  heaven  and  in  earth,  we  desire  to 
thank  Thee  for  thy  great  glory.  We  praise  Thee 
for  thy  loving -kindness  towards  thy  redeemed 
Church,  which  Thou  art  exalted  to  reign  over  for 
ever. 

Thou  dost  permit  thy  people  to  suffer  persecu 
tion  for  the  Word's  sake,  yet  dost  Thou  never 
leave  them.  Should  we  be  called  to  bear  reproach 
and  suffering  for  Thee,  we  pray  Thee  to  make  us 
faithful,  and  to  overrule  the  trial  for  good.  May 
we  never  be  ashamed  to  own  Thee,  and  never 
shrink  from  suffering  in  thy  cause.

Exercise, 
0  Lord,  the  same  power  now  in  the  midst  of  thy 
enemies.  Let  the  persecutor  and  injurious  lowly 
submit  themselves  at  thy  feet.  Let  those  who  are 
afar  off,  whether  Jews  or  Gentiles,  be  brought 
nigfi.  If  any  here  present  are  not  truly  thine, 
save  them  from  sin  and  unbelief. 

And  now,  0  Lord  God  of  our  salvation,  accept, 
we  humbly  beseech  Thee,  our  grateful  tribute  of 
praise  for  the  mercies  of  the  past  day,  for  life  and 
health  preserved  to  us,  and  for  the  supply  of  our 
unnumbered  wants.  May  we  read  thy  goodness 
in  all  thy  providential  dealings,  whether  afflictive 
or  comforting,  and  meekly  submit  ourselves  to  thy 
blessed  will.  Extend  thy  merciful  protection  over 
us  this  night.  Refresh  us  with  seasonable  sleep, 
and  fit  us  for  the  duties  of  the  morrow.  We 
commend  ourselves,  and  all  whom  we  would  re 
member  in  prayer,  to  thy  grace  and  ever-watchful 
providence  :  and  we  ask  all  these  mercies  in  the 
name  of  our  Lord  and  Savkur,  Jesus  Christ.

READ    IN  HOLY  SCRIPTURE  JUDGES  VI.    24—40. 


fl  LORY  be  to  Thee,  0  God,  because  Thou  hast 
vJ  protected  us  during  the  past  night,  and  given 
us  rost  and  sleep.  As  Thou  hast  renewed  unto 
us  the  morning  light,  we  pray  Thee  to  renew  our 
minds  by  thy  Holy  Spirit. 

Follow  with  thy  blessing,  we  pray  Thee,  the 
reading  of  thy  Word.  Grant  that  we  may  be 
nourished  and  grow  thereby.  Make  us  to  take 
increasing  delight  in  thy  law,  and  to  meditate  in 
it  day  and  night.  Cause  its  sacred  impressions  to 
abide  with  us  during  the  day,  influencing  our  life, 
so  that  we  may  not  be  merely  hearers  but  doers  of 
thy  word.

Save  us,  blessed  Lord,  from  self-deceit  and  from 
wrong  views  of  thy  character.  Impress  upon  our 
minds  that  Thou,  O  God,  seest  us,  and  that  there  is 
not  a  word  on  our  lips,  nor  a  thought  in  our  hearts, 
but  Thou,  0  God,  knowest  it  altogether.  Make  us 
sensible  of  our  own  mercies.  Teach  us  the  number 
of  our  gifts,  and  privileges,  and  advantages. 

We  humbly  beseech  Thee,  let  thy  blessing  ac 
company  us  during  the  day  that  is  before  us.  0 
Lord,  let  us  not  forget  Thee,  and  hide  not  Thou  thy 
face  from  us.  Help  us  to  keep  a  conscience  void 
of  offence  towards  Thee,  and  towards  all  men. 
Enable  us  to  walk  circumspectly,  not  as  fools,  but 
as  wise,  redeeming  the  time ;  so  that  when  we  come 
together  again  to  offer  our  evening  sacrifice,  our 
hearts  may  not  reproach  us  with  any  wilful  sins. 
Hear  us,  0  God,  in  these  our  prayers,  for  the  sake 
of  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.  Amen. 


READ   IN    HOLY  SCRIPTURE  ACTS  IX.  23—43. 


OTHOU,  who  art  glorious  in  holiness  and  fearful 
in  praises, — before  whom  the  angels  veil  their 
faces  ; — great  need  have  we  to  blush  before  Thee. 
We  were  born  in  sin  and  conceived  in  iniquitv, 
and  have  transgressed  in  thought,  word,  and  deed 
against  thy  holy  precepts.  Every  day's  experience 
makes  us  sensible,  that  there  is  no  health  in  us, 
and  that  how  to  perform  that  which  is  good  we 
cannot  find.

And  now  Lord,  we  beseech  Thee,  give  rest  to 
thy  Churches  in  these  our  days,  as  we  have  just 
heard  with  our  ears  Thou  didst  in  the  days  of 
old.  Let  all,  being  rooted  and  grounded  in  Christ, 
the  only  foundation,  be  edified  in  Him.  May 
all  who  call  themselves  Christians,  be  enabled 
to  walk  in  the  fear  of  the  Lord,  and  in  the 
comfort  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  Make  thy  people 
everywhere  full  of  good  works  and  alms  deeds,  as 
Thou  didst  thy  servant  Tabitha ;  that  others,  be 
holding  their  light,  may  turn  to  the  Lord,  and  that 
the  number  of  the  faithful  may  be  greatly  multi 
plied.  Reveal  Thyself  to  many,  as  Thou  didst  to 
thy  servant  Saul :  speak  to  them  in  the  way,  0 
Lord,  and  turn  them  from  darkness  to  light,  and 
from  the  power  of  Satan  unto  God. 

Send  forth  thy  blessed  Gospel  into  all  lands. 
Speak  Thou  the  promised  word,  and  great  shall 
be  the  number  of  them  that  publish  it.  Blesa 
our  beloved  Sovereign  with  thy  richest  mercies. 
Bless  all  the  Royal  Family;  especially  him,  who 
is  likely  hereafter  to  be  ruler  over  us.  Give  to  all 
our  senators  wisdom, — the  spirit  of  counsel,  and 
the  spirit  of  the  fear  of  the  Lord.  Give  grace 
to  all  estates  and  conditions  of  men.  And  finally 
accept  our  humble  thanks  and  praise  for  thy  great 
mercies,  thy  long-suffering,  and  forbearance :  all 
which  we  ask  in  the  name  and  through  the  media 
tion  of  Jesus  our  Redeemer.  Amen.

READ    IN    HOLY    SCRIPTUliE   JUDGES   VII. 

OLORD  of  Hosts,  who  art  worshipped  by  all 
the  inhabitants  of  heaven,  who  go  and  come 
most  willingly  at  thy  holy  command,  and  are 
delighted  to  obey  the  will  of  their  King ;  we  also 
would  humbly  present  ourselves  at  thy  footstool, 
and  implore  Thee  to  accept  the  cheerful  homage 
of  our  hearts  through  Jesus  Christ. 

We  confess  unto  Thee  that  the  weakness  of  our 
nature  and  the  naughtiness  of  our  hearts  has  raised 
lip  against  us  many  and  powerful  enemies  ;  and  we 
have  one  great  and  terrible  adversary  of  our  souls, 
to  whose  malice  we  are"  subject,  and  to  whose  fiery 
darts  we  are  exposed.  We  acknowledge  that  we 
have  become  too  much  accustomed  to  the  bondage 
and  tyranny  of  sin,  but  we  groan  and  sigh  for 
deliverance  from  our  spiritual  enemies,  and  from 
the  bonds  of  those  sinful  habits  and  ways  by  which 
we  have  so  grievously  been  bound.  0  God,  we 
have  fallen  by  our  iniquity,  and  in  Thee  alone  is 
our  help  found.  We  look  on  the  right  hand,  there 
is  none  to  help  but  Thee ;  we  look  on  the  left  hand, 
there  is  none  other  that  fighteth  for  us  but  only 
Thou,  0  God. 

When  endeavouring  to  get  the  better  of  our  sins, 
we  have  too  often  trusted  in  ourselves ;  we  have 
thought  vainly  that  we  could  successfully  contend 
with  them  and  overcome  them,  but  they  have  been 
too  many  for  us.  We  would  henceforth  put  no  trust 
in  our  own  strength,  but  would  go  in  the  strength  of 
the  Lord  God,  even  of  Him  who  came  to  put  away 
sin  and  overcome  the  wicked  one.  To  this  end  do 
Thou  give  us  faith  in  the  Lord  Jesus,  that  we  may 
take  Him  as  our  leader ;  help  us  to  believe  in  his 
severe  conflict  with  sin  and  Satan,  and  in  his 
triumphant  victory ;  and  whenever  we  contend 
with  Satan,  help  us  to  remember  we  are  fight 
ing  with  one  already  overcome  for  us,  and 
deprived  of  his  deadly  power  by  the  victorious 
Son  of  God. 

0  Lord  Jesus,  we  would  renew  this  morning 
the  consecration  of  ourselves,  soul  and  body,  to 
thy  service,  that  we  may  follow  and  obey  Thee 
as  the  Captain  of  our  salvation.  Make  us  humble 
yet  faithful  soldiers  of  the  Cross.  Clothe  us 
with  the  whole  armour  of  God,  that  we  may  be 
able  to  stand  in  the  evil  day.  Cover  us  with  the 
shield  of  faith ;  teach  us  how  to  use  thy  Holy 
Word,  the  sword  of  the  Spirit;  put  upon  us  the 
helmet  of  salvation,  and  clothe  us  with  righteous 
ness  and  holiness  of  life  ;  defend  us  against  our 
unseen  enemies  ;  preserve  us  from  the  treachery  of 
our  sinful  hearts ;  and  lead  us  forth  day  by  day 
conquering  and  to  conquer,  through  the  merits  and 
grace  of  our  Saviour,  to  whom  we  would  ascribe, 
with  the  Father  and  the  Holy  Spirit,  all  might, 
glory,  and  dominion  for  ever.  Amen. 


READ    IN    HOLY    SCRIPTURE    ACTS    X.   1-23. 


OLORD,  our  heavenly  Father,  we  come  once 
more  before  Thee  as  the  shades  of  evening  are 
around  us,  to  offer  our  united  worship.  Let  our 
prayer  be  set  forth  before  Thee  as  incense,  and  the 
lifting  up  of  our  hands  as  the  evening  sacrifice.

READ    IN    HOLY    SCRIPTURE    1  SAMUEL    II.    1-17.

sufficiency  of  learned,  devout,  and  faithful 
ministers.  Save  them,  0  Lord,  from  the  sins 
which  in  the  days  of  Eli  made  men  abhor  the 
offering  of  the  Lord,  and  sanctify  them,  so  that 
they  may  be  a  savour  of  life  unto  life.  We  ask 
all  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord,  to  whom  be 
everlasting  praise.  Amen. 


READ  IN  HOLY  SCRIPTURE  ACTS  XI. 


0  ALMIGHTY,  eternal,  and  gracious  Jehovah  ;

READ   IN  HOLY  SCRIPTURE  1   SAMUEL  II.  22-36. 


0  ETERNAL  Jehovah,  glorious  in  holiness,  how 
shall  sinners  such  as  we  are  approach  unto 
Thee?  We  here  see,  in  the  light  of  thy  Word, 
that  Thou  art  of  purer  eyes  than  to  behold  iniquity, 
and  that  Thou  wilt  by  no  means  clear  the  guilty. 
And  such,  Lord,  are  we.  We  have  sinned  against 
the  Lord:  who  shall  entreat  for  us?  We  thank 
Thee  that  thy  mercy  has  enabled  us  to  say,  "We 
have  an  Advocate  with  the  Father,  Jesus  Christ 
the  righteous,  and  He  is  the  propitiation  for  our 
sins."  We  plead  his  merits ;  we  trust  in  his  inter 
cession  ;  we  confess  our  sins ;  and  we  plead  thy 
gracious  promise  that  Thou  wilt  be  faithful  and 
just  to  forgive  us  our  sins. 

But,  holy  Father,  never  suffer  us  to  think 
lightly  of  sin.  Shall  we  continue  in  sin,  because 
we  are  not  under  the  law,  but  under  grace  ?  God 
forbid  !  May  we  ever  regard  it  as  the  abominable 
thing  that  Thou  hatest.  And  forasmuch  as  without 
Thee  we  cannot  but  fall,  keep  us  ever  by  thy  grace 
from  all  things  hurtful,  and  lead  us  to  love  thy  law, 
and  to  perfect  holiness  in  thy  fear. 

Cause  the  ordinances  of  thy  house  this  day, 
through  the  power  and  presence  of  thy  Spirit, 
to  assist  and  further  our  growth  in  grace.  We 
thank  Thee,  Lord,  on  this  thine  own  blessed  day, 
not  only  for  our  creation,  preservation,  and  all 
the  blessings  of  this  life,  but  especially  for  these 
means  of  grace,  and  for  the  hope  of  glory.

May  they  unsparingly  expose  the  guilt 
of  sin ;  but  give  them  at  the  same  time  so  largely 
of  the  spirit  of  Jesus  that  they  may  not  break 
the  bruised  reed,  or  quench  the  smoking  flax. 
Teach  them  to  apply  tenderly  to  convinced  hearts 
the  balm  of  Gilead,  and  lovingly  to  point  them  to 
the  Physician  there.  In  private  and  domestic  life, 
may  they  rule  their  own  houses  well ;  and  in  all 
holy  living  may  they  be  ensamples  to  their  flocks. 
Bless  in  particular  our  minister,  and  may  great 
grace  be  upon  him  in  his  holy  work  to-day. 

And  bless  us,  even  us,  0  our  Father.  Blese  old 
and  young  among  us  with  all  the  grace  we  severally 
need.  Be  present  this  day  in  all  the  assemblies  of 
thy  people ;  and  may  the  Lord  add  to  the  Church 
to-day  such  as  shall  be  saved.  And  to  Thee,  by 
Christ  Jesus,  shall  be  all  the  glory,  now  and  ever. 
Amen.

Enable  us,  0  Lord,  to  devote  ourselves  to  thy 
service.  We  thank  Thee  that  Thou  art  ever  calling 
us,  as  Thou  didst  Samuel  of  old.  Speak  to  us, 
gracious  Lord,  nor  suffer  us  to  turn  a  deaf  ear  to 
thy  voice.  We  know  not  what  is  before  us  this 
day ;  but  we  humbly  ask  that  we  may  spend  it  in 
thy  fear.  Be  near  to  us,  as  our  Helper  and  ou'r 
Guide.  Suffer  no  evil  to  befall,  no  temptation  to 
assail,  no  sin  to  beguile,  no  spiritual  adversary  to 
gain  the  advantage  over  us.  May  we  keep  very 
close  to  Thee,  conscious  that  we  can  be  happy  only 
as  Thou  shalt  smile,  and  safe  only  as  Thou  shalt 
afford  us  thy  protection.

If 
sorrowful  tidings  are  brought  to  us,  may  we  be 
still,  and  know  that  Thou  art  God,  tracing  our 
sorrows  to  thine  appointment,  and  believing  in  the 
infinite  wisdom  and  loving-kindness  that  order  all 
the  events  of  life.  May  it  be  enough  for  us  to 
know  that  it  is  the  Lord.  Let  this  rebuke 
every  suspicion,  remove  every  fear,  silence  every 
complaint.  Take  from  us,  in  mercy  take  from  us, 
our  self-will,  and  help  us,  not  from  coercion,  but 
frdm  choice,  to  submit  ourselves  to  Thee. 

Enable  us  so  to  live  that  we  may  escape  those 
chastisements  with  which  Thou  dost  punish  thy 
people's  sins.  [May  we  rule  our  households  in  thy 
fear,  and  train  our  children  for  Thee.]  Mercifully 
grant  us  the  strength  that  we  need  for  the  faithful 
discharge  of  duty,  and  for  the  meek  endurance  of 
trial.  We  mourn  because  of  our  self-confidence, 
our  vain  glory,  and  our  pride.  Oh,  teach  us  that 
our  sufficiency  is  in  Thee.  Make  us  so  conscious 
of  our  weakness,  that  we  may  lean  this  day  upon 
thine  arm,  and  glorify  Thee.  Pour  out  thy  grace 
on  all  our  relations.  May  they  be  found  in  Christ 
at  the  great  day.  Hear  us  for  Jesus  Christ's  sake. 
Amen. 


READ   IN   HOLY  SCRIPTURE  ACTS   XIII.  1-15. 


0  MERCIFUL  and  gracious  God,  to  thy  name 
be  the  praise  for  the  many  blessings  which  we 
have  enjoyed  this  day.

Thus,  as  life  advances, 
may  we  grow  in  grace  and  knowledge,  and  be 
changed  ever  more  and  more  into  the  likeness  and' 
image  of  thy  dear  Son,  until  at  length  we  see  Thee 
as  Thou  art,  in  thine  everlasting  kingdom,  through 
the  same  Jesus  Christ,  our  blessed  Mediator  and 
Redeemer.  Amen, 


READ  IN  HOLY  SCRIPTURE  ACTS  XIII.  16-52. 


EVER  gracious  Father,  we  come  at  the  close  of 
this  day  to  bow  ourselves  before  the  throne  of 
thy  grace.  We  have  many  mercies  to  thank  Thee 
for,  and  we  have  had  fresh  proof  of  thy  loving- 
kindness.  Now  let  our  prayer,  offered  through 
the  merits  of  our  Redeemer,  be  set  forth  before 
Thee  as  the  incense,  and  the  lifting  up  of  our 
hands  be  as  the  evening  sacrifice.  It  is  only 
in  his  blessed  name,  and  relying  on  his  merits, 
that  we  dare  thus  approach  Thee,  for  our  sins 
of  omission  and  of  commission  are  more  than  we 
can  number.

Let  us  not  be  of  the  number  of  those  who  hear 
or  read  the  Word  of  God,  and  yet  know  not 
Christ.  We  rejoice  that  the  promise  which 
was  made  unto  the  fathers  God  hath  fulfilled  the 
same  unto  us,  their  spiritual  children,  in  that  he 
hath  raised  up  Jesus  again.  Let  not  these  great 
blessings  turn  to  our  condemnation,  through  our 
misuse  or  neglect  of  them,  lest  that  come  upon 
us  which  is  spoken  of  in  the  prophets,  "Behold, 
ye  despisers,  and  wonder,  and  perish."  Gracious 
Lord,  by  thy  Spirit  enable  us  to  read,  mark,  learn, 
and  inwardly  digest  the  sacred  truths  of  thy  Holy 
Word,  which  alone  can  make  us  wise  unto  salva- 
tiort,  through  faith  which  is  in  Christ  Jesus  our 
Lord. 

And  let  the  solemn  consideration  that  these 
things  were  first  preached  to  the  Jews,  and  then 
offered  to  us  Gentiles,  make  us  humble,  and  stir 
us  up  to  increased  watchfulness,  lest  we,  like  them, 
put  away  the  Word  of  God  from  us,  and  so  judge 
ourselves  unworthy  of  everlasting  life.  Look  again 
upon  thine  ancient  people :  make  them  to  behold 
with  the  eye  of  faith  Him  whom  they  pierced,  and 
mourn.  Hasten  the  time  when  they  shall  cease  to 
set  themselves  against  the  Lord,  and  against  his 
anointed. 

[We  pray  for  our  dear  children  ;  help  us  to  train 
them  up  for  Thee,  and  to  set  them  a  right  example.] 
Bless  all  our  relatives,  and  help  the  sick  and  needy. 
Give  us  now  refreshing  sleep,  and  answer  all  our 
petitions,  for  thy  dear  Son's  sake.  Amen.

On  the  first  day  of 
the  week  the  blessed  Jesus  arose  from  the  grave, 
and  showed  redemption  to  be  complete.  We  would 
adore,  and  bless,  and  glorify  Thee  for  the  gift  of  a 
Saviour,  and  for  all  the  means  of  grace  and  hopes 
of  glory  we  enjoy  in  Him.  Sanctify  our  hearts 
this  day.

Thee  not,  and  have  no  regard  for  thy  name,  thy 
day,  or  thy  service;  for  the  Sabbath-breakers, 
profane  swearers,  drunkards,  and  all  who  live  after 
the  flesh.  Send  forth  thy  light  and  thy  truth; 
convince,  convert,  and  save  them ;  remove  the 
darkness  which  surrounds  them ;  show  them  the 
love  and  the  power  of  Jesus,  and  bow  them  down 
at  the  foot  of  the  cross. 

We  praise  Thee  for  thy  grace  which  has  called 
us  to  thy  service ;  and  for  any  good  thing  that  is 
in  us,  not  unto  us,  0  Lord,  not  unto  us,  but 
unto  thy  name  be  the  praise  and  the  glory. 
Hear  us,  answer  us,  and  bless  us,  we  pray  Thee, 
for  the  sake  of  thy  dear  Son  Jesus  Christ,  our 
adorable  Redeemer  and  Saviour.  Amen. 


READ    IN   HOLY   SCRIPTURE   ACTS   XVI.    19-40. 


A  LMIGHTY  God,  who  hast  mercifully  set  apart 
-LJL  one  day  out  of  seven  to  be  kept  holy  to  Thyself, 
we  desire  to  thank  Thee  for  this  thy  great  loving- 
kindness  to  the  children  of  men.  We  might  have 
been,  as  in  heathen  lands,  the  victims  of  incessant 
toil  and  labour.  But  .Thou,  in  thy  mercy,  hast 
proclaimed  a  day  of  rest.  Grant  us  thy  servants 
grace,  while  we  thank  Thee  heartily  for  the  relief 
which  Thou  hast  thus  mercifully  given  to  our 
weary  bodies,  so  faithfully  to  use  thy  holy  Sabbaths 
as  that  they  may  minister  abundantly  to  the  well- 
being  of  our  immortal  souls. 

Preserve  us  especially,  we  pray  Thee,  0  Lord, 
from  being  either  afraid  or  ashamed  of  serving 
Thee  on  this  holy  day.  Grant  that  neither  the 
seductions  of  pleasure  nor  the  ridicule  of  the  pro 
fane  may  avail  to  tempt  us  to  join  in  polluting  thy 
Sabbaths,  or  keep  us  away  from  the  courts  of  thy 
house.  Give  us  rather,  we  pray,  the  same  bold 
spirit  which  Thou  gavest  in  olden  time  to  thy 
faithful  servants,  Paul  and  Silas.  Grant  that,  like 
them,  we  may  have  grace  and  strength  to  bear 
cheerfully  whatever  the  wicked  world  may  lay 
upon  us,  rather  than  forsake  thy  service,  or  cease 
to  promote  thy  honour  and  glory. 

Thou  hast  graciously  promised  to  hear  the 
prayers  of  any  two  or  three  who  are  gathered 
together  in  thy  name.  The  walls  of  the  dungeon 
are  no  hindrance  to  Thee,  and  Thou  dost  listen  to 
the  voice  of  the  poorest  prisoner.  Grant,  then, 
0  Lord,  that  the  preaching  of  the  Gospel  by 
thy  ministers  this  day  may  have  been  as  a  great 
earthquake  in  the  hearts  of  the  hearers.  Grant 
that  the  doors  of  the  prison  in  which  Satan  has 
shut  them  may  have  been  opened,  and  the  bonds 
of  sin  may  have  been  loosed.  Grant  that  the  light 
of  thy  Holy  Spirit  may  have  shined  into  very 
many  dark  hearts.  Grant  that  many  may  have 
been  roused  to  ask  what  they  must  do  to  be  saved, 
and  by  thy  merciful  leading,  may  find  the  true 
answer  through  faith  in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

And  now,  O  Lord,  we  heartily  pray  Thee,  wash 
away,  in  the  most  precious  blood  of  thy  dear  Son, 
the  stains  of  our  many  and  great  sins.  Baptize 
us,  also,  with  thy  Holy  Spirit.  Grant  that  we 
may  be  Christians,  not  only  in  word  and  pro 
fession,  but  in  deed  and  in  truth.  Change  our 
hearts,  as  in  olden  time  Thou  didst  change  the 
heart  of  the  jailer  at  Philippi ;  and  grant  that  as 
in  him,  so  in  us,  the  change  may  be  manifested  in 
a  loving  conduct  towards  all  them  with  whom  we 
have  to  do.  Bless  all  whom  we  love,  and  grant 
that  we  and  they  may  rest  to-night  free  from  harm 
beneath  thy  protecting  and  over-ruling  care.  We 
offer  up  this  our  Sabbath  evening  prayer,  through 
Jesus  Christ,  thy  Son,  our  Lord.

Give  rest  to  our  wearied  bodies,  and  strengthen 
us  to  serve  Thee  with  renewed  vigour  on  the  coming 
day.  Into  thy  hands  we  commit  ourselves  and  all 
our  interests  for  time  and  eternity.  Be  Thou  the 
everlasting  home  and  resting-] >lace  of  our  souls. 
through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord,  to  whom  be  aa 
praise,  now  and  for  ever.

READ   IN   HOLY  SCRIPTURE  1  SAMUEL  XVIII.   1—16.

Grant  that  we  may 
bear  disappointment  with  cheerfulness  and  patience, 
so  that  if  it  please  Thee  to  send  us  any  loss  or 
trial,  we  may  yet  be  able  to  see  our  neighbour's 
prosperity  without  murmuring  or  fretfulness,  and 
may  go  on  trusting  in  the  Lord  with  good  courage. 
May  no  provocation  lead  us  to  sin  with  our  lips  or 
in  the  thoughts  of  our  heart,  but  as  thy  true  dis 
ciples  may  we  abound  in  brotherly  love  towards  all 
men.  Be  Thou  our  guide.  Give  us  light  to 
follow  Thee. 

Bless,  0  God,  thy  people  everywhere ;  supply 
their  wants,  sustain  their  weakness,  comfort  them 
in  sorrow,  and  increase  their  faith.  Have  mercy 
on  sinners,  lead  them  into  the  way  of  peace.  Hear 
us,  for  Christ's  sake.  Amen. 


READ   IN  HOLY    SCRIPTURE   2  THESSALONIANS  I. 


OTHOU  God  and  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  who  hast  appointed  a  day  in  which 
Thou  shalt  judge  the  world  in  righteousness,  we 
pray  to  be  made  ready  by  thy  grace  for  the  great 
day  of  Christ's  appearing.  May  we  know  Him 
now  joyfully  as  our  Saviour  and  Advocate,  and  bo 
enabled  to  look  forward  without  fear  to  the  hour 
when  we  must  stand  at  his  bar.  Then  may  we 
hear  Him  say  to  us,  "  Come,  ye  blessed  of  my 
Father."

Multiply  Thou 
their  number,  and  add  yet  to  their  graces  con 
tinually.  Mercy  and  peace  be  to  all  such  as  love 
the  Lord  Jesus  in  sincei'ity. 

We  look  back  with  gratitude  on  the  way  in 
which  Thou  hast  preserved  and  led  us  this  day. 
We  pray  Thee  to  forgive  all  the  ills  we  have  this 
day  done.  We  would  retire  to  rest  under  the 
covert  of  thy  wings.

Shouldst 
Thou  hold  them  waking,  let  our  thoughts  be  with 
Thee.  When  the  morning  retunis,  may  we  find 
ourselves  called  to  raise  a  new  song  of  thankful 
ness  for  safety,  and  peace,  and  health.  Or  should 
the  eyes  of  any  of  us,  closing  in  sleep,  open  no 
more  on  earth,  may  they  behold  the  glories  of  the 
better  country.  We  desire  to  associate  the  thought 
of  death  with  the  memory  of  thy  promise,  0  gracious 
Saviour,  and  with  untroubled  hearts  to  wait  for 
thy  coming,  according  to  thy  Word,  to  receive  us 
to  be  with  Thyself,  that  we  may  be  where  Thou 
art  for  ever.  To  Thee,  with  the  Father  and  the 
Holy  Spirit,  be  all  the  glory.  Amen.

and  we  shall  not  be  greatly  moved.  What  time 
we  are  afraid,  we  will  trust  in  God ;  as  our  fathers 
trusted,  so  will  we,  and  we  shall  not  be  con 
founded.  Thou  hast  been  our  help,  therefore  in 
the  shadow  of  thy  wings  will  we  confide.  In  quiet 
ness  and  confidence  shall  be  our  strength.  When 
we  are  troubled,  let  us  not  be  distressed  ;  when  we 
are  perplexed,  let  us  not  be  in  despair ;  if  we 
should  be  persecuted,  let  us  not  be  forsaken  ;  or  if 
we  should  be  cast  down,  let  us  not  be  destroyed. 
In  Thee  may  we  find  our  peace  in  trouble,  our 
comfort  in  sorrow,  our  strength  in  weakness,  and 
our  deliverance  in  every  time  of  danger.  While 
Thou,  Lord,  art  for  us,  who  can  be  against  us  ? 

We  beseech  thy  providential  care  throughout 
this  day.  Guide  us  with  thine  eye,  and  enable  us 
in  ali  our  ways  to  acknowledge  Thee.  Help  us  to 
carry  about  with  us  a  praying  heart,  and  to  be 
diligent  in  business,  fervent  in  spirit,  serving  the 
Lord.  Grant  us  grace  to  acquiesce  in  all  thy  dis 
pensations  ;  and  may  we  in  all  things  be  able  to 
say  sincerely,  "  Thy  will  be  done."  Hear  us  in 
these  things,  0  Lord,  for  Jesus  Christ's  sake, 
to  whom  with  Thee  and  the  Holy  Ghost  be  all 
honour  and  praise  for  evermore.  Amen. 


READ  IN  HOLY  SCRIPTURE  ACTS  XVIII.  18-28. 


OGOD,  the  Father  of  all  mercies,  and  the  God 
of  all  consolation,  look  upon  us  with  the  favour 
Thou  bearest  towards  thy  people,  and  visit  us  with 
thy  salvation.  Thy  good  providence  has  kept  us 
in  being  and  in  blessings  during  the  day  past, 
and  we  now  come  before  Thee,  in  the  name  of 
thy  dear  Son,  to  obtain  thy  blessing.  We  would 
humbly  and  heartily  confess  our  sins  unto  Thee ; 
we  acknowledge  that  this  day,  and  during  all 
the  days  of  our  life,  we  have  not  served  Thee  as 
we  ought;  and  if  we  have  not  fallen  into  open 
sin,  it  is  owing  to  thy  restraining  grace,  and  not 
to  our  own  merit.

Preserve  us,  0  Lord,  from  a  vain  and  conten 
tious  spirit ;  may  we  seek  first  the  kingdom  of 
God  and  its  righteousness,  and,  in  diligent  atten 
tion  to  our  duty,  feel  sure  that  all  necessary  things 
will  be  added  unto  us.  We  praise  Thee  for  our 
temporal  blessings,  for  health  and  happiness,  food 
and  raiment,  the  use  of  our  reason,  and  all  those 
family  comforts  by  which  we  are  surrounded. 
Let  thy  goodness  lead  us  to  repentance,  and  produce 
a  hearty  devotion  to  thy  service.  Remember  this 
night  the  needy  and  the  afflicted :  supply  their 
wants  ;  sustain  them  in  their  trials  ;  and  make  all 
things  to  work  together  for  their  good. 

Bless  our  country  with  peace  and  prosperity. 
Grant  to  those  who  rule  in  the  state  the  spirit  of 
godly  grace  and  wisdom,  and  may  true  religion 
and  virtue  prosper  in  our  land  to  all  generations. 
Remove,  O  Thou  Prince  of  Peace,  all  the  causes 
of  strife  and  war,  and  grant  to  all  nations  unity, 
peace,  and  concord.  Grant  success  to  every  effort 
that  is  made  to  teach  the  young  their  duty  to  God 
and  man,  and  prosper  the  preaching  of  thy  Gospel 
to  every  creature.  Be  present  with  all  Christian 
missionaries  in  foreign  lands  ;  cause  the  heathen 
to  be  turned  from  idols  to  serve  the  living  and 
true  God,  and  to  wait  for  his  Son  from  heaven;  and 
the  Jews  to  look  on  Him  whom  they  pierced,  and 
mourn.  And  now,  Lord,  we  commit  ourselves  to 
Thee,  our  Creator,  Preserver,  and  Redeemer.  Keep 
us  this  night  in  safety  of  body  and  in  peace 
of  mind,  and  strengthen  us  for  the  duties  of  each 
returning  day,  through  our  Lord  Jesus  Clirist 
Amen.

Oh,  that  all  the 
subjects  of  our  Sovereign  (whom  do  Thou  bless) 
were  also  freed  by  the  truth,  and  found  walking 
in  the  glorious  liberty  of  the  children  of  God  ! 

We  now  commend  all  the  members  of  this  house 
hold  to  thy  safe  keeping  for  the  day.  As  we  go 
to  our  various  tasks  and.  duties,  may  we  remember 
that  we  are  under  thine  eye,  and  always  strive  to 
please  Thee.  Keep  us  in  our  going  out  and  our 
coming  in.  Preserve  our  souls  from  sin.  Lead  us 
not  into  temptation,  but  deliver  us  from  evil. 
Prosper,  if  it  please  Thee,  our  work  this  day ;  and 
with  our  daily  bread,  give  us  a  Father's  blessing. 
We  praise  Thee  for  the  rest  and  refreshment  of  the 
bygone  night,  and  for  all  the  mercies  with  which 
this  morning  Thou  hast  surrounded  us.

We  pray  for 
our  enemies,  0  Lord  God:  may  thy  Word  grow 
mightily  amongst  them. 

Help  each  of  us  to  take  away  the  stumbling- 
block  out  of  our  brother's  way,  whatever  seems  to 
stop  the  spreading  of  the  Word.  To  this  end,  bless, 
0  Lord,  all  Sabbath-schools,  all  faithful  preachers 
of  the  Word,  all  missionary  and  other  societies, 
which  seek  to  place  the  sinner  under  the  powers 
of  the  Gospel,  or  which  seek  to  remove  the  vice 
and  iniquity  which  so  mightily  prevent  the 
Word  having  free  course. 

As  we  pray  for  success  on  these  undertakings,1 
so  lead  each  one  of  us  to  do  our  part  in  helping 
on  thy  blessed  work.  As  we  can  each  be  useful 
in  our  day  and  generation,  may  we  so  live  that  no 
one  shall  hereafter  charge  us  with  not  helping 
them  to  receive  the  Gospel. 

We  commend  each  other  into  thy  gracious  care 
for  the  night.  Graciously  watch  over  us,  and 
defend  us  from  all  evil.  Hear  us,  and  have  mercy 
upon  us,  for  Jesus  Christ's  sake.  Amen.

READ  IN  HOLY  SCRIPTURE  1  SAMUEL  XXVIII. 


HOLY,  holy,  holy,  Lord  God  of  Hosts  :  heaven 
and  earth  are  full  of  thy  glory.  Glory  be  to 
Thee,  0  Lord,  most  high.  We  praise  and  thank 
Thee  for  thy  protecting  care  over  us  during  the 
past  night,  and  for  the  light  of  another  day.  But 
more  especially  do  we  praise  Thee  for  that  revela 
tion  which  Thou  hast  given  us  to  be  a  light  to  our 
feet,  and  a  lamp  for  our  paths.

READ  IN  HOLY  SCRIPTURE  1  CORINTHIANS  III. 

MERCIFUL  Lord !  the  God  and  Father  of  our

Gracious  Father,  we  ask  thy  blessing  upon  the 
sick  and  afflicted,  the  destitute  and  the  tried.  Visit 
them  especially  with  thy  salvation.  Uphold  them 
by  thy  good  Spirit.  Comfort,  strengthen,  and  in 
thine  own  time  relieve  them. 

And  now  we  yield  ourselves  to  Thee.  Watch 
over  us  and  all  whom  we  would  specially  remem 
ber  at  thy  footstool  this  night.  Keep  us,  bless  us, 
give  us  refreshing  sleep,  0  our  God,  through  Jesus 
Christ  our  adorable  Redeemer.

We  thank  Thee  also  for  thy  preserving  care 
during  the  past  night.  Thy  hand  has  been  over  us 
while  we  slept.  To  Thee  be  all  the  praite  for  the 
health  and  strength  which  Thou  hast  bestowed,  and 
for  the  blessings  which  have  been  renewed  to  us 
this  morning.  0  God,  dwell  in  us  by  thy  Holy 
Spirit,  and  enable  us  to  consecrate  life  and  all  its 
powers  to  thy  service.  Deepen  in  our  hearts  the 
conviction  that  we  are  not  our  own,  but  thine;  that 
we  are  bought  with  a  price,  even  with  the  precious 
blood  of  Jesus.  In  the  remembrance  of  this,  wo 
pray  that  our  wills  may  be  conformed  to  thine,  and 
that  iu  the  station  of  life  in  which  Thou  hast  placed 
us  we  may  truly  and  godly  serve  Thee. 

We  confess  our  sinfulness  before  Thee.  Alike 
by  things  done  and  things  left  undone,  we 
transgress  thy  commandments.  Merciful  Father, 
for  thy  name's  sake  pardon  our  iniquity,  for  it 
is  great;  and  grant  us  the  assurance  of  forgive 
ness.  Cause  us  to  hate  sin  as  Thou  hatest  it, 
and  enable  us  to  watch  against  it  with  a  holy 
jealousy.  Guard  and  keep  us  this  day  from  its 
power  and  dominion,  that  we  may  not  wilfully 
offend  Thee,  or  do  wrong  in  thought,  word,  or 
deed  to  our  fellow-creatures.  Awaken  in  us  a  love 
for  what  is  just  and  truthful,  and  grant  that  in  all 
our  intercourse  with  others  to-day,  at  home  and 
abroad,  we  may  not  bring  reproach  on  thy  name 
by  inconsistency,  but  adorn  the  Gospel  of  Christ 
in  all  things.  Preserve  us  from  the  fear  of  the 
world.  Inspire  us  with  the  courage  which  springs 
from  the  fear  and  love  of  Thee.  Make  us  zealous 
for  thy  honour,  and  ready  cheerfully  to  confess 
Thee  at  all  times,  careless  of  the  smile  or  the  frown  of 
men.  Gladden  our  hearts  by  the  assurance  of  thy 
love  and  of  thy  protection,  that  we  may  cheerfully 
show  forth  thy  praise. 

We  commend  all  whom  we  love  to  thy  gracious 
care.  Convert  such  of  them  as  are  unconverted, 
and  reveal  unto  them  thy  power  and  grace  in  Christ 
Jesus.  Draw  the  hearts  of  the  young  to  Thee  in 
their  youth,  and  make  the  hoary  head  a  crown  of 
righteousness.  Make  the  name  of  Jesus  a  praise 
in  the  earth,  and  hasten  the  coming  in  of  thy 
kingdom. 

Have  mercy  upon  us,  and  bless  us  in  all  things, 
for  thy  dear  Son's  sake.  Amen.

Lord,  the  purity  of  Jesus,  that  our  minds  and 
bodies  may  not  fall  under  the  power  of  intemperance 
or  uncleanness.  Preserve  us  from  impure  thoughts 
and  unholy  practices.  When  we  are  tempted, 
supply  us  with  strength  to  resist,  and  grace  to 
overcome.

Forgive  us,  0  Lord, 
wherein  we  have  this  day,  in  thought,  word,  or 
deed,  sinned  against  Thee,  and  ever  grant  us  grace 
to  glorify  Thee  in  our  body  and  our  spirit,  which 
are  thine.  Protect  us  while  we  sleep,  restore  our 
exhausted  strength,  and  let  us  rise  on  the  morrow 
to  serve  Thee  in  newness  of  life.  Look  down,  0 
Lord,  upon  all  the  afflicted,  and  hear  their  cry. 
Be  with  the  watchers  of  the  night ;  and  whether 
they  pace  our  streets,  or  sail  on  the  ocean,  or  guard 
the  sick,  give  them  pleasant  thoughts  of  Thee  and 
of  thy  protecting  care.  We  ask  all  in  Jesus'  name.

All  these  blessings  we  ask  in  the  name  and  for 
the  sake  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  Amen. 


READ  IN    HOLY  SCRIPTURE  1  CORINTHIANS   XII. 


HELP  us,  0  Lord,  in  approaching  thy  mercy- 
seat,  to  come  with  lively  faith  in  the  inter 
cession  of  Jesus,  our  exalted  Redeemer.  Whilst 
we  confess  our  unworthiness  to  come  into  thv 
presence,  and  deplore  our  sinfulness,  enable  us  to 
look  to  Him  who  died  for  our  sins,  and  rose  again 
for  our  justification.

READ   IN   HOLY  SCRIPTURE  2  SAMUEL  XV.  13-37. 


OGOD,  who  art  the  Great  and  the  Holy  God, 
we  bow  down  to  worship  Thee ;  and  we 
pray  that  Thou  wouldst  write  upon  our  minds 
the  teachings  of  thy  Word.

And  now,  0  Thou  holy  God,  we  make  humble 
confession  to  Thee  of  our  unnumbered  sins.  Thou 
hast  seen  all  the  actions  of  our  lives,  all  the 
principles  and  feelings  of  our  hearts,  all  the 
tempers  that  we  have  displayed,  and  all  our  omis 
sions  of  duty.  We  deserve  thy  wrath,  but  spare 
us,  good  Lord.  Be  merciful  to  us  through  the, 
death  and  intercession  of  our  blessed  Saviour,  and 
through  this  day  give  us  the  testimony  of  an 
approving  conscience,  and  the  smile  of  an  approving 
God. 

Wo  ask  these  and  all  other  mercies  through 
Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.  Amen, 


READ  IN   HOLY  SCRIPTURE   1  CORINTHIANS  XIII. 


WE  thank  Thee,  0  heavenly  Father,  with  reve 
rent  joy  and  hope,  for  all  the  blessings  assured 
us  by  the  Gospel ;  but  especially  do  we  desire  to 
glorify  Thee  as  revealed  to  us  in  thy  dear  Son. 
Humbly,  0  Lord,  we  pray  for  the  forgiveness  of 
all  our  sins,  and  to  be  made  partakers  of  the  inherit 
ance  of  thy  children.  Humbly  do  we  seek  to  enjoy 
such  fellowship  with  Jesus,  that  as,  by  the  in 
dwelling  of  his  Spirit,  the  life  of  our  souls  is 
renewed  day  by  day,  so  we  may  experience 
more  and  more  the  influence  of  divine  charity, 
inclining  us  to  do  all  things  acceptable  in  thy 
sight. 

We  confess  that  we  are  often  tempted  to  resist 
and  set  aside  thy  holy  teachings.  We  come  to 
Thee  with  offerings,  of  great  price  in  our  reckoning, 
but  rejected  by  Thee  because  not  the  offerings  of 
love.  So  help  and  enlighten  us,  0  Lord,  that 
we  may  no  longer  offend  Thee  by  thus  substi 
tuting  an  earthly  oblation  for  the  spiritual  sacrifice 
of  ourselves.  But  enable  us  so  to  employ  all  that 
we  are  and  have  to  thy  honour,  and  the  benefit  of 
our  neighbour,  that  whatever  we  do  or  offer  may 
tend  to  the  accomplishing  of  the  designs  of  thy 
mercy. 

We  know,  0  God,  how  impossible  it  is,  by  any 
thought  or  virtue  of  our  own,  to  subdue  the  evil 
which  is  in  us.  But  nothing  is  impossible  with 
Thee.

Let,  then,  the  power  of  thy 
Word  so  prevail  in  us,  that  all  covetous  desires, 
all  reserves  and  exceptions  to  the  forgiveness  of 
injuries-,  all  envy  and  boastfulness,  with  every 
other  indulgence  of  a  base  selfishness,  may  cease 
in  us  through  the  power  of  divine  charity. 

Thus  let  thy  grace  work  in  us,  0  Lord,  for  the 
sake  of  Jesus  ;  then  will  that  mind  be  in  us  which 
was  in  Him.  Then,  too,  may  we  look  to  become 
wise  as  well  as  holy  ;  and  we  shall  no  longer  think 
or  understand  as  children  only,  but  as  those  who  are 
growing  up  to  the  measure  of  Christ's  stature.  We 
acknowledge  that,  as  yet,  the  eyes  of  our  under 
standing  are  very  weak  and  dim.  The  promised 
land  of  peace  and  joy  is  seen  but  through  a  glass 
darkly.  We  discern  not  yet  the  rays  of  thy  glory 
in  the  face  of  Jesus  Christ.  To  the  pure  in  heart 
only  is  granted  this  heavenly  vision.  Therefore 
we  beseech  Thee,  0  most  gracious  and  compassionate 
Father,  make  us  pure,  and  fill  us  with  that  love 
toward  Thee  wherewith  Thou  hast  loved  us. 

Take  us  beneath  thy  care  and  protection  during 
the  night.  Accept  our  united  thanksgivings  for 
the  blessings  of  this  day,  and  grant  that  we  may 
live  in  the  constant  sense  of  thy  providential  guid 
ance.  Hear  us,  we  beseech  Thee,  for  Jesus 
Christ's  sake.  Amen, 
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READ    IN   HOLY   SCRIPTURE   PSALMS    III.  &  IV. 


OOUR  God,  through  thy  great  goodness  we  have 
laid  us  down  in  peace  and  slept,  and  Thou,  Lord, 
hast  made  us  to  dwell  in  safety.  We  beseech  Thee, 
have  mercy  upon  us,  and  hear  our  prayer.  In 
ourselves  weak  and  helpless,  guilty  and  unworthy, 
we  flee  unto  Thee,  for  thy  mercies  are  great.  We 
indeed  are  the  people  of  thy  hand  and  the  sheep  of 
thy  pasture.  Alas  !  we  have  erred  and  strayed 
from  thy  ways  like  lost  sheep.  We  have  followed 
too  much  the  devices  and  desires  of  our  own  heart. 
We  have  done  what  we  ought  not  to  have  done, 
and  have  not  done  what  we  ought  to  have  done, 
and  there  is  no  health  in  us.

Lord,  increase  our 
faith.  Give  us  such  a  deep  sense  of  our  sinfulness, 
and  such  a  comforting  sense  of  thy  great  love  in  the 
redemption  of  the  world  by  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
that  we  may  rejoice  in  his  great  salvation.  So 
gracious  Lord,  this  day  and  every  day,  may  the  life 
we  now  live  in  the  flesh  be  by  the  faith  of  the  Son 
of  God  ;  that  as  He  died  and  rose  again  for  us,  so 
may  we  die  unto  sin  and  live  unto  righteousness  ;

May  the  meekness  and  gentleness  of 
Christ  mould  our  spirits  and  tempers  into  his  own 
blessed  image.  So  may  all  our  habits  and  inter 
course  with  each  other  as  a  family,  and  with  those 
we  meet  in  our  daily  employments,  be  as  'it  be- 
cometh  the  Gospel  of  Christ. 

We  have,  indeed,  no  power  of  ourselves  to  help 
ourselves.  Arise,  0  Lord ;  save  us,  0  our  God. 
Subdue  our  sins,  heal  our  infirmities,  and  lead  us 
in  the  paths  of  righteousness  for  thy  name's  sake. 

Blessed  Lord,  we  commit  ourselves,  body,  soul, 
and  spirit,  to  thy  gracious  care.  Keep  us,  if  it  be 
thy  will,  in  health  and  strength.  Give  us  this  day 
our  daily  bread.  Prosper  the  work  of  our  hands 
upon  us.  In  Thee  would  we  put  our  trust.  Lord, 
hear  our  prayer,  and  do  Thou  for  us  and  all  who 
are  dear  to  us  according  to  thy  mercy,  for  the  sake 
of  thy  dear  Son  Jesus  Christ  our  Saviour.  Amen. 


READ  IN  HOLY  SCRIPTURE  1  CORINTHIANS  XIV.  1-33. 


MOST  merciful  Father,  the  Father  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  we  again  prostrate  ourselves 
before  Thee,  and  cry,  "  Unclean,  unclean."  Every 
day  testifies  that  we  are  a  people  of  unclean  lips, 
and  dwell  amongst  a  people  of  unclean  lips ;  for 
daily  we  transgress  thy  laws,  and  come  short  of  thy 
glory. 

But  Thou  hast  mercifully  opened  a  fountain  for 
sin  and  for  uncleanness,  in  which  we  may  wash 
and  be  clean.  The  blood  of  Jesus  Christ  cleanseth 
us  from  all  sin,  and  through  Him  we  have  access 
by  one  Spirit  unto  Thee  as  our  reconciled  Father. 
Help  us  to  exercise  a  lively  faith  in  Jesus  Christ, 
and  to  come  as  dear  children  to  thy  throne  of 
grace,  persuaded  that  Thou  wilt  accept  us  and  bless 
us,  and  supply  all  our  need  according  to  thy  riches 
in  glory  by  Christ  Jesus. 

We  are  this  night  one  stage  nearer  to  the  end  of 
our  mortal  life  ;  oh,  give  us  grace  to  consider  our 
latter  end,  and  to  apply  our  hearts  unto  wisdom. 
May  we  know  that  Jesus  Christ  is  made  unto 
us  wisdom,  and  righteousness,  and  sanctification, 
and  redemption.  Pour  into  bur  hearts  that  most 
excellent  gift  of  charity,  and  constrain  us  by  the 
Holy  Ghost  to  love  Thee  who  first  loved  us,  and  sent 
thy  Son  to  be  the  propitiation  for  our  sins.  We 
would  earnestly  desire  of  Thee  the  best  spiritual 
gifts ;  and  we  ask,  also,  that  Thou  wouldst  give 
us  grace  to  edify  others.  Help  us  to  grow  in  grace 
and  in  the  knowledge  of  the  Lord  and  Saviour 
Jesus  Christ ;  and,  advancing  in  the  Divine  life, 
may  we  learn  in  malice  to  be  children,  but  in  un 
derstanding  to  be  men. 

Look  down  upon  the  whole  Church,  and  give 
grace  to  all  its  members,  that  they  may  keep  the 
unity  of  the  Spirit  in  the  bond  of  peace,  and  do 
all  things  decently  and  in  order.  Forbid  that  the 
tongues  of  thy  ministering  servants  should  give  any 
uncertain  sound;  and  do  Thou  enable  them  faithfully 
to  preach  thy  Word,  not  shunning  to  declare  the 
whole  counsel  of  God.  Look  in  mercy  on  all  who 
are  ignorant  of  Thee,  and  also  on  all  thy  suffering 
children.  Enlighten  the  eyes  of  those  who  are 
sitting  in  darkness  and  the  shadow  of  death,  and 
sanctify  all  afflictions  and  trials  to  those  who  are 
bowed  down  under  them.  Bless  all  our  relations, 
our  friends,  and  our  neighbours  with  the  choicest 
of  thy  blessings.  Bless  our  Sovereign  and  our 
country,  and  have  mercy  upon  all  men.  Hasten 
the  day,  we  pray  Thee,  when  thy  purposes  of  mercy 
and  grace  in  Christ  Jesus  shall  be  fulfilled,  and  the 
earth  be  full  of  thy  glory.  Take  us  again  under 
thy  protecting  care  this  night,  and  do  for  us  and 
all  for  whom  we  pray  more  abundantly  than  we 
can  ask  or  think,  for  the  sake  of  thy  dear  Son 
Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.  Ameii.

READ  IN  HOLY  SCRIPTURE  2  SAM.  XVIII.  1-17,  31-33.

Strengthen 
her  hands  for  the  prosperity  of  thy  people,  and 
grant  that  in  her  time  we  may  enjoy  the  blessing 
of  peace.  We  commend  to  thy  fatherly  protec 
tion  all  those  who  are  bound  to  us  by  the  ties  of 
kindred  or  affection :  make  us  one  family  in  love ; 
teach  us  to  bear  one  another's  burdens,  and  so 
fulfill  the  law  of  love. 

In  all  the  engagements  of  this  day,  impress, 
0  Lord,  on  our  hearts  the  sense  of  thy  presence, 
so  that  whatever  we  do  we  may  do  as  unto  the 
Lord  and  not  unto  man.  Keep  us  from  sin,  a?  that 
which  is  hateful  to  Thee  and  harmful  to  ourselves. 
Alarm  the  impenitent  by  the  terrors  of  thy  wrath ; 
comfort  the  afflicted  by  the  consolations  of  thy 
name ;  guide  the  perplexed  by  the  heavenly  mo 
nitions  of  thy  wisdom  ;  and  draw  the  wavering  to 
Thee  by  the  cords  of  thy  everlasting  love. 

Finally  we  thank  Thee  for  the  mercies  of  the 
past  night,  and  for  all  thy  loving-kindness,  beseech 
ing  Thee  that,  as  hitherto  Thou  hast  helped  us, 
so  goodness  and  mercy  may  follow  us  all  the  days 
of  our  lives.

READ   IN   HOLY   SCRIPTURE  1  CORINTHIANS  XV.  1-28. 


0  GRACIOUS  God  and  Father,  we  bless  Thee 
for  the  Word  of  Truth,  which  is  a  lamp  unto 
our  feet  and  a  light  unto  our  path.  Thou  hast 
spoken  unto  us  by  thy  servants  and  by  thy  Son, 
and  thy  Word  is  true  from  everlasting.  Heaven 
and  earth  shall  pass  away,  but  thy  Word  shall  not 
pass  away.

May  the  words  of  Christ  become  daily  more 
precious  to  us :  "I  am  the  Resurrection  and  the 
Life :  he  that  believeth  in  me,  though  he  were 
dead,  yet  shall  he  live."  Lord,  we  believe;  help 
Thou  our  unbelief. 

We  earnestly  pray  that  we  may  grow  exceed 
ingly  in  faith  and  hope  and  love ;  make  us  stead 
fast  in  the  faith  of  the  crucified  and  risen  Saviour, 
so  that  our  path  on  earth  may  be  as  the  shining 
light,  and  that  at  length  through  the  grave  and 
gate  of  death,  we  too  may  pass  to  a  joyful  re 
surrection.  Prepare  us  by  thy  grace  for  that, 
glorious  day  when  He  shall  appear  the  second 
time  without  sin  unto  salvation — all  things  under 
his  feet,  the  last  enemy  destroyed,  and  the  king 
dom  which  has  been  gained  by  the  might  of  the 
Son,  delivered  up  to  the  glory  of  the  Father.

Answer  us,  0  God,  and  accept  this  our  morning 
worship,  which  we  present  in  the  name  of  thy 
adorable  Son,  Jesus  Christ  our  Saviour.  Amen.

Teach 
us  that  our  fellowship  is  with  the  Father,  and  with 
his  Son  Jesus  Christ.  Teach  us  by  thy  Holy 
Spirit,  this  evening,  that  we  may  be  enabled  to  see 
what  is  our  relation  to  Jesus  thy  Son.  Teach 
us  to  look  within  the  veil,  and  above  this  world 
of  sin,  and  to  know  something  of  that  new  and 
better  life  which  is  beyond.  Holy  Spirit,  take  of 
the  things  of  Jesus,  and  show  them  unto  us.  Teach 
us  that  in  Him,  our  risen  Head,  we  may  draw 
near  to  the  very  presence-chamber  of  the  King  of 
kings. 

But,  Lord,  while  we  thus  wait  upon  Thee,  and 
would  fain  linger  in  sight  of  thy  glory,  we  forget 
not  that  the  thorn  in  the  flesh  is  given  us.  The 
old  nature  is  still  ours,  and  though  crucified,  it  is 
always  striving  to  regain  the  mastery ;  it  is  very 
strong  to  buffet  us.  We  are  still  in  this  body  of 
sin,  still  wearing  our  pilgrim  garb,  still  treading 
an  enemy's  land.  Keep  us  low  in  the  dust  of 
self-abasement;  empty  us  of  ourselves.  We  are 
nothing.  We  have  nothing  to  bring  to  Thee  but 
our  sins.  Our  only  plea  is  that  we  are  sinners, 
and  that  in  stead  of  sinners  Jesus  died.  We  are 
so  weak  and  feeble  as  to  be  utterly  unable  to 
save  ourselves.  Teach  us  to  listen  to  those  loving 
words  which  Jesus  says  to  us  to-night,  "  My 
grace  is  sufficient  for  thee."  May  we  be  con 
tent  with  whatever  Thou  dost  appoint  for  us, 
whether  it  be  joy  or  sorrow,  whether  it  be  poverty 
or  riches ;  and  glory  in  our  infirmities,  that  the 
power  of  Christ  may  rest  upon  us.  Oh,  that  we 
may  know  more  of  the  power  of  Christ  in  our  daily 
conflict  with  sin  and  Satan.  Saviour,  do  Thou 
never  leave  us,  or  we  fall.  Keep  us  ever  looking 
to  Thee,  and  to  Thee  only. 

Heavenly  Father,  we  pray  for  others,  for  friends 
and  relatives,  and  those  endeared  to  each  of  us  by 
ties  of  earthly  relationship.  Do  Thou  bless  them 
in  Jesus.  And  if  there  be  any  of  them,  or  any  of 
those  who  are  now  kneeling  before  Thee,  who  do 
not  know  Jesus  as  their  Saviour,  teach  them  their 
danger ;  show  them  their  need  of  a  Saviour ; 
show  them  that  the  great  debt  of  sin  has  been 
paid ;  teach  them  to  trust  their  never-dying  souls 
to  the  blood  shed  upon  Calvary,  and  Thou  shalt 
have  all  the  glory  now  and  throughout  eternity. 

Hear  us,  0  Lord  God,  in  these  and  all  our  un 
worthy  prayers,  for  the  sake  of  thy  Son,  cur 
Saviour  Jesus  Christ.  Amen.

Increase  continually 
our  fellowship  with  the  Saviour,  so  that  death, 
whenever  it  comes,  may  be  gain.  Has  any  one  of 
us  arisen  without  a  due  sense  of  obligation  to 
Thee  ?  be  pleased  to  awaken  that  sense  now.  Is 
any  heart  trembling  in  anticipation  of  trial  and 
toil?  inspire  such  with  Christian  courage  and 
hope.  Be  to  us,  merciful  God,  all  that  we  need, 
from  the  beginning  of  the  day  unto  the  end  of  it. 
[Give  to  the  children  thy  Holy  Spirit  Teach 
them  to  follow  Jesus  in  everything.  Help  them 
to  love  and  to  trust  Thee  with  ah!  their  hearts.] 
Remember  for  good  all  who  are  suffering  from 
want,  from  sickness,  from  bereavement.  Bind  up 
the  broken-hearted,  and  heal  their  wounds.  Make 
all  happy  in  doing  good  to  each  other  and  in  glori 
fying  thy  holy  name.  Let  this  our  morning 
sacrifice  be  as  incense  before  Thee,  0  God,  and  do 
for  us  exceeding  abundantly  above  all  we  ask  or 
think,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.  Amen. 


READ  IN  HOLY  SCRIPTURE  2  CORINTHIANS  XIII. 


A  LMIGHTY  and  ever-present  God,  who  searches! 
-il.  out  all  our  ways,  and  to  whom  all  hearts  are 
open,  help  us  to  remember  that  Thou,  with  whom 
we  have  to  do,  seekest  truth  in  the  inward  parts, 
and  that  Thou  hatest  all  falsehood  and  lying. 

We  acknowledge  that  we  do  not  know  ourselves 
as  we  ought ;  we  are  blind  to  our  own  faults,  sharp- 
sighted  at  the  failings  of  others,  and  too  ready 
to  justify  and  excuse  our  conduct.  Make  us  to 
deal  more  honestly  by  ourselves ;  place  us  before 
the  glass  of  thy  holy  Word,  that  we  may  see  what 
manner  of  persons  we  are.  Teach  us  to  examine 
into  our  state  before  Thee ;  to  know  how  we  stand 
in  thy  sight,  as  believers  or  unbelievers,  as  accepted 
in  Christ  or  still  afar  off,  without  Christ,  and  there 
fore  without  hope.  We  mourn  that  there  is  so 
little  of  Christ  in  us ;  that  we  are  so  unlike  to  Him, 
and  so  unworthy  in  many  respects  of  the  name  we 
bear.  May  a  solemn  sense  of  our  obligations  lead 
us  to  greater  effort  to  be  conformed  to  his  image, 
and  to  be  made  new  creatures  in  Him,  without 
deception. 

Blessed  Jesus,  we  would  look  upon  Thee  with 
the  eye  of  faith,  contemplating  thy  perfect  example, 
watching  thy  footsteps,  and  steadily  following  thy 
guidance.  Correct  us  where  we  are  wrong.  May 
we  suffer  no  sin  to  pass  unrepented  of,  nor  rest  with 
any  unforgiven.  When  we  see  others  sin,  may  we 
be  kept  from  following  a  multitude  to  do  evil ;  and 
if  this  day  we  have  done  anything  simply  because 
we  have  seen  others  do  it,  may  we  be  in  future 
watchful  against  so  great  a  danger.  Grant  us  thy 
Holy  Spirit,  to  assist  us  in  examining  ourselves  ; 
and  when  overwhelmed  with  a  sense  of  our  sinful- 
ness,  direct  our  eyes  to  the  Lamb  of  God,  who 
taketh  away  the  sin  of  the  world.  Thus  pardoned 
and  at  peace  with  all,  we  would  retire  to  rest  this 
night,  looking  for  the  mercy  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
unto  eternal  life. 

We  cannot  close  the  day  without  thanking  Thee 
for  its  manifold  blessings,  and  for  all  the  good  things 
Thou  hast  caused  to  fall  to  our  lot.  We  would  call 
upon  our  souls  and  all  within  us  to  bless  and  praise 
thy  holy  name.  Grant  that  the  remembrance  of  thy 
blessings,  which  we  share  with  so  many,  may  lead 
us  to  love  our  fellow-men,  as  partakers  of  the 
benefit,  as  fellow-heirs  and  recipients  of  grace,  as 
those  for  whom  Jesus  shed  his  most  precious  blood, 
redeemed  from  sin  and  reserved  for  glory.  And 
now,  0  blessed,  glorious,  and  undivided  Trinity, 
Three  and  One,  we  reverence  Thee  as  God, 
humbling  ourselves  before  the  mystery  of  thy 
nature,  but  looking  to  the  effectual  power  of  thine 
operations,  and  praying  that  the  grace  of  the  Lord 
Jesus,  the  love  of  God,  and  the  communion  of  the 
Holy  Ghost,  may  be  with  us  all  evermore.  Amen.

READ  IN  HOLY  SCRIPTURE  ACTS  XX.   1-12. 


TJEAVENLY  Father,  we  kneel  before  thy 
-1J-  mercy- seat  this  evening,  praising  Thee  for  our 
creation,  preservation,  and  for  all  the  blessings  of 
this  life,  but  above  all  for  the  means  of  grace,  and 
for  the  hope  of  glory.  Enable  us,  0  Lord,  to  see 
the  depth  of  thy  love  towards  us,  in  sending  thy 
dear  Son  to  atone  for  our  sins,  and  to  give  us 
access  to  thy  throne  of  grace. 

But  we  are  sorely  beset  and  hindered  in  running 
the  race  set  before  us.  It  is  not  indeed  with  us 
as  it  wras  with  thy  servant  St  Paul,  that  the 
preaching  of  thy  Word  excites  an  uproar  amongst 
the  people,  and  endangers  life;  but  still  thy  people 
have  trials  and  temptations,  and  spiritual  enemies 
lay  wait  for  their  souls.

May  we  and  all  whom  we  love  rejoice  together  in 
Christ  Jesus.  Prepare  us,  0  Lord,  day  by  day, 
for  eternity.  Send  down  answers  to  our  prayers. 
Let  the  labours  of  thy  ministering  servants  be 
blessed  to  our  souls;  let  the  various  means  of  grace 
be  valued  by  us.  Give  us  increasing  love  for  thy 
holy  Word,  and  a  sincere  and  earnest  faith  in  thy 
promises.  Deepen  in  us  godly  sorrow  for  sin,  and 
unfold  more  clearly  to  us  the  riches  of  thy  love  in 
Christ  Jesus. 

Forbid  that  anything  should  stand  between  us 
and  our  high  Christian  duties  and  privileges,  and 
suffer  not  coldness  and  apathy  to  seize  our  souls, 
because  persecution  for  Christ's  sake  does  not  now 
drive  thy  servants  to  upper  chambers  and  secret 
places  that  they  may  worship  their  Lord ;  but 
rather  may  gratitude  for  our  favoured  lot  make 
us  more  earnest,  more  loving,  more  active,  more 
self-denying  in  carrying  on  the  work  for  which 
thy  servants  of  old  suffered,  even  unto  death,  will 
ingly  accepting  martyrdom  if  Jesus  might  be 
honoured  through  them.  .May  we  enjoy  constant 
communion  with  Thee.  Come,  0  Thou  Holy 
Spirit  of  Jesus,  and  reign  in  our  hearts,  and  suffer 
no  other  lord  to  have  dominion  there. 

Come  and  put  within  us  real  and  living  faith, 
that  we  may  experience  the  love  of  Christ,  and  be 
come  the  honoured  instruments  of  making  known 
to  others  thy  salvation. 

Hear  us,  0  God,  our  Father,  for  Jesus  Christ's 
sake,  to  whom  be  everlasting  praise  and  glory. 
Amen.

READ   IN   HOLY  SCRIPTURE  1  KINGS  XVIII.  21—46. 


OLORD  God  of  Abraham,  of  Isaac,  and  of  Jacob, 
let  it  be  known  to  us  this  day  that  Thou  art  the 
Hearer  and  Answerer  of  prayer.

Unite 
their  scattered  affections,  and  let  the  love  of  Christ, 
who  shed  his  blood  for  sinners,  bring  them  to 
repentance.  [We  pray  especially  for  the  children 
of  this  household,  that  they  may  early  choose  that 
good  part  which  shall  never  be  taken  away  from 
them.] 

And  now,  Lord,  what  wait  we  for  ?  Truly  our 
hope  is  in  Thee.  Let  the  sacred  fire  of  the  Holy 
Ghost  purify  our  hearts,  and  inflame  our  zeal.

Give  us  all  grace  to  lay  aside 
worldly  cares  at  the  close  of  this  day,  and  set  our 
house  in  order  for  the  duties  of  the  blessed  Sabbath.

BEAD    IN    HOLY    SCRIPTURE   GALATIANS  I. 


OTHOU  gracious  and  ever  blessed  Lord  God 
Almighty,  Thou  who  art  the  God  and  Father 
of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  through  whom  alone  we 
dare  to  approach  Thee,  and  whose  name  alone  we 
mention  in  thy  presence,  look  down  upon  us  in 
Him,  0  Lord,  and  for  his  sake  receive  us  gra 
ciously  and  love  us  freely. 

We  humbly  thank  Thee  for  the  mercies  of  the 
past  day ;  for  having  preserved  us  amid  many 
perils,  and  for  having  provided  for  us,  out  of  the 
riches  of  thy  grace,  things  needful  both  for  our 
souls  and  for  our  bodies.  We  acknowledge  with 
shame  and  confusion  of  face  that  we  are  unprofit 
able  servants — that  we  have  not  rendered  unto 
Thee  according  to  that  we  have  received.  Whilst 
Thou  hast  been  showering  down  blessings  upon  us, 
we  have  been  turning  away  from  Thee.  We  have 
gone  after  other  gods,  and  we  have  served  them. 
Pardon  our  iniquity,  0  Lord,  for  it  is  great.  Wash 
us  in  that  fountain  which  Thou  hast  opened  for  sin 
and  uncleanness.  Pour  down  upon  us  thy  holy, 
regenerating,  and  sanctifying  Spirit.  Make  us  new 
creatures.  Create  in  us  a  clean  heart,  0  God,  and 
renew  a  right  spirit  within  us. 

We  remember,  0  Lord,  that  another  of  thy  pre 
cious  Sabbaths  is  near  at  hand.  We  desire  at  this 
time  to  plead  for  those  who  on  the  morrow  shall 
plead  for  Thee.  Grant  them  to  speak  only  in  full 
accordance  with  thy  Word.  Let  their  preaching 
be  with  all  clearness  and  distinctness  of  doctrine. 
Let  no  error  be  intermingled  therewith.  Work 
mightily  through  them  to  the  turning  of  many 
from  darkness  to  light,  and  from  the  power  of 
Satan  unto  Thee ;  and  grant  that  the  whole  body 
of  thy  Church  may  be  comforted,  refreshed,  and 
edified. 

And,  gracious  Father,  we  desire  now  to  commit 
ourselves  to  thy  care.  Watch  over  us  and  keep  us 
through  the  night  unto  which  Thou  hast  brought 
us ;  strengthen  us  to  rise  on  the  morrow  so  re 
freshed  in  mind  and  body  as  to  be  prepared  to 
join  in  the  services  of  thy  sanctuary,  and  worship 
Thee  with  great  delight.  Let  thy  blessing  rest 
upon  all  the  means  of  grace  which  Thou  hast 
appointed  for  us.  Grant  us  to  pray  in  faith,  to 
sing  thy  praises  with  the  understanding,  and  to 
give  attentive  heed  to  the  preaching  of  thy  Word. 
Reveal  unto  us  more  and  more  of  thy  dear  Son. 
Grant  us  to  seek  justification,  not  by  the  works  of 
the  law,  but  by  the  righteousness  of  Christ.  And 
lest  we  should  frustrate  the  grace  of  God  and  make 
Christ  in  any  way  to  have  died  in  vain,  oh,  grant 
that  henceforward,  being  crucified  with  Christ, 
we  may  live  the  life  we  now  live  in  the  flesh  by 
the  faith  of  Him  who  loved  us  and  gave  Himself 
for  us.

READ  IN  HOLY  SCRIPTURE  1  KINGS   XIX. 


Thou 
knovvest  how  often  we  have  gone  astray  from 
Thee  by  the  failing  of  our  faith  in  the  hour  of 
temptation  and  trial,  and  have  forgotten  thy  sure 
words  of  comfort,  "  I  will  never  leave  thee  nor 
forsake  thee."

And  grant,  0  Lord,  that  when  life's  journey  is 
ended,  we  may  sit  down  at  the  marriage  supper 
of  the  Lamb,  when  He  who  is  in  the  midst  of  the 
throne  shall  feed  us,  and  shall  lead  us  unto  living 
fountains  of  waters,  and  God  shall  wipe  away  all 
tears  from  our  eyes.  Hear  us,  far  the  sake  of 
Jesus  Christ,  our  Lord.  Amen.

Preserve  us  and  all  thy  people  from  false 
doctrine,  and  especially  make  clear  to  us  the  way 
of  salvation  through  faith  in  Jesus  Christ.  Bless 
all  the  ministrations  of  thy  servants  this  day,  and 
make  thy  Gospel  to  triumph  in  the  conversion  both 
of  Jews  and  Gentiles. 

Take  us  now  into  thy  gracious  keeping.  Bless 
us  and  all  for  whom  we  would,  pray,  according  to 
thy  mercy  and  our  need,  for  Jesus  Christ's  sake, 
to  whom,  with  Thee  and  the  Holy  Spirit,  be  ever 
lasting  praise.  Amen.

0  Lord,  as 
we  call  to  mind  the  many  and  grievous  sins  that 
we  have  committed,  help  us  to  cry  to  Thee  ear 
nestly  for  pardon,  through  Jesus  Christ.  We  have 
greatly  sinned  against  Thee.  Our  iniquities  cry  to 
Thee  for  vengeance.  We  have  deserved  thy  wrath. 
Good  Lord,  deliver  us. 

0  God,  pardon — sanctify — bless  us,  for  Jesus 
Christ's  sake.  Amen. 


READ   IN    HOLY   SCRIPTURE   GALATIANS   III. 


A  LMIGHTY  and  most  merciful  Father,  another 
-t\-  day  has  been  numbered  with  eternity  since 
we  last  met  before  Thee,  and  we  have  new  mercies 
to  praise  Thee  for,  and  new  sins  for  which  to  seek 
thy  forgiveness.  Lord,  teach  us  to  pray.  Mer 
cifully  bow  down  thine  ear  and  hear  us,  and  give 
us  an  answer  of  peace. 

Blessed  art  Thou,  0  God,  far  above  all  our 
praises.  All  the  hosts  of  heaven,  ten  thousand 
times  ten  thousand,  and  thousands  of  thousands, 
sing  thy  praises,  and  rest  not  day  and  night, 
saying,  "  Holy,  holy,  holy,  Lord  God  of  hosts ;

Thou  knowest  the  dangers  in  our  paths ;  pour 
out  upon  us  more  and  more  of  the  Holy  Ghost, 
to  keep  us  and  to  guide  us.  Hedge  up  our  way,  if 
necessary,  with  thorns,  so  that  we  may  never  turn 
aside  out  of  the  right  path.  Guard  us  against  all 
declension  in  heart  or  in  practice.  Con  form  us 
more  and  more  to  the  image  of  Christ,  and  help  us 
so  to  live  to  Christ,  that  others  may  be  won  to  Jesus 
by  our  life.  Lord,  make  us  holy,  as  Thou  art  holy. 
And  now  take  us,  and  all  dear  to  us,  under 
thy  keeping  this  night,  and  bless  us,  0  our  Father, 
for  Jesus  Christ's  sake.  Amen.

READ    IN   HOLY   SCRIPTURE  1  KINGS   XXII.   1—38.

READ   IN   HOLY  SCRIPTURE    GALATIANS  IV. 


OTHOU  eternal,  omnisciem,  and  omnipresent 
Jehovah,  our  most  gracious  Father  in  Christ 
Jesus.  We  bow  ourselves  before  thy  Divine  Ma 
jesty,  and  entreat  Thee,  for  the  sake  of  thy  dear 
Son,  to  hear,  to  answer,  and  to  bless  us.

Enable  them  rightly  to  divide 
thy  Word,  and  grant  that  thy  Word  preached  may 
be  instrumental  both  in  the  conversion  of  sinners 
and  in  the  edifying  of  thy  saints.  Grant  this,  and 
every  other  needful  blessing,  we  humbly  beseech 
Thee,  for  Jesus  Christ's  sake,  our  most  blessed 
Lord  and  Saviour,  to  whom,  with  Thee  and  the 
Eternal  Spirit,  bo  everlasting  praise.

READ  IN  HOLY  SCRIPTURE  2  CHRONICLES  XX.  1-20.

But  chiefly  when  the  sons  of  wickedness 
arise  up  against  us,  and  our  souls  are  sore  tried 
with  many  fears,  may  we  remember  thy  wonders 
of  old.  Are  not  the  children  of  faith  counted  for 
thy  people,  and  the  seed  of  Abraham  thy  servant 
dear  in  thy  sight  ?  Thou  dost  permit  us  to  rejoice 
in  the  promises,  and  to  experience  the  exceeding 
joy  which  arises  to  them  who  are  clothed  in  the 
justifying  righteousness  of  Jesus.  Thou  hast  given 
to  us  the  promise  of  an  inheritance  among  the 
saints  in  light.  Thou  hast  shown  to  us  that  the 
path  of  faith  is  the  path  of  safety,  and  that  they 
who  know  Thee  now  by  faith  shall  attain  one  day 
to  the  fruition  of  thy  glorious  Godhead. 

Graciously  pour  into  our  hearts,  in  fuller  mea 
sure,  the  spirit  of  grace  and  of  supplication.  Teach 
us  not  to  fear  though  the  earth  be  removed,  and 
though  the  mountains  be  carried  into  the  midst  of 
the  sea.  But  rather  may  we  expect  perpetually  to 
be  cheered  and  sustained  by  thy  gracious  interposi 
tion,  and  made  to  delight  more  and  more  in  the 
safety  which  Thou  dost  accord  to  them  who  love 
Thee. 

Send,  we  pray  Thee,  thy  Holy  Spirit  upon 
thy  people.  Enlighten  the  minds  of  those  whom 
Thou  dost  set  in  authorit}',  and  enable  them  to 
perceive  and  know  what  they  ought  to  do.  Give 
a  word  of  wisdom  to  all  thy  watchmen,  and  teach 
them  to  lift  up  the  voice  and  to  cry,  and  to  instruct 
and  teach  thy  people.  Above  all  would  we  pray 
for  the  monarch  whom  Thou  hast  set  over  us.  Oh, 
may  her  heart  be  fixed,  and  not  fear  for  evil 
tidings.  May  she  be  cheered  and  comforted  by 
the  words  of  them  whom  Thou  hast  charged  to 
speak  in  thy  name,  and  may  she  reverently  hear 
and  obey  when  thou  dost  deign  to  teach. 

Thus,  0  Lord,  shall  thy  people  fear  no  evil 
tidings.  The  hearts  of  all  that  trust  Thee  shall 
be  established,  and  have  great  peace.  The  word 
of  God  shall  grow  and  prosper  through  the  fidelity 
of  them  that  serve  Thee,  and  Thou  shalt  get  Thee 
honour,  0  Lord,  through  thy  mercy  and  goodness 
unto  thy  chosen. 

And  now  we  pray  that  Thou  wilt  keep  us  this 
day,  and  every  day,  and  make  all  the  dispensa 
tions  of  thy  providence  to  work  in  us  according 
to  the  good  pleasure  of  thy  will,  through  Jesus 
Christ  our  Lord.  Amen. 


READ  IN   HOLY  SCRIPTURE  GALATIANS  V. 


A  GAIN,  0  Lord,  hast  Thou,  by  thy  good  provi- 
-£*•  dence,  brought  us  to  the  close  of  a  day  in 
which  grace,  mercy,  and  peace  have  been  multi 
plied  unto  us.  May  we  be  enabled,  by  thy  Holy 
Spirit's  aid,  to  look  backward,  and  say,  "  Hitherto 
hath  the  Lord  helped  us  with  his  providence  and 
his  grace,"  supplying  all  our  temporal  and  our 
spiritual  necessities.  May  we  look  forward  with 
quietness  and  confidence  to  all  that  may  befall  us 
and  ours  in  time  to  come.  And  yet,  0  Lord,  the 
very  thought  and  mention  of  so  marvellous  a  proof 
of  thine  unmerited  goodness  in  giving  a  promise 
of  grace  and  glory,  fills  us  with  shame,  and  brings 
us  into  the  dust,  while  we  lay  our  hands  upon  our 
mouths  and  say,  "  Behold  we  are  vile  ;  what  shall 
we  say  unto  Thee  ?

The  day  is  past,  and  in  the  book  of  thy  remem 
brance  innumerable  sins  and  ignorances  must  be 
recorded.  We  pray  Thee,  blot  them  out  with 
Christ's  most  precious  blood  ;  deal  not  with  us 
after  our  sins ;  pardon  our  iniquity,  for  it  is  great.

Have  any  of 
us  begun  to  run  well  but  are  hindered?  remove 
every  obstacle  out  of  the  way ;  renew  them  with 
fresh  strength,  so  to  run  that  they  may  obtain  the 
prize  set  before  them.  Are  any  in  danger  of  mis 
using  Christian  liberty  ?  Give  them  a  right  judg 
ment,  a  sound  faith,  and  establish  them  in  thy 
truth. 

Grant  that  all  of  us  may  be  endued  with,  and 
be  taught  and  led  by  the  Holy  Spirit  May  the 
works  of  the  flesh  be  mortified,  subdued,  and 
overcome.  May  the  fruits  of  the  Spirit — love,  joy, 
peace — be  especially  apparent  amongst  us,  as  indi 
viduals  and  as  a  family.  May  we  all  live  in  the 
Spirit,  walk  in  the  Spirit,  and  finally,  by  thy 
mercy,  reach  thy  glory. 

To  our  confessions  and  petitions  we  add  our 
praises  and  thanksgivings  for  mercies  countless 
as  the  sands,  for  creation,  preservation,  and  all 
the  blessings  of  this  life  ;  and  with  an  earnest, 
hearty  prayer  for  thy  blessing  on  all  we  love, 
and  for  whom  in  duty  we  are  bound  to  pray,  and 
a  petition  for  thy  watchful  eye  to  be  on  us  through 
the  night,  we  lay  ourselves  down  in  peace,  and 
take  our  rest,  for  it  is  Thou  only  that  maketh  us  to 
dwell  in  safety.  We  ask  all  for  Jesus  Christ's 
sake.  Amen.

Prosper 
thy  Word  in  all  the  world  this  day,  and  make  it 
effectual  to  the  salvation  of  the  unsaved  and  the 
comfort  of  the  sorrowing.  Hear  us  and  bless  us, 
0  God,  for  Jesus'  sake.  Amen. 


READ   IN   HOLY  SCRIPTURE  GALATIANS  VI. 


A  LMIGHTY  God  and,  most  merciful  Father,  wo 
**  come  before  Thee  again  this  evening  to  acknow 
ledge  with  thankfulness  thy  continued  daily  mercies 
to  us  in  Christ  Jesus.  Raise  our  hearts  to  Thee  in 
true  love :  for  we  would  be  followers  of  Thee,  as 
dear  children. 

Give  us  grace  to  live  in  the  spirit  of  meekness, 
gentleness,  and  Christian  forbearance  towards  all 
men.  Teach  us  to  bear  one  another's  burdens,  and 
to  bear  with  one  another's  infirmities.

Bless  all  our  relations,  friends,  and  neighbours, 
especially  the  sick  and  afflicted;  bless  our  enemies, 
if  we  have  any,  and  turn  their  hearts.  Greatly 
bless  the  ministers  of  thy  Word  ;  own,  honour, 
accept  their  work,  and  make  them  successful 
winners  of  souls  to  Christ  for  salvation. 

And  now,  0  Lord,  take  us  unto  thy  fatherly 
care  and  protection.  May  we  sleep  in  peace,  in 
the  assured  hope  of  the  forgiveness  of  all  our  sins 
through  Jesus  Christ,  our  Mediator  and  Redeemer.

We  pray  that  we 
may  be  guided  by  thy  Spirit  in  the  profitable  use 
of  thy  mercies,  lest  the  very  heathen  should  rise 
against  us  in  judgment.  Impress  deeply  on  our 
hearts  the  importance  of  being  sincere  in  our 
religious  profession,  that  we  may  not  serve  Thee 
with  our  lips  while  our  hearts  are  far  from  Thee. 
Oh,  may  our  religion  be  a  religion  of  the  heart, 
in  the  spirit  and  not  in  the  letter,  whose  praise  is 
not  of  men  but  of  God. 

Take  us,  and  all  whom  we  love,  into  thy  Divine 
keeping  for  the  night.  May  we  rest  in  safety  and 
rise  refreshed  and  thankful  for  the  blessings  of 
another  Lord's  day.  Lord,  by  thy  Spirit  so  stir 
up  our  hearts,  that  we  may  long  after  Thee  in  thy 
ordinances  as  the  hart  for  the  water-brook,  and 
know  thy  grace  and  glory  in  the  sanctuary.  Hear 
us  and  help  us  in  all  we  need,  for  the  sake  of  Jesus 
Christ  our  Lord.  Amen.

READ  IN  HOLY  SCRIPTURE  2  KINGS  VI.   1-23.

Let  them  be  ashamed  and  confounded  that  seek 
after  our  soul  to  destroy  it.  Let  them  be  turned 
back  and  put  to  shame  that  desire  our  hurt.  Up 
hold  us  by  thy  right  hand,  and  give  us  to  be  more 
than  conquerors  at  the  last. 

Heai',  0  Lord,  the  prayers  of  thy  servants,  and 
give  ear  unto  these  our  supplications.  0  Lord, 
hearken,  and  do  the  things  that  we  have  asked, 
for  thy  dear  Son's  sake,  Jesus  Christ,  our  only 
Saviour  and  Redeemer,  to  whom,  with  Thee  and 
the  Holy  Ghost,  be  eternal  praises.  Amen. 


READ  IN  HOLY  SCRIPTURE  ROMANS  III.

Comfort  those  who  are  in  sorrow,  and 
help  them  to  flee  to  Jesus  as  the  only  refuge  of 
the  troubled  soul.  We  ask  all  through  Jesus 
Christ,  our  Lord.

READ    IN    HOLY  SCRIPTURE   2  KINGS    VII.

may  thus  govern  the  nation  with  a  view  to  thy 
glory.

Christ,  our  only  Mediator  and  Advocate.  Amen. 


READ    IN    HOLY    SCRIPTURE    ROMANS    IV. 

0  ALMIGHTY  Father,  who  hast  exalted  thy 
Son,  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  to  be  a  Prince 
and  a  Saviour,  for  to  give  repentance  and  remission 
of  sins,  grant  unto  each  one  now  kneeling  before 
Thee  the  blessedness  of  him  whose  iniquities  are 
forgiven,  and  whose  sins  are  covered. 

0  Lord,  if  we  say  that  we  have  no  sin,  we 
deceive  ourselves,  and  the  truth  is  not  in  us ;  but 
we  confess,  0  God,  that  we  have  erred  and  gone 
astray  from  Thee,  and  from  the  ways  of  thy  com 
mandments.  We  have  not  loved  Thee  as  we 
ought,  and  we  have  lived  too  much  to  ourselves, 
instead  of  seeking  thy  will  and  thy  glory.

Finally,  we  beseech  Thee,  0  heavenly  Father, 
to  enable  us  to  look  unto  Christ  crucified  for  sup 
port  and  comfort  under  pain  and  sickness,  loss  and 
bereavement.  May  we  have  the  same  mind  that 
was  in  Christ,  being  patient  under  tribulation,  and 
submitting  ourselves  to  thy  holy  will.  Give  us  an 
increasing  sense  of  the  realities  of  eternity,  that  we 
may  lightly  esteem  the  sufferings  of  this  present 
time,  and  reckon  them  not  worthy  to  be  compared 
with  the  glory  that  shall  be  revealed. 

And  we  bless  thy  holy  name  for  thy  promise 
that  death  shall  be  swallowed  up  in  victory.  Thou 
hast  raised  up  thy  Son  Jesus  from  the  dead,  and 
hast  promised  that  because  He  lives,  we  shall  live 
also.  Let  us  take  these  gracious  words  to  our 
great  and  endless  comfort,  that  so,  when  we  lie 
down  to  die,  we  may  rest  in  peace,  and  sleep  in 
Him  who  is  alone  our  hope  and  trust,  even  Jesus 
Christ,  thy  dear  Son,  our  ever-living  Lord  and 
Saviour.  Amen.

Suffer  us  not  to  be 
conformed  to  this  world,  but  may  we  be  daily 
transformed  by  the  renewing  of  our  minds,  and  thus 
may  we  prove  more  and  more  what  is  that  good, 
and  acceptable,  and  perfect  will  of  thine.  0  Holy 
and  Eternal  Spirit,  do  Thou  increasingly  enlighten 
our  minds.  Be  Thou  our  teacher,  that  we  may 
learn  more  of  the  great  truths  contained  in  thy 
holy  Word. 

O  Thou  King  of  kings,  and  Lord  of  lords,  the 
only  ruler  of  princes,  we  pray  to  Thee  on  behalf 
of  our  Sovereign  and  all  in  authority.  May 
they  seek  to  promote  thy  glory,  and  to  advance 
thy  cause  in  all  they  do.  We  know  that  all 
hearts  are  in  thy  hands;  do  Thou  so  dispose 
and  turn  them  as  it  seemeth  best  to  thy  godly 
wisdom.  May  the  rich  in  the  world  be  rich  in 
good  works,  ready  to  distribute,  willing  to  commu 
nicate,  and  not  trust  in  uncertain  riches,  but  in 
Thee,  the  living  and  the  true  God.  May  multitudes 
among  all  classes  be  constrained  by  the  love  of 
Christ,  and  give  to  Thee  of  their  substance  who 
giveth  us  richly  all  things  to  enjoy.  Thou  hast 
taught  us  that  righteousness  exalteth  a  nation,  but 
that  sin  is  a  reproach  to  any  people.  Let  the  evil 
example  of  those  wicked  persons  recorded  in  thy 
Word  be  a  warning  to  all  who  are  in  authority, 
that  they  may  not  follow  a  multitude  to  do  evil ; 
but  grant  that  the  pious  efforts  of  thy  servants,  who 
did  good  in  Israel  toward  God  and  toward  their 
own  house,  may  stimulate  them  to  follow  in  their 
steps.  Restrain  the  young  who  shall  be  the  future 
rulers  of  our  country  from  all  evil  counsels,  and 
thus  bringing  reproach  on  thy  name,  injury  to  their 
own  souls,  and  wrath  upon  the  people  of  this  land, 
and  so  direct  them  that  they  may  seek  first  the 
guidance  and  the  teaching  of  thy  blessed  Spirit, 
and  then  the  counsel  of  thy  faithful  servants. 

We  ask  these  and  every  mercy  in  and  through 
Jesus  Christ.     Amen. 


READ   IN    HOLY   SCRIPTURE    ROMANS   VI. 


OOUR  Father,  grant  to  us,  thy  children,  the 
spirit  of  prayer.     Enable  us,  through  Christ, 
by  one  Spirit,  to  have  access  to  Thee.

Oh,  how  shall 
our  stammering  lips  praise  Thee  enough  for  the 
grace  that  rescued  us  from  a  slavery  so  base, 
and  a  doom  so  dread  !  May  we  ever  obey  from 
the  heart  that  form  of  doctrine  which  was  delivered 
us.  Now  Thou  hast  bought  us  for  Thyself;  now 
we  are  no  longer  our  own.  All  that  we  are,  and 
all  that  we  have,  is  thine.  Oh,  teach  us  not  only 
to  realise  our  unspeakable  dignity,  but  to  manifest 
our  great  responsibility.  Now  let  us  yield  our 
selves  as  instruments  of  righteousness  unto  Thee. 
Now,  in  every  thought,  and  word,  and  work,  in 
all  our  intercourse  with  the  world,  in  every 
station  and  relationship  of  life,  enable  us  to  bear 
fruit  more  and  more  unto  holiness,  as  we  realise 
more  and  more  the  blessed  end  that  is  before  us, 
everlasting  life. 

Pardon  all  that  Thou  hast  seen  amiss  in  us  this 
day.  Be  with  us  this  night.  And  if  spared  to 
see  another  day,  may  our  desire  be  to  glorify  Thee 
afresh  in  our  bodies  and  in  our  spirits,  which  are 
thine.  We  ask  all  for  Christ's  sake.  Amen.

Bless  the  Royal 
Family  with  all  temporal  and  spiritual  blessings. 
Take  under  thy  special  protection  all  those  who 
are  travelling  by  land  or  by  water.  Accept,  0 
Father  of  mercy,  our  humble  and  hearty  thanks 
for  all  thy  mercies  towards  us,  more  especially, 
and  above  all,  for  thy  great  love  in  giving  thine 
only  Son  for  our  redemption.

In  his  name  we  bless  Thee  for  all  the  mercies 
of  the  clay  now  past,  and  implore  Thee  to  take 
us  under  thy  protection  for  the  night  to  which 
Thou  hast  brought  us.  0  God,  visit  with  thy 
richest  blessings  all  who  are  dear  to  us.  Oh, 
make  them  thine  more  and  more,  and  keep  them 
thine  for  ever,  that  they  may  live  to  thy  praise 
here,  and  with  us  share  thy  glory  hereafter.

But,  Lord,  we  desire  to  humble  ourselves  before 
Thee  for  our  many  sins.  In  looking  back  upon 
the  past  week,  alas  !  in  how  many  ways  have  we 
transgressed  thy  holy  laws  by  thought,  word,  and 
deed  !  Blot  out  our  transgressions,  and  purge  away 
our  iniquities,  that  we  may  be  whiter  than  snow. 
Create  in  us  a  clean  heart,  0  God,  and  renew  a 
right  spirit  within  us.  Make  us  to  hate  sin,  and 
to  fight  against  it  with  steadfast  perseverance. 

And  now,  0  gracious  God,  in  the  prospect  of 
another  sacred    day  of  rest,    may   our  hearts   be 
calmed  from  worldly  turmoil,  and    our   souls  be 
prepared   for   the   duties  and    privileges    of    thy 
blessed  Sabbath.

Oh,  hasten  thy  kingdom   and  the  coming  of  thy 
dear  Son  in  glory.     Look  down  with  compassion 
on  the  heathen  nations  who  are  sitting  in  dark 
ness  and  the  shadow  of  death.     Raise  up  and  send 
forth  to  the  harvest  many  more  labourers  to  preach 
the  unsearchable  riches  of  Christ.     Bless  thy  ser 
vants  already  in  the  field,  enduring  the  heat  and 
burthen  of  the  day.    Strengthen  their  hands,  prosper 
their  labours,  and  give  them  many  souls  for  their 
hire,   that   they  may  rejoice  in  the  day  of  Christ 
that  they  have  not  run   in  vain,  neither  laboured 
in  vain.     Bless  all  missionary  societies  at  home  ; 
give  wisdom  to  their  counsels,  and  provide  them 
with  men  and  means  to  circulate  more  widely  the 
Gospel  of  the  grace  of  God  to  the  ends  of  the  earth. 
We  now  commend  ourselves,  and  all  that  are  neat 
and  dear  to  us,  to   thy  care  and  protection    this 
night;    give    us   rest  and    sleep,  and   raise    us  up 
again,  in  health  and  safety,  for  the  sacred  duties  of 
thine  own  day.      We  ask  all  in  the  name  of  Jesus 
Christ  our  Lord.     Amen. 
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17VER  blessed  and  glorious  Jehovah,  trusting  in 
J-J  the  merits  and  intercession  of  thy  dear  Son, 
we  bow  ourselves  this  morning  before  the  throne 
of  thy  majesty.  Thy  goodness  hath  spared  us 
through  the  past  night,  while  its  darkness  and 
repose  have  ministered  to  our  necessities  and  re 
cruited  our  wearied  frames.  We  have  been  mer 
cifully  kept  from  sickness  and  from  accident  of 
every  kind  :  for  these  great  benefits  we  offer  to 
Thee  the  sacrifice  of  praise.

Have  mercy  upon  them  who  neither  value  thy 
great  salvation  nor  love  thy  people.  •  Graciously 
convert  them,  and  bring  them  to  repentance  and 
the  knowledge  of  thy  truth.  Cause  many  this  day 
to  feel  their  sins,  and  to  look  unto  Christ  for  peace. 
Let  not  the  great  enemy  triumph  this  day.  O 
Thou  that  art  stronger  than  he,  snatch  perishing 
souls  from  his  grasp,  and  glorify  thy  grace  in  their 
salvation. 

Bless  tho  ministrations  of  thy  servants,  the 
pastors  of  thy  flock.  Make  them  faithful  in  de 
claring  thy  message,  and  zealous  to  win  souls 
to  Christ.  Help  them  rightly  to  divide  the  word 
of  truth,  and  thus  to  give  each  his  portion  of 
spiritual  food  in  due  season.  May  we  strive  to 
profit  by  their  godly  admonitions,  and  let  thy  Holy 
Spirit  carry  the  arrow  of  conviction  to  many  dead 
souls  this  day,  so  that  not  a  few  may  be  added  to 
thy  Church  who  shall  be  eternally  saved. 

Bless  our  beloved  Sovereign  and  all  the  Royal 
Family.  Make  them  solicitous  for  the  spread  of 
true  religion  throughout  the  land.  Bless  all 
orders  and  ranks  among  us,  and  may  this  prove  a 
Sabbath  of  holy  rest,  of  hallowed  communion,  and 
of  spiritual  joy  to  all. 

Hear  us,  heavenly  Father,  for  thy  dear  Son's 
sake,  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.

With  us,  0  God,  succour  all  them  that  are  in 
trouble,  and  enable  them  to  come  to  Thee  for  help 
and  deliverance.  Thine,  0  Lord,  is  the  victory. 
Ever  bestow  it  upon  thy  militant  Church,  that 
unto  Thee  we  may  evermore  give  the  praise  and 
the  glory.

Grant  this,  0  merci 
ful  Father,  for  his  name's  sake ;  and  unto  Him, 
to  Thyself,  and  to  the  holy  Ghost,  ever  one  God, 
be  ascribed  all  the  glory  and  the  majesty,  world 
without  end.

Accept  our  grateful  thanks  for  the  many  mercies 
with  which  thy  love  has  surrounded  us  this  morn 
ing.  May  all  thy  gifts  lead  us  nearer  to  Thee,  and 
all  be  held  as  talents  to  be  used  for  Thee.  But 
whatever  may  be  the  earthly  blessings  Thou  art 
pleased  to  give  us,  help  us  to  lay  up  our  treasure 
in  heaven,  where  neither  moth  nor  rust  corrupt, 
nor  thieves  break  through  and  steal.  Suffer  no 
outward  prosperity  to  draw  our  hearts  away  from 
this  enduring  treasure.  May  they  ever  be  fixed 
where  true  joys  are  to  be  found.  Especially  we 
ask  Thee  never  to  leave  us  to  ourselves.  Whatever 
trials  or  temptations  Thou  mayest  see  to  be  right 
and  good  for  us,  deliver  us  out  of  every  tempta 
tion,  strengthen  us  to  endure  every  trial:  and,  0 
Lord,  we  do  earnestly  ask  Thee  to  be  with  us  in 
every  time  of  need.  We  know  ourselves  to  be 
weaker  than  a  bruised  reed,  to  need  help  every 
moment,  and  therefore  again  we  pray  Thee,  leave 
us  not,  neither  forsake  us,  0  God  of  our  salvation. 

We  thank  Thee  for  the  portion  of  health  and 
strength  we  enjoy  this  morning.  Whenever  it 
shall  be  thy  will  that  sickness  should  visit  us, 
help  us  to  receive  the  sickness,  as  we  do  the  health, 
as  from  Thee,  and  may  each  state  be  to  thy  glory ; 
each  promote  that  conformity  of  our  spirits  to  the 
likeness  of  Christ  which  is  our  chief  desire.  0 
Lord,  in  all  things  bend  our  wills  to  thine.  May 
it  be  no  mere  form  of  words,  but  the  expression  of 
our  inward  souls,  when  we  say  "  Thy  will  be 
done." 

Not  only  in  our  hearts  and  by  us  may  thy  will 
be  done,  but  throughout  the  world  :  may  all  nations 
and  all  people  be  made  subject  to  Thee.  We  re 
member  now  before  Thee  the  many  thousands  of 
China,  of  India,  and  of  other  lands,  who  have  never 
heard  thy  name,  upon  whom  the  light  of  the 
Gospel  has  not  yet  sinned.  Lord,  have  mercy  upon 
them.  Arouse  those  who  know  Thee  and  Jesus 
Christ  whom  Tliou  hast  sent,  to  put  forth  more 
strenuous  efforts  to  send  the  Gospel  more  abun 
dantly  to  the  heathen.  May  we  all  pray  more  for 
this,  seeing  Thou  hast  said  that  for  all  these  things 
Thou  wilt  be  inquired  of  by  thy  people.  0  Lord, 
help  us  then  to  continue  in  prayer  until  Thou 
shalt  make  Jerusalem  a  praise  in  the  earth. 
All  these  things  we  ask  for  Jesus  Christ's  sake. 
Amen. 


READ  IN   HOLY   SCRIPTURE  ROMANS  XII. 


INTERNAL  and  ever  blessed  God,  in  whom 
-L-J  we  live,  and  move,  and  have  our  being,  we 
feel  that  thy  goodness  to  us  this  day  has  laid  us 
under  fresh  obligations  to  love  and  serve  Thee. 
We  are  unworthy  of  thy  notice,  for  we  are  but 
dust  and  ashes  in  thy  sight.  We  have  not  walked 
before  Thee  this  day  as  humbly  and  as  obediently 
as  we  ought  to  have  done.  Thoughts  have  arisen 
in  our  minds,  and  feelings  in  our  hearts,  and  words 
may,  in  an  unguarded  moment,  have  escaped,  our 
lips  that  have  displeased  Thee.  We  confess  this 
with  shame  and  sorrow,  and  pray  that,  ere  we 
retire  to  rest,  we  may  be  forgiven,  and  that  our 
consciences,  through  the  blood  of  sprinkling,  may 
be  cleansed  and  made  peaceful. 

By  the  aid  of  thy  Holy  Spirit  we  would  turn 
away  from  all  iniquity,  and  strive  with  more 
earnestness  to  please  Thee,  by  constantly  looking 
unto  Jesus,  and  by  walking  in  the  way  of  thy 
commandments. 

We  bless  Thee  for  that  instructive  portion  of 
Holy  Scripture  we  have  just  read,  and  we  beseech 
Thee  to  incline  our  hearts  to  keep  these  thy 
statutes.  The  presentation  of  our  bodies  to  Thee, 
a  living  sacrifice,  holy  and  acceptable,  is  our 
reasonable  service.  May  we  not  be  conformed  to 
the  world,  and  may  we  daily  be  renewed  in  the 
spirit  of  our  minds,  and  put  on  the  new  man, 
which  after  God  is  created  in  righteousness  and 
true  holiness.  As  members  of  the  same  family, 
as  parts  of  the  great  brotherhood  of  mankind, 
and  as  heirs  of  the  grace  of  life,  may  we  discharge 
all  our  respective  duties,  whether  parents  or  child 
ren,  masters  or  servants,  in  thy  fear.  While  at 
tending  to  things  temporal,  may  we  not  neglect 
things  eternal ;  and  may  the  piety  of  our  hearts 
appear  in  our  lives.  Deliver  and  preserve  us  from 
pride,  covetousness,  slothfulness,  and  selfishness, 
evils  to  which  our  fallen  nature  is  so  prone.  With 
the  sick  and  the  mourning  help  us  to  sympathise, 
and  with  kind  words  and  generous  actions  may  we 
remind  them  of  Him  who  went  about  doing  good, 
and  convince  them  that  godliness  is  profitable  unto 
all  things,  having  promise  of  the  life  that  now  is, 
and  of  that  which  is  to  come.  May  we  rather 
suffer  wrong  than  needlessly  provoke  the  ill-doer, 
and  by  gentleness  and  forbearance  disarm  the  un- 
kindness  and  malice  of  all  who  would  injure  us. 
Lord,  soften  their  hearts,  and  help  us  to  forgive 
them,  as  we  hope  to  be  forgiven  by  Thee. 

And  now,  gracious  God,  we  commend  our 
selves,  one  another,  relatives  and  friends,  and  all 
for  whom  we  should  pray,  to  thy  loving  care  for 
the  night.  Hear  and  answer  us,  for  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ's  sake ;  to  whom,  with  Thee  and  the 
Holy  Spirit,  be  everlasting  praise.  Amen.

READ   IN   HOLY  SCRIPTURE  ROMANS   XIII. 


OLORD  God  Almighty,  look  down  upon  us 
assembled  before  Thee  this  morning,  and 
for  Jesus'  sake  pardon  our  manifold  and  grievous 
transgressions.  Let  not  this  prayer  come  only 
from  our  lips,  but  may  it  be  the  earnest  suppli 
cation  of  our  hearts.  Mercifully  grant,  0  holy 
Father,  that  we  may  see,  by  the  light  afforded 
by  thy  Holy  Spirit,  how  utterly  lost  and  corrupted 
we  are  by  nature ;  how  far  we  wander  from  Thee, 
even  after  we  have  heard  thy  loving  voice  inviting 
us  to  return  unto  Thee ;  how  apt  we  continually 
are  to  yield  either  to  the  assaults  or  to  the  allure 
ments  of  the  enemy  of  our  souls ;  and  how  un 
speakably  imperfect  are  our  best  efforts  in  thy 
service.  Grant,  0  Lord,  that  we  may  see  and 
feel  all  this,  and  may  come  again  and  again  to  the 
fountain  opened  for  all  sin  and  for  all  uncleanness, 
even  the  precious  blood  of  Jesus  Christ  thy  Son, 
which  is  able  to  wash  away  all  sin.

May  they  render 
the  ministers  of  thy  holy  Word  more  zealous  in 
seeking  to  win  souls  unto  Thee ;  may  they  render 
them  more  earnest  in  their  expostulations  with 
poor  sinners  madly  hastening  to  destruction,  but 
whom  Thou  art  ready  even  now  to  receive ;  to 
whom  Thou  art  crying  even  now,  "  Why  will  ve 
die?" 

We  would  beseech  Thee,  0  heavenly  Father,  to 
direct  us  in  all  the  business  and  employments  of 
this  day.  May  we  endeavour  in  all  things  to  serve 
Thee,  in  all  things  to  glorify  Thee.  Permit  us  not, 
0  Lord,  to  set  up  any  idol  in  our  heart.  Let  not 
self,  let  not  pleasure,  let  not  eagerness  after  the 
things  of  this  world  occupy  thy  place.  Our  hearts 
should  be  as  a  temple  prepared  for  Thee.  Set  up 
thy  throne  there,  0  God,  and  reign  there  ever 
more. 

We  would  pray  for  those  dear  to  us.  Bless 
them,  0  gracious  Father,  with  every  blessing. 
Enrich  them  with  all  spiritual  mercies.  If  any 
are  in  trouble,  sanctify  the  afflicting  dispensation 
unto  them.  May  we  not  only  be  enabled  to 
receive  thy  loving  correction  with  meekness  and 
patience  when  it  pleases  Thee  to  afflict  us,  but 
may  it  be  so  sanctified  unto  us,  that  it  may 
prove  to  us  a  priceless  blessing.  These  mercies  we 
humbly  ask  for  Jesus'  sake.  Amen. 


OTHOU,  in  whom  we  live,  and  move,  and  have 
our  being,  we  unite  together  at  thy  footstool 
to  offer  our  evening  tribute  of  praise  and  prayer. 
Give  us,  we  beseech  Thee,  the  help  of  thy  Holy 
Spirit.  May  He  make  intercession  within  us,  while 
Jesus,  the  one  Mediator,  makes  intercession  for  us 
before  thy  throne. 

We  have  much  to  thank  Thee  for.  Our  debt 
of  gratitude  is  always  increasing.  This  day  has 
given  us  fresh  proofs  of  thy  goodness.  0  Thou 
bountiful  Giver  of  all  good,  we  acknowledge  thy 
hand  in  the  common  mercies  of  our  every-day 
life,  and  we  praise  Thee  for  thy  constant  care,  and 
providence,  and  love.

Save  us,  by  the  power  of  thy  Spirit  working  in 
us,  from  a  selfish  regard  to  our  own  interests, 
and  a  forgetfulness  of  the  rights  and  claims  of 
others. 

Help  us,  0  our  Father,  to  walk  as  the  children 
of  light.  May  the  light  of  Divine  truth  illumine 
our  understandings.  May  the  light  of  thy  love 
shine  upon  our  hearts.  May  the  light  of  advancing 
holiness  shine  in  our  whole  character.  Enable 
us  by  Divine  grace  to  let  our  light  so  shine  before 
others  that  they  seeing  our  good  works,  may  glorify 
Thee,  our  Father  in  heaven.  So  do  Thou  help  us, 
to  spend  the  remaining  clays  of  our  life,  that  when 
we  come  to  the  end  of  them,  we  may  receive  an 
entrance  abundantly  into  thy  kingdom,  through 
the  infinite  merits  of  thy  dear  Son  ;  to  whom,  with 
Thee  and  the  Holy  Spirit,  be  everlasting  praises. 
Amen.

READ   IN   HOLY    SCRIPTURE    2   CHRONICLES    XXXI',.

READ  IN    HOLY  SCRIPTURE    ROMANS   XIV. 


OUR  Father  and  our  God,  brought  safely  through 
the  day,  we  praise  Thee  for  all  its  blessings, 
and  desire  now  at  its  close  to  commend  ourselves 
to  thy  fatherly  protection.

Increase  our  faith,  and  help  us  to  look  unto 
Jesus,  the  Author  and  Finisher  of  faith.  Reveal 
thy  Son  in  us,  0  God,  as  the  Way,  and  the  Truth, 
and  the  Life,  and  as  the  hope  of  glory.  And  as  He 
lives  for  us,  so  may  we  live  to  Him;  and  as  He 
died  for  us,  so,  when  we  die,  may  we  die  to  Him. 
Whether  we  live,  may  we  live  unto  the  Lord,  or 
whether  we  die,  may  we  die  unto  the  Lord. 

Bending  together  at  our  domestic  altar,  may  we 
also  here  remember  what  is  promised  and  provided 
for  us  as  a  family  in  Christ.  In  Him  may  our 
family  be  blessed.  Believing  in  Him,  may  we  be 
saved  and  our  house.  In  all  our  exercises  of  devo 
tion,  give  us  true  spirituality  and  deep  sincerity. 
May  we  seek  after  a  kingdom  of  God  which  is  not 
meat  and  drink,  but  righteousness,  peace,  and  joy 
in  the  Holy  Ghost.  In  all  our  convictions,  give 
us  conscientiousness.  May  every  one  of  us  be  fully 
persuaded  in  his  own  mind.  In  all  our  dealings 
with  our  brethren,  teach  us  charity.  May  we  at 
all  times  follow  after  things  which  make  for  peace, 
and  things  wherewith  one  may  edify  another. 
May  we  never  cause  our  brother,  by  our  example, 
to  think  lightly  of  sin,  or  to  turn  aside  from  Thee. 
We  ask  all  for  Christ  our  Saviour's  sake.  Amen.

READ  IN   HOLY  SCRIPTURE  2  CHRONICLES  XXXVI. 


OLORD  God  Almighty,  terrible  art  Thou  in  thy 
majesty,  and  resistless  in  thy  power.  None 
can  successfully  oppose  Thee,  or  say  unto  Thee, 
"  What  doest  Thou  ?  "  Thou  doest  according  to 
thy  will  in  the  armies  of  heaven  and  amongst  the 
inhabitants  of  the  earth.  Thou  art  a  jealous  God, 
and  wilt  not  give  thy  glory  unto  another.  Thine 
eyes  behold,  and  thine  eyelids  try  the  children  of 
men.

Indeed, 
we  acknowledge  that  every  moment  of  our  lives 
testifies  to  mercies  spiritual  and  temporal  con 
tinually  vouchsafed  to  us,  and  testifies  likewise  to 
our  unworthiness  of  the  least  of  thy  mercies.  Thou 
hast  made  us  partakers  of  the  spiritual  things  of 
thine  ancient  people  Israel.  Thou  hast  called  us 
to  the  light  and  knowledge  of  thy  glorious  Gospel, 
that  we  might  have  joy  and  peace  in  believing  in 
Jesus,  and  that  we  might  abound  in  hope  by  the 
power  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  Thou  hast  given  us  a 
holy  standard  of  conduct  in  the  example  of  thy 
dear  Son ;  and  Thou  hast  ordained  ministers, 
whose  duty  it  is  to  watch  for  our  souls.  Oh,  make 
us  to  be  duly  sensible  of  these  thy  great  mercies, 
and  of  our  shortcomings  in  reference  to  them  ; 
and  send  down  the  Holy  Ghost  to  quicken  us,  that 
we  may  become  more  and  more  dead  to  the  world, 
and  more  and  more  alive  to  our  spiritual  interests  ; 
so  that,  at  the  close  of  each  successive  week  of  our 
lives,  we  may  have  some  humble  but  distinct 
assurance  that  we  have  made  some  progress  on 
our  heavenward  way%  and  that  we  are  hastening 
towards  that  eternal  Sabbath — the  rest  which 
remaineth  for  the  people  of  God.  Give  us 
stronger  faith  in  the  all-sufficiency  of  the  sacrifice 
of  Jesus  to  atone  for  all  our  transgressions,  and 
enable  us  so  to  appropriate  that  blessed  sacrifice 
each  of  us  to  himself  and  herself,  that  being  justi 
fied  by  faith  we  may  have  peace  with  Thee ;  and, 
in  order  that  we  may  know  that  we  are  of  God,  make 
us  to  be  conformed  to  the  image  of  Him  who 
pleased  not  Himself,  who  went  about  doing  good, 
and  who  said,  "  It  is  more  blessed  to  give  than  to 
receive."  Help  us  to  deny  ourselves  for  thy  sake, 
and  for  the  relief  of  the  afflicted  and  distressed  ; 
and  if  we  cannot  at  all  times  assist  them  by  con 
tributions  of  our  worldly  goods,  give  us  grace  to 
do  so  by  our  prayers,  seeing  that  Thou  dost  con 
descend  to  hear  us  on  the  behalf  of  others  as  well 
as  on  our  own. 

We  would  pray  earnestly  for  all  who  minister  in 
holy  things.  Enable  them  to  come  before  the 
people,  on  the  forthcoming  Sabbath-day,  in  the 
fulness  of  the  blessing  of  the  Gospel  of  Christ. 
Take  us  again,  we  beseech  Thee,  under  thy 
gracious  protection  this  night.  Bless  all  for  whom 
it  is  our  duty  to  pray,  and  grant  us  an  answer  of 
peace.  We  ask  all  for  Jesus  Christ's  sake,  to 
whom,  with  Thee  and  the  Holy  Ghost,  be  ever 
lasting  praises.  Amen.

merits  and  mediation  of  Jesus  Christ,  thy  Son,  our 
Lord.

Impress  upon  our  hearts,  we 
beseech  Thee,  the  lessons  of  life  we  may  learn 
from  the  instructive  history  we  have  now  been 
reading.  Like  thy  servant  Daniel  of  old,  may  we 
walk  in  wisdom  toward  them  that  are  without.  By 
our  upright,  consistent,  and  Christian  conduct,  may 
we,  as  he  was,  be  living  epistles  known  and  read  of 
all  men.  Like  him,  may  we  obey  God  rather 
than  men,  and  be  ready  to  suffer  the  loss  of  all 
things  rather  than  deny  the  God  of  our  salvation. 
Amidst  all  the  trials,  and  difficulties,  and  uncer 
tainties  of  life,  may  we  see  and  feel,  as  Daniel  did, 
that  the  path  of  duty  is  the  only  path  of  safety,  and 
may  we  so  act  that  thy  name  may  be  glorified  in 
us.  But,  above  all,  endue  us,  0  Lord,  with  a  spirit 
of  fervent,  persevering  prayer.  In  everything,  by 
prayer  and  supplication,  may  our  requests  be  made 
known  unto  Thee,  and  do  Thou  in  mercy  give  us 
an  answer  of  peace. 

Accept  our  thanks,  0  Lord,  for  thy  preserving 
care  of  us  during  the  past  night.  Keep  us  this 
day  in  thy  faith  and  fear,  and  if  spared  to  the  close 
of  it  in  safety,  may  we  lie  down  at  night  at  peace 
with  Thee,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.  Amen. 


READ  IN  HOLY  SCRIPTURE  ACTS  XXI.    20-40. 


A  LMIGHTY  and  everlasting  God,  we  thine 
-LX  unworthy  servants  acknowledge  before  Thee, 
with  shame  and  confusion  of  face,  that  the  heart  of 
man  is  deceitful  above  all  things,  and  desperately 
wicked.  It  is  not  subject  to  the  law  of  God, 
neither  indeed  can  be.  They  that  walk  only  after 
the  flesh  cannot  please  Thee.  From  the  beginning 
of  thy  Gospel,  the  children  of  darkness  have  per 
secuted  the  children  of  light.  The  servant  has 
been  treated  like  the  Master,  and  the  disciple  like 
his  Lord.  But  we  thank  Thee,  and  praise  Thee, 
that  thy  Word  has  nevertheless  prospered,  and 
been  magnified.  Holy  men  of  God,  apostles  and 
martyrs,  have  resisted  even  unto  blood,  striving 
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against  sin,  not  counting  their  lives  dear  unto 
them,  for  thy  name's  sake.  We  bless  Thee  that 
Thou  hast  still  in  the  world  a  faithful  Church, 
against  which  the  gates  of  hell  cannot  prevail;  and 
we  call  upon  Thee  to  give  more  and  more  of  thy 
Holy  Spirit  to  us,  and  to  all  thy  servants,  that  we 
may  hold  fast  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus,  and  con 
tend  earnestly  for  the  faith  once  delivered  unto  the 
saints.  Let  no  man  take  our  crown.  Let  us  not 
be  ashamed  of  the  Gospel  of  Christ,  never  be  afraid 
to  take  up  the  cross,  and  follow  Him  who  re 
deemed  us  with  his  most  precious  blood,  that, 
when  He  shall  come  a  second  time,  we  may  be 
counted  worthy  to  stand  before  Him  good  and 
faithful  servants,  to  enter  into  the  joy  of  our  Lord. 
We  thank  Thee,  0  Lord,  for  another  day's  benefits 
and  loving-kindnesses.  Day  unto  day  uttereth 
speech,  night  unto  night  showeth  knowledge.  Thy 
mercies  are  new  every  morning,  and  repeated 
every  evening.

Restore  in  sleep  the  strength  of  mind  and 
body  exhausted  through  the  daytime;  let  no  evil 
thoughts  disturb  us,  whether  waking  or  sleeping ; 
but  under  the  shadow  of  thy  love  may  we  dwell 
safely. 

For  all  our  dear  relatives  and  acquaintances,  far 
away  or  nearer  home,  we  entreat  thy  mercy.  The 
Lord  lift  up  the  light  of  his  countenance  upon 
them,  and  be  gracious  unto  them.  0  Lord,  hear 
us;  hear  us  in  heaven,  thy  dwelling-place;  and 
when  Thou  nearest,  pity  and  forgive,  for  Jesus 
Christ's  sake.  Amen.

READ  IN  HOLY  SCRIPTURE  DANIEL  IX. 


A  LMIGHTY  God,  behold  us,  we  beseech  Thee, 
iJL  with  favour,  as  we  kneel  at  thy  footstool  this 
morning ;  and  permit  us,  through  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  our  only  Mediator,  to  call  upon  thy  name.

And  is  there  not,  0  Lord, 
amongst  those  who  bear  the  Christian  name,  much 
evil — evil  that  grieves  thy  good  Spirit  ?  Oh,  enter 
not,  Thou  righteous  Lord,  into  judgment  with  us, 
but  pardon  and  save  us  for  the  glory  of  thy  name. 

0  Lord,  go  forth  with  us  as  our  Guide,  Teacher, 
and  Guard  to  the  duties  of  this  day.  Help  us  to 
resist  every  temptation  to  evil  speaking  and  evil 
doing.  Assisted  by  thy  grace,  may  we  order  all 
our  affairs  in  the  house  and  in  business  with  dis 
cretion  ;  and  by  our  faith  in  Christ  Jesus,  and  our 
practical  love  to  his  name,  give  evidence  of  being 
thy  children. 

Hear  us,  gracious  Father,  for  the  sake  of  Jesus 
Christ  our  Lord.  Amen. 


READ   IN    HOLY  SCRIPTURE  ACTS  XXII. 


TJEAVENLY  Father,  we  come  to  Thee  at  the 
-11  close  of  another  day  to  confess  our  sins,  to 
I  thank  Thee  for  thy  great  mercies,  and  to  ask  thy 
protection  during  the  night  that  is  before  us. 
i  Pardon  all  our  transgressions,  we  beseech  Thee, 
and  make  us  know  the  blessedness  of  those  whose 
sins  are  forgiven  and  whose  iniquities  are  covered. 
We  acknowledge  that  we  are  all  the  children  of 
wrath  even  as  others ;  but  we  pray  that  each  one 
of  us,  through  the  great  love  wherewith  Thou  hast 
loved  us,  even  when  we  were  dead  in  trespasses 
and  sins,  may  be  quickened  together  with  Christ.

For  sins  forgiven,  for 
health  preserved,  for  loving  friends,  for  a  happy 
home,  for  the  supply  of  all  our  bodily  wants, 
for  the  Word  of  God,  and  for  the  hope  of  glory, 
we  heartily  thank  Thee.  We  are  unable  to  men 
tion  with  our  lips  a  hundredth  part  of  thy  mercies, 
but  with  our  hearts  we  would  thank  Thee  for  them 
all. 

We  offer  all  our  prayers  and  our  praises  through 
our  beloved  Saviour  Jesus  Christ.  Amen.

Let  the  Gospel  trumpet  be  so  faithfully 
blown  this  day,  that  thy  people  may  prepare  them 
selves  for  any  spiritual  conflict,  and  may  know  that 
it  is  through  much  tribulation  we  shall  enter  the 
kingdom  of  God.  Comfort  all- that  mourn  in  Zion. 
Assist  thy  people  who  may  this  day  be  engaged  in

Again  Thou  hast  granted  j 
us    life  and   favour,  and  at  our   family   altar   we  j 
behold  Thee,  the  present  God,  waiting  to  be  gra 
cious  in  the  supply  of  our  spiritual  and  temporal 
necessities  for  another  day. 

Replenish  us,  we  beseech  Thee,  with  thy  Holy 
Spirit.  Quicken  us  according  to  thy  Word,  that 
this  day  we  may  run  in  the  way  of  thy  command 
ments,  and  please  Thee,  both  in  will  and  deed. 
Resuming  the  duties,  taking  part  once  more  in  the 
trials  of  the  week,  and  remembering  our  past  ex 
perience,  we  feel  how  weak  and  feeble  we  are  in 
ourselves.

We  supplicate  for  our  beloved  relatives  thy 
choicest  gifts.  Let  none  be  strangers  to  thy  Gos 
pel.  Cause  the  light  of  thy  countenance  to  rest 
upon  them,  and  enrich  them  with  spiritual  blessed 
ness.  Regard  with  thy  favour  our  country  and 
our  Sovereign.  Bestow  upon  our  rulers  grace,  wis 
dom,  and  understanding.  Revive  and  extend  all 
Churches  in  all  lands  which  hold  the  truth  as  it  is 
in  Jesus.  Send  forth  labourers  into  the  harvest  of 
the  heathen  world,  and  kindle  afresh  in  the  hearts 
of  thy  people  the  flame  of  missionary  devotion, 
liberality,  and  zeal.  Hear  us,  pardon  us,  and 
sanctify  us,  for  our  Redeemer's  sake.  Amen. 


THOU  ever  blessed  God,  who  art  the  King  eternal, 
immortal,  and  invisible,  the  only  wise  God 
our  Saviour,  we  would  reverently  come  into  thy 
presence,  and  devoutly  take  thy  holy  name  on 
our  lips.

food ;  and  put  thine  everlasting  arms  beneath  the 
ying,  that  when  heart  and  flesh  fail,  God  may 
be  the  strength  of  their  heart  and  their  portion  for 
ever.

vidence  to  visit  us,  grant  that  we  may  ever  have 
our  hearts  and  hopes  there  surely  fixed,  where 
alone  true  joys  are  to  found.  Teach  us  patiently 
to  endure,  and  in  all  our  troubles  enable  us  to 
submit  ourselves  to  thy  hand,  knowing  that  Thou 
dost  not  willingly  afflict  the  children  of  men,  but 
chastenest  thy  people  for  their  profit,  that  they  may 
be  partakers  of  thine  holiness. 

We  have  read  of  the  patience  of  Job,  and  have 
seen  the  end  of  the  Lord  in  all  his  dispensations  ; 
how  that  the  Lord  is  very  pitiful  and  of  tender 
mercy.  Give  us  grace  to  take  thy  servant,  of 
whom  we  have  now  been  reading,  for  an  example 
of  suffering  affliction  and  of  patience ,  and  with  him 
may  we  learn,  in  all  sincerity,  to  say,  under  every 
trial,  "  Shall  we  receive  good  at  the  hand  of  God, 
and  shall  we  not  receive  evil  ?  "  "  The  Lord  gave, 
and  the  Lord  hath  taken  away  ;  blessed  be  the  name 
of  the  Lord."  Above  all,  may  we  be  enabled,  in 
this  and  in  all  things,  to  follow  the  example  of  our 
blessed  Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  and,  rejoicing  in  the 
assurance  that  in  Him  we  have  an  High  Priest  who 
is  able  to  succour  them  that  are  tempted,  may  we 
each  be  taught  from  our  hearts  to  say,  "  Not  my 
will,  0  Lord,  but  thine  be  done." 

Hear  us,  we  beseech  Thee,  0  merciful  Father, 
and  give  us  an  answer  of  peace  and  a  blessing,  for 
thy  dear  Son's  sake.  Amen. 


READ    IN   HOLY  SCRIPTURE   COLOSSIANS   I. 


OTHOU  who  art  the  God  and  Father  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  in  Him  our  God  and 
Father,  behold  us  thy  servants,  who  desire,  at  the 
close  of  another  day,  to  approach  Thee  with  our 
supplications.  Hearken  unto  the  voice  of  our  cry, 
our  King  and  our  God,  for  unto  Thee  will  we 
pray.  We  adore  Thee  as  the  Lord  of  heaven  and 
earth,  and  as  the  giver  of  all  our  mercies,  and  our 
guardian  from  those  evils  which  our  sins  deserve. 
We  confess  that  we  have  too  often  done  that  which 
we  ought  not  to  have  done,  and  have  left  undone 
those  things  which  we  ought  to  have  done ;  and  that 
there  is  within  us  a  tendency  to  forget  thy  presence, 
and  to  depart  from  thy  faith  and  fear.

Bestow  upon  us,  through 
the  Spirit,  the  graces  of  humility,  of  faith,  of 
prayer,  of  love,  of  watchfulness,  and  of  obe 
dience,  that  we  may  walk  worthy  of  the  Lord 
unto  all  pleasing,  and  pass  our  life  here  in  the 
enjoyment  of  grace,  mercy,  and  peace  from  Thee, 
0  heavenly  Father,  and  from  our  Lord  and  Saviour 
Jesus  Christ,  in  whose  hallowed  name  we  plead 
for  ourselves,  our  kindred,  and  for  all  with  whom 
we  are  concerned. 

We  beseech  Thee  to  take  us  and  them  under 
thy  gracious  protection  this  night.  Protect  us, 
we  pray  Thee,  during  the  hours  of  darkness; 
bestow  upon  us  refreshing  rest,  and  grant  that 
we  may  wake  on  the  morrow  fitted  for  the  duties 
of  another  day.  Preserve  within  us  a  grateful 
recollection  of  thy  mercies.  Thy  goodness  and 
long  suffering  towards  us  demand  our  morning 
and  our  evening  praise.  To  Thee  therefore,  0 
Thou  Keeper  of  Israel,  who  never  slumberest  or 
sleepest,  let  all  love  and  gratitude  be  rendered 
by  the  members  of  this  household,  and  by  all 
the  faithful  brethren  of  Christ  throughout  the 
world,  this  night,  henceforth,  and  for  evermore.

for  the  spirit  of  heaviness.  Crown  with  thine 
effectual  blessing  all  Sabbath-school  instructions 
and  every  endeavour  to  promote  thy  glory  in  the 
world. 

We  beseech  Thee,  for  the  sake  of  thy  dear  Son 
Jesus  Christ,  to  pardon  all  our  sins ;  through  the 
merits  of  his  intercession  accept  and  answer  our 
petitions  ;  and  to  the  Father,  the  Son,  and  the 
Holy  Ghost  be  everlasting  praises.  Amen. 


READ  IN  HOLY  SCRIPTURE  COLOSSIANS   II. 


OLORD  Jesus,  the  Lord  of  the  Sabbath,  let  our 
prayers  this  day  be  set  forth  before  Thee  as 
the  incense,  and  let  the  lifting  up  of  our  hands 
be  as  the  evening  sacrifice.

May  we  all,  young  and  old,  be  risen  with  Christ, 
and  seek  those  things  which  are  above,  where  Christ 
sitteth  at  the  right  hand  of  God  ;  and  when  Christ, 
who  is  our  Life,  shall  appear,  may  we  also  appear 
with  Him  in  glory.

Help  us  to  watch  as  well  as  pray,  that 
the  tempter  may  never  find  us  unprepared  to 
resist  his  open  assaults  and  baffle  his  malignant 
wiles.  On  all  the  pastors  of  thy  flock,  especially 
upon  him  who  is  set  over  us  in  the  Lord,  we 
implore  thy  heavenly  blessing.  In  the  study,  and 
in  the  pulpit,  and  in  their  pastoral  visits,  be 
Thou  with  them.  May  they  speak  the  mystery 
of  Christ  with  fulness  and  power.  Give  us  grace 
to  profit  from  their  ministrations.  Whatever  we 
learn  from  them,  out  of  thy  holy  Word,  may  we 
indeed  fulfil  the  same.  Help  us  to  bridle  our  tongue, 
to  avoid  in  our  conversation  all  that  may  displease 
Thee,  and  to  use  for  thy  glory  and  the  good  of 
men  the  gift  of  speech  with  which  Thou  hast 
endowed  us.  We  know,  0  Eternal  God,  that 
our  life  is  short  and  that  it  is  fast  hastening  away. 
Every  hour  brings  us  nearer  to  the  judgment-day. 
Oh,  teach  us  so  to  redeem  our  time,  and  to  number 
our  days,  that  we  may  apply  our  hearts  unto  wis 
dom.  Finally,  may  we  learn  from  thy  holy  Word 
just  read  that  as  thy  servants  .of  old  entertained  a 
kindly  feeling  towards  each  other,  so  should  we  also 
love  as  brethren.  Bound  together  by  the  strong 
and  holy  bands  of  family  affection,  let  no  family  di 
visions  trouble  us.  And  while  contending  earnestly 
for  the  faith  once  delivered  to  the  saints,  may  we 
love  all  those,  whatever  their  name  amongst  men, 
who  are  united  with  us  in  the  body  of  thy  Son. 

We  commend  ourselves  to  thy  safe  keeping 
during  the  hours  of  this  night.  Underneath  the 
shadow  of  thy  wings  may  we  sleep  in  peace.  From 
all  evils  do  Thou  in  mercy  deliver  us ;  and  when 
we  lie  down  to  sleep  the  sleep  of  death,  may  it  be 
to  awake  in  thy  presence,  where  there  is  fulness  of 
joy,  and  to  glorify  Thee,  world  without  end,  through 
Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.  Amen.

Glorify  thy  name  in  the  daily  triumphs  of  thy 
Gospel.  Increase  the  zeal  of  thine  own  people  for 
the  enlargement  of  the  Redeemer's  kingdom.  Open 
the  eyes  of  many  blind  sinners  this  day  to  see  in 
Jesus  their  Saviour  and  their  God.  Comfort  the 
sorrowing,  and  instruct  them  through  the  season  of 
trial  in  the  things  of  God.  Graciously  regard  all 
whom  we  love,  and  suffer  them  not  to  neglect  the 
great  salvation.  For  them,  and  for  ourselves,  and 
for  thy  whole  Church,  we  implore  every  blessing, 
for  thy  dear  Son's  sake.  Amen.

Enable  us,  0  Lord  our  God,  so  to  live  that 
we  may  meet  Thee  at  thy  coming  with  holy  joy, 
knowing  that  our  redemption  from  sin  and  con 
flict  then  draweth  nigh.  Graciously  supply  the 
necessities,  spiritual  and  temporal,  of  all  who  are 
dear  to  us,  and  cause  them  to  grow  in  grace,  and 
in  the  knowledge  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour.  These 
mercies,  for  ourselves  and  for  others,  we  ask  in  the 
name  of  our  adorable  Lord  and  Master,  Jesus 
Christ,  in  whom  we  trust,  and  to  whom,  with 
Thee,  0  Father,  and  Thee,  0  Eternal  Spirit,  be 
ascribed  everlasting  praise.  Amen.

Bless,  0  Lord,  our  Sovereign,  our  princes,  our 
people.  Defend  the  nation  from  the  devices  of  all 
our  enemies,  spiritual  and  temporal,  and  especially 
from  the  craft  and  malice  of  those  who  hate  and 
oppose  thy  blessed  Word.  Keep  us  as  a  nation  in 
the  simplicity  of  thy  Gospel,  and  let  judgment 
run  amongst  us  as  waters,  and  righteousness  as  a 
mighty  stream. 

Hear  us,  0  Lord,  for  thy  mercies  are  great ;  and 
make  haste  to  help  us  and  to  bless  us.  Let  thy 
presence  go  with  us,  and  abide  with  us.  Dwell  in 
our  hearts,  dwell  in  our  homes,  and  dwell  amongst 
us  as  a  people;  and  hasten  the  day  when  Thou, 
Lord,  shalt  dwell  with  men,  and  thy  people,  whom 
Thou  hast  redeemed,  shall  dwell  with  Thee  for  ever 
in  thy  glory.  We  ask  it  for  Christ's  sake.  Amen.

We  desire  to  partake  of 
his  spirit,  that  pure  and  fervent  love  to  one 
another  may  abound  in  us.  Let  no  unkindness, 
no  unfaithfulness  disturb  our  peace,  but  make  our 
dwelling  the  abode  of  joys  which  the  world  can 
neither  give  nor  take  away.  Humbly  we  confess 
at  thy  footstool  that  in  many  things  we  all  offend  ; 
forgive  all  the  wrong  we  have  done  to  Thee  or  to 
each  other,  and  cleanse  us  by  the  blood  of  Jesus 
and  the  washing  of  his  Word,  that  no  iniquity  may 
defile  or  dwell  in  us.  Accept  our  heartfelt  thanks 
for  all  the  mercies  we  have  enjoyed  this  day: 
prosper  the  work  of  our  hands,  and  now  surround 
us  with  thy  gracious  protection,  that  we  may  sleep 
in  safety  and  without  fear  of  evil.  We  supplicate 
thy  blessing,  as  Thou  seest  they  need,  for  all 
our  relations,  friends,  and  neighbours.  [And  we 
specially  pray  that  our  children  may  be  blessed 
with  health  and  strength,  and  that,  by  true  re 
ligion,  they  may  be  preserved  from  the  evil  that 
is  in  the  world  through  sin.  Enable  us,  0  God, 
by  prayer,  by  example,  and  by  faithful  counsel,  to 
lead  them  in  the  way  they  should  go,  and  bring 
them  with  us,  when  this  mortal  life  shall  end,  to 
thine  own  everlasting  habitation.]  Bless,  0  God, 
our  country  and  our  Monarch,  and  pour  down 
thy  grace  upon  all  sorts  and  conditions  of  men. 
Preserve  us  in  peace ;  prosper  our  commerce ; 
suppress  sin,  and  let  truth  and  righteousness  fill 
all  the  earth,  through  Jesus  Christ.  Amen.

OMOST  merciful  God,  the  God  of  all  the  families 
of  the  earth,  but  very  especially  the  God  and 
Father   of  all    them  that  believe,  we    pray  Thee 
give  unto  us  the  Spirit  of  adoption,  that  we  may 
together  adore  Thee  as  our  Father. 

And  whilst  with  one  heart  and  one  mind  we 
thus  call  upon  Thee  as  members  of  thy  redeemed 
family  in  heaven,  make  us  as  an  earthly  family  to 
recognise  our  relative  duties  one  towards  another 
and  towards  all  men.  Let  none  seek  their  own 
things,  but  let  each  desire  to  promote  the  happiness 
of  others,  for  Jesus  Christ's  sake.  Thus  would 
we  walk  together  in  love,  0  gracious  Father ; 
thus  would  we  glorify  Thee  with  our  bodies  and 
our  spirits,  which  are  thine.  But  when  we  would 
do  good,  evil  is  present  with  us,  and  we  are  beset 
and  hindered  in  running  the  race  Thou  hast  set 
before  us.  Within,  the  evil  heart  of  pride,  and 
selfishness,  and  unbelief,  is  ever  striving  for  the 
mastery  over  us.  Without,  we  have  to  contend 
with  the  world  that  lieth  in  wickedness,  and  with 
the  wicked  one,  who,  as  the  god  of  this  world 
and  the  prince  of  the  power  of  the  air,  is  ever 
seeking  to  destroy  us.  And  who  and  what  are  we, 
0  Lord  God,  that  we  should  be  able  to  withstand 
these  mighty  foes  ?  We  are  indeed  utterly  unable 
of  ourselves  to  help  ourselves,  unable  to  mortify 
sin,  to  overcome  the  world,  or  to  stand  against  the 
wiles  of  the  devil.  But  Thou  Thyself  hast  laid 
help  for  us  upon  One  that  is  mighty.  Thou  hasfc 
provided  for  us  armour  of  proof,  even  the  whole 
armour  of  God.  Gird  us  with  this,  0  Lord  God 
of  Hosts.  Enable  us  to  wield  with  power  the 
sword  of  the  Spirit,  which  is  thy  Word.  Make  us 
ever  watchful  unto  prayer  with  all  perseverance. 
Thus  shall  thy  strength  be  made  perfect  in  our 
weakness  ;  thus  shall  we  stand  in  the  evil  day, 
and  at  the  last  shall  stand  before  thy  throne 
without  being  ashamed,  in  all  things  more  than 
conquerors,  through  Him  who  loved  us. 

We  bless  Thee,  we  praise  Thee,  we  worship 
Thee,  we  glorify  Thee,  0  Lord  God,  heavenly 
Father,  for  giving  unto  us,  guilty  and  unworthy 
sinners,  the  light  of  the  knowledge  of  thy  glory 
in  the  face  of  Jesus  Christ.  We  desire  to  yield 
our  bodies,  souls,  and  spirits  unto  Thee,  as  those 
who  are  in  very  deed  alive  from  the  dead,  that 
we  may  be  ensamples  to  each  other,  to  all  who 
are  near  and  dear  to  us ;  to  our  friends,  our  neigh 
bours,  and  to  all  with  whom  we  have  any  dealings  ; 
ensamples  of  truth,  and  sincerity,  and  uprightness ; 
of  temperance,  sobriety,  and  moderation  ;  of  gentle 
ness,  meekness,  and  charity,  and  of  all  godliness 
of  living,  to  the  praise  of  the  glory  of  thy  grace. 
Gracious  God  and  Father,  we  ask  it  all  through 
Jesus  Christ  our  Lord,  Amen,

For  this  end,  bless  our 
schools,  colleges,  and  universities  with  a  plenteous 
outpouring  of  thy  Spirit.  Overrule,  for  the  fur 
therance  of  thy  Gospel,  all  the  efforts  of  its 
opposers.  When  the  enemy  cometh  in  like  a 
flood,  may  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  lift  up  a  standard 
against  Him. 

And  now,  0  Father,  we  commit  ourselves  to 
thy  care.  Thou  that  never  slumberest  nor  sleepest, 
watch  over  us.  Be  our  God  for  ever  and  ever, 
through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord,  Amen.

TENABLE  us,  0  our  Father,  in  drawing  near  to

be  the  service  of  the  heart,  and  that  we  may  now 
realise  the  truth  that  Thou  art  the  hearer  and 
answerer  of  prayer.

We  desire,  0  Lord,  to  live  continually  in  the 
enjoyment  of  thy  favour.  Withdraw  not  thy  pre 
sence  from  us.  Unitedly  we  would  say,  "  Come, 
and  let  us  return  unto  the  Lord."  We  wish  to 
live  evermore  in  thy  sight,  and  to  feel  that  we  are 
encircled  with  thy  love,  and  that  we  walk  in  the 
light  of  thy  countenance.  May  we  thus  advance 
in  the  way  of  holiness,  and  follow  on  to  know 
the  Lord. 

We  beseech  of  Thee  to  forgive  all  our  sins,  to 
accept  our  thanks  for  the  mercies  of  this  morning, 
to  be  with  us  throughout  this  day,  and  to  enable 
us  to  bear  about  with  us  the  thought  of  thy  pre 
sence,  for  the  Redeemer's  sake.  Amen. 


READ  IN  HOLY  SCRIPTURE  PHILIPPIANS  IV. 


OTHOU  gracious  God,  who  nearest  prayer, 
teach  us  to  pray.  Pour  down  upon  us  the 
spirit  of  grace  and  supplication,  and  grant  that, 
being  reconciled  to  Thee  through  the  blood  and 
righteousness  of  Jesus,  thy  dear  Son,  we  may 
worship  Thee  in  full  assurance  of  faith.

0  Lord,  pity  the 
miserable  slaves  of  sin,  and  worldliness,  and  super 
stition  ;  break  their  bands,  and  stir  up  in  them  the 
desire  for  that  liberty  with  which  Christ  makes 
his  people  free.  Make  them  to  feel  their  ruin  and 
dano-er,  and  to  flee  to  Christ  for  deliverance  and

salvation. 

Finally,  we  pray  Thee  to  prepare  us  for  the 
coming  Sabbath.  May  thy  ministers  be  blessed 
in  all  their  labours  for  thy  glory.  Lord  God, 
hear  us.

0  God, 
fill  our  hearts  with  gratitude  and  our  lips  with 
praise,  when  we  contemplate  the  exceeding  riches 
of  thy  grace  towards  us,  in  providing  for  us  a 
Saviour,  who  is  Christ  the  Lord.

OLORD  God  Almighty,  before  whom  the  se 
raphim  stand  with  veiled  faces,  and  cry,  "  Holy, 
holy,  holy  is  the  Lord  of  hosts,"  and  before  whom 
thy  saints  in  glory  stand  and  exclaim,  "  Who  shall 
not  fear  Thee  ?  ibr  Thou  art  holy,"  how  shall  we 
come  into  thy  presence,  who  are  sinful  dust  and 
ashes?  We  confess  that  we  are  a  people  laden 
with  iniquity,  a  seed  of  evil-doers ;  yea,  and  too 
often  we  have  been  the  corrupters  of  others,  and 
tempted  them  to  sin.  We  have  often  forsaken 
Thee,  and  provoked  Thee  to  anger  by  our  sinful 
tempers,  and  foolish  and  wicked  words  ;  by  our 
hatred,  and  malice,  and  bitterness  ;  by  our  want  of 
faith,  and  hope,  and  love.  We  are  altogether  vile 
in  heart,  and  lips,  and  life;  and  if  Thou  hadst 
visited  us  with  thy  heavy  judgments,  as  Thou  didst 
the  Jews  of  old,  and  hadst  scattered  us  through 
the  nations,  and  taken  away  our  Church,  and  our 
Bible,  and  our  ministers,  and  our  Sabbaths,  Thou 
wouldest  have  been  justified  in  thy  dealings  with 
us ;  but  we  bless  and  praise  thy  name  that  Thou 
hast  not  so  dealt  with  us.  Thou  hast  still  con 
tinued  to  us  our  undeserved  blessings.  Thou  hast 
given  to  us  many  temporal  mercies  :  food,  and 
raiment,  and  health,  and  strength,  so  that  we  can 
do  our  daily  work;  and  Thou  hast  given  us  our 
Bible  to  read  at  home,  and  the  ordinances  of  the 
Sabbath ;  and  Thou  offerest  to  us  pardon  of  our 
sins,  and  justification  before  Thee,  and  sancti- 
fication  through  thy  dear  Son,  Christ  Jesus,  and  by 
his  Holy  Spirit.  0  Lord  most  holy,  we  beseech 
Thee,  for  Jesus'  sake,  take  all  the  members  of  this 
household,  and  wash  them  clean  in  the  fountain 
Thou  hast  opened  for  sin  and  uncleanness  ;  and 
grant  that,  though  our  sins  are  now  as  glaring  as 
scarlet,  they  may  be  removed,  and  we  may 
become  white  as  snow  :  though  they  are  deep  and 
doubly  dyed  like  crimson,  we  may  become  as  the 
pure  wool.  Take  all  our  sins,  as  Thou  hast  pro 
mised,  and  cast  them  into  the  depths  of  the  sea, 
that  they  may  be  seen  and  remembered  no  more 
for  ever.  Grant  that  we  may  each  come  out  of 
that  fountain  like  Naaman  out  of  the  Jordan,  with 
our  flesh  made  as  the  flesh  of  a  little  child, 
without  any  spot,  or  blemish,  or  any  such  thing. 

And,  0  Lord,  as  Thou  knowest  we  shall  never 
forsake  sin  or  practise  holiness,  unless  Thou  give 
us  thy  Holy  Spirit  and  a  new  heart,  we  beseech 
Thee  to  create  a  new  heart  in  each  of  us,  and  send 
us  thy  Holy  Spirit,  that  He  may  make  us  new 
creatures,  and  incline  us  this  day  to  love  thy  Word 
and  thy  commandments,  and  to  practise  them. 

Bless,  gracious  Father,  each  member  of  this 
family.  Make  us  to  love  one  another,  and  help 
each  other  this  day  on  our  heavenly  way.  Grant 
us  these  our  prayers,  for  Christ's  sake.  Amen.

Let  thy  Spirit 
guide  the  counsels  of  our  rulers  and  all  in  authority. 
Make  them  good  men  and  godly,  that  they  may 
fear  Thee,  love  thy  Sabbaths,  and  honour  thy 
name. 

And  now,  0  God,  we  beseech  Thee  mercifully 
to  incline  thine  ears  to  us  that  have  made  our 
prayers  and  supplications  to  Thee.  Grant  that 
those  things  which  we  have  faithfully  asked  ac 
cording  to  thy  will  may  effectually  be  obtained,  to 
the  relief  of  our  necessity,  and  to  the  setting  forth 
of  thy  glory,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.

Grant  that 
it  may  be  as  an  anchor  of  the  soul,  entering  into 
that  within  the  veil.  May  Jesus  be  its  supreme 
object.  Enable  us,  0  Lord,  to  live  on  the  fulness 
which  is  in  Him,  in  sanctifying  belief  of  the  truth 
that  He  ever  liveth  to  make  intercession  for  us. 

We  bless  Thee,  0  our  adorable  Forerunner,  that 
Thou  hast  already  taken  possession  in  our  name, 
and  for  us,  of  our  glorious  inheritance.  Thou  hast 
ascended  up  on  high,  to  prepare  a  place  for  thy 
people  in  the  mansions  of  thy  Father's  house.  Oh, 
prepare  us  by  thy  Holy  Spirit  for  the  place. 

Our  Father,  daily  increase  in  us,  of  thy  good 
ness,  the  plenteous  gifts  of  thy  Spirit.  Enable  us 
to  be  pure,  even  as  Christ  was  pure.  Lead  us  to 
pant  after  increasing  holiness.  Cause  us  to  be 
partakers  in  thine  own  way  of  thine  own  holiness. 
Take  us  this  night  under  thy  protection,  0  Thou 
keeper  of  Israel.  Give  us  refreshing  rest  and 
sleep.  May  our  last  thoughts  to-night  and  the 
waking  thoughts  of  the  morning  be  of  Thee. 
Hear  us,  0  Lord,  according  to  the  multitude  of 
thy  tender  mercies,  for  his  sake  who  loved  us 
and  gave  Himself  for  us,  thy  Son,  Jesus  Christ,  our 
Saviour  and  Mediator.  Amen.

May  all  who  shall  go  forth  to 
teach  and  preach  thy  truth  be  enlightened  and 
strengthened  of  Thee,  so  that  their  work  may 
prosper,  and  be  found  hereafter  to  praise,  and 
honour,  and  glory,  at  the  appearing  of  Jesus 
Christ.  And  now,  0  Lord,  we  earnestly  commend 
ourselves,  and  all  whom  we  love,  to  thy  Divine 
protection  and  guidance  throughout  this  day.  We 
would  go  forth  to  our  appointed  work  in  the 
experience  of  thy  favourable  presence  with  us. 
Enable  us  to  be  diligent  in  business,  fervent  in 
spirit,  serving  the  Lord  ;  and  when  all  our  earthly 
xvork  is  done,  may  we  be  found  ready  for  an 
eternal  Sabbath,  through  Christ  our  Lord.  Amen. 


READ  IN  HOLY  SCRIPTURE  HEBREWS   VII. 


OGOD,  our  heavenly  Father,  who  art  the  Father

Give  grace  to  all  thy  servants,  that  they 
may  open  their  mouths  boldly  to  preach  the  un 
searchable  riches  of  Christ.  May  many  sinners 
be  led  to  acknowledge  Jesus  as  their  Saviour  ; 
may  thine  own  people  be  edified  and  comforted 
by  the  ministrations  of  thine  house  of  prayer ;  and 
may  our  thanksgivings  for  all  the  mercies  of  provi 
dence  and  of  grace  ascend  as  a  holy  sacrifice  to 
thy  throne,  which  shall  be  accepted,  as  we  trust 
these  our  humble  petitions  are,  through  Jesus,  our 
great  High  Priest,  who  ever  liveth  to  make  inter 
cession  for  us.  Amen.

Mercifully,  0  Lord,  enrich  with  thy  choicest 
blessings  all  whom  we  love.  Convert  the  uncon 
verted,  awaken  the  careless  and  the  backsliding, 
and  give  us  all  increasing  knowledge  of  Christ,  in 
the  glory  of  his  power  and  the  greatness  of  his 
salvation.  [Turn  the  hearts  of  the  children  before 
Thee  to  Christ,  and  cause  them,  even  from  their 
early  years,  to  submit  to  the  guidance  and  teaching 
of  thy  Spirit.]  We  ask  it  all  through  Jesus  Christ 
our  Lord.

Thou  hast  given 
thine  own  dear  Son  to  be  the  great  High  Priest 
and  Mediator  of  the  new  covenant ;  that  by  the 
one  offering  of  Himself,  once  offered,  He  might 
make  propitiation  for  our  sins,  and  open  the  king 
dom  of  heaven  to  all  believers.     0  Lord,  we  plead 
the  merits  of  that  precious  blood,   which    taketh 
away  the  sin  of  the  world.     We  trust  in  the  suffi 
ciency   of  that    perfect    righteousness,   even    the 
righteousness  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  which  is 
unto  all  and  upon  all  them  that  believe.     May  we 
go  to  rest  this  night  with  a  sweet  sense  of  sin  for 
given  for  his  sake,  and  in  the  full  confidence  of 
faith,  that,  if  we  wake  no  more  in  this  world,  we 
shall  wake  with  Him,  and  be  with  Him  for  ever, 
where  He  is.     Oh,  that  we,  and  all  who  are  near  and 
dear  to  us  after  the  flesh,  may  be  looking  for  and 
hasting  unto  that   glorious   day,    when   He    shall 
appear  the  second  time,  without  sin,  unto  salvation  ; 
and  may  we  so  love  and  follow  Him  now,  that  we 
may  rejoice  and  reign  with  Him  in  glory.     Save  us 
all,  0  Lord,  we  beseech  Thee,  from  the  sin  of  pre 
suming  on  thy  goodness ;  and  grant  that  the  Holy 
Spirit  may  shed  abroad  thy  love  in  our  hearts,  so  as 
constantly  to  constrain  us  not  to  live  unto  ourselves, 
but  unto  Him  who  died  for  us  and  rose  again.

May  this  whole 
nation  be  exalted  in  righteousness,  fear  thy  name, 
and  love  to  obey  thy  commandments.  0  Thou 
God  of  peace,  we  pray  that  wars  may  cease  unto 
the  ends  of  the  earth.  May  brother  not  lift  up 
sword  against  brother,  nor  nation  against  nation  ; 
but  peace  be  within  all  our  borders.  Where  per 
secution  rages  may  thy  dominion  be  extended, 
O  Prince  of  Peace.  Let  the  idols  be  utterly 
abolished,  and  all  the  horrid  rites  of  idolatrous 
worship  come  to  an  end.  Bless  every  member  of 
this  household ;  may  love  and  concord  ever  here 
prevail.  May  the  younger  submit  themselves 
unto  the  elder,  and  all  be  happy  in  the  service  of 
Christ.  If  any  be  visited  with  affliction,  may  we 
know  how  to  bear  it,  and  how  to  improve  the 
day  of  adversity.  Be  present,  merciful  Father, 
with  all  the  sick  and  suffering  ;  make  Thou  all 
their  bed  in  their  sickness;  and  let  the  weak 
and  weary  find  tins  night  a  resting-place  for  their 
sorrows  on  the  bosom  of  thy  love.  We  ask  all 
through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.  Amen.

Shed  on  thy  Church,  0 
Lord,  the  abundance  of  all  good  gifts,  and  so 
water  the  seed  of  thy  Word  which  has  been  sowed 
this  day,  that  it  may  bring  forth  much  fruit  to 
thy  praise.  Accept  our  grateful  and  hearty  thanks 
givings  for  this  day's  mercies  ;  arid  grant  that  we 
may  read  in  them  the  tokens  of  thy  love,  and  be 
encouraged  to  trust  Thee  and  to  love  Thee  even 
more  and  more.  Holy  Father,  hear  and  help  us, 
for  thv  dear  Son's  sake.

and  be  found  followers  of  all  those  who,  through 
faith  and  patience,  are  now  inheriting  the  promises. 

We  give  Thee  thanks,  0  God,  for  the  fuller 
revelation  of  thy  purposes  of  grace  and  mercy  we 
possess,  and  that  we  see  what  prophets  and 
righteous  men  of  old  were  not  permitted  to  see.

May  we  have  that  faith  which  will  help  us  to 
endure  as  seeing  Thee  who  art  invisible,  the 
faith  that  will  bring  near  to  us  the  unseen  glories 
of  the  heavenly  country,  and 'that  will  purify  our 
hearts,  and  enable  us  to  overcome  the  world,  with 
its  allurements,  its  temptations,  and  its  trials.  If 
Thou  shouldest  see  fit  to  permit  our  faith  to  be 
tried  by  opposition,  affliction,  and  reproach,  for 
the  sake  of  Christ,  may  we  be  able  to  stand 
steadfast,  and  at  last  to  be  more  than  conquerors 
through  Him  that  loved  us.  May  nothing  move 
us  away  from  Thyself,  but  grant  us  so  abundantly 
thy  grace,  that  even  adverse  influences  around  us 
may  drive  us  nearer  to  thy  side.  Amidst  the 
trials  and  difficulties  that  beset  our  path,  help  us 
to  keep  in  view  the  end  of  our  faith,  the  salvation 
of  our  souls,  and  constantly  to  have  respect  unto 
the  recompence  of  the  reward.  Let  the  hope  of 
heaven,  the  rest,  and  peace,  and  joy  that  are  there, 
cheer  us  during  all  our  pilgrimage  here  below,  and 
at  last  may  we  be  brought  into  thy  presence,  where 
there  is  fulness  of  joy,  and  to  thy  right  hand, 
where  there  are  pleasures  for  evermore. 

And  now,  0  Father,  we  thank  Thee  that  through 
another  day  Thou  hast  spared  us,  and  supplied  all 
our  wants,  and  with  quiet  and  trustful  hearts 
would  we  commit  ourselves  to  thy  care  through  the 
night.  Hear  us  on  behalf  of  all  our  dear  friends. 
The  blessings  we  have  sought  for  ourselves  we 
would  desire  Thee  to  bestow  on  them.  Let  thine 
eye  be  upon  them,  and  whatever  their  circum 
stances,  do  Thou  suit  thy  mercy  to  them. 

Hear  these  our  humble  prayers,  we  beseech 
Thee.  We  offer  them  all  through  Jesus  Christ 
our  Lord.  Amen.

May  the  Jews  repent 
and  be  converted  to  Him  ;  and  may  the  Gentile 
nations  bow  at  his  footstool,  and  many  be  saved 
through  his  atoning  blood.  Oh,  that  these  times 
ef  refreshing  may  speedily  come !  We  ask  all 
through  Jesus  Christ.  Amen.

Gracious  Spirit, 
dwell  Thou  in  our  hearts,  and  work  in  us  all  the 
will  of  God.  Adorable  Redeemer,  in  thy  name 
we  offer  these  our  prayers  and  praises ;  answer 
us  for  thv  truth's  sake.  Amen. 


READ   IN    HOLY   SCRIPTURE   JAMES    III. 


SET  a  watch,  0  Lord,  before  our  mouth  ;  keep 
the  door  of  our  lips ;  let  us  not  be  hasty  to 
utter  anything  before  God  ;  for  Thou  art  in  heaven, 
and  we  upon  the  earth  ;  therefore  should  our  words 
be  few.  Grant  unto  us  to  have  our  hearts  and 
our  lips  prepared,  now,  and  at  all  times  when  we 
draw  near  to  Thee.  Gracious  God,  never  permit 
our  lips  to  utter  in  thy  presence  that  which  our 
hearts  do  not  feel,  for  Thou  searchest  the  hearts 
and  triest  the  reins  of  the  children  of  men.  We 
acknowledge  that  thy  holy  Word  convinces  us  of 
having  sinned  with  our  mouths.  We  are  a  people 
of  unclean  lips,  and  we  fervently  pray  for  thy  par 
doning  mercy  to  be  extended  to  every  one  of  the 
countless  sins  we  have  spoken,  or  thought,  or  done  ;

Bless 
us  as  a  family,  that  envy,  and  strife,  and  confusion, 
and  every  evil  work,  may  be  kept  far  from  us. 
And  now  that  another  night  has  set  in,  great  God, 
we  ask  thy  protecting  care  to  be  over  our  dwelling, 
and  our  persons,  and  all  that  appertains  to  us. 

We  rejoice  to  know  that  while  we  slumber  thy 
praises  will  be  sung  in  other  portions  of  our  world  ; 
and  we  pray  that  we  may  serve  Thee  eternally  in 
that  world  in  which  there  shall  be  no  night.  0 
Lord,  preserve  those  who  are  this  night  journeying 
by  land  or  by  water,  and  let  thy  gracious  presence 
be  enjoyed  by  the  afflicted.  Grant  strength  unto 
those  who  watch  beside  the  suffering,  and  may 
those  who  die  awake  to  endless  day  with  Thee. 
Shouldst  Thou  spare  us  to  rise  again  on  the 
morrow,  enable  us  to  serve  Thee  more  diligently 
and  devotedly  than  in  the  day  which  is  past,  and 
in  every  thing  to  seek  the  honour  of  thy  name. 
Grant  unto  us  now  to  enjoy  the  assurance  of  thy 
pardoning  love,  and  to  rest  in  thy  favour  through 
the  abounding  merit  of  thy  dear  Son,  Jesus  Christ, 
for  whom  we  bless  Thee.  To  Father,  Son,  and 
Holy  Spirit  be  glory  for  ever.

May  we  be  gentle  and  kind  to  all 
men,  and  when  our  patience  is  sorely  tried,  bring 
to  our  remembrance  the  example  of  Him  who, 
when  he  was  reviled,  reviled  not  again.  From 
all  rash  and  uncharitable  judgments  deliver  us. 
Enable  us  in  all  things,  as  far  as  in  us  lies,  to 
practise  the  charity  that  thinketh  no  evil.  By  thy 
grace  helping  us,  may  we  ever  cultivate  a  meek 
and  quiet  spirit ;  and  if  wronged  at  any  time  by 
our  neighbour,  may  we  commit  ourselves  to  Him 
that  judgeth  righteously.  In  all  our  daily  engage 
ments  give  us  heavenly  wisdom  to  direct  us,  and 
in  all  our  plans  prosper  us  by  thy  blessing.  May 
we  do  the  duties  of  life  as  they  daily  arise  in  our 
path,  ever  remembering  that  only  the  present  time 
is  ours. 

And  now  we  thank  Thee  for  all  the  mercies  of 
this  day.  We  confess  before  Thee  our  sins  ;  we 
ask  thy  mercy  and  implore  thy  pardon.  We  com 
mend  each  other  to  thy  gracious  protection  this 
night.  May  we  abide  in  safety  under  thy  loving 
care.  What  we  seek  for  ourselves  we  ask  for 
the  whole  family  of  God.  In  mercy  hear  us,  and 
answer  us  for  Jesus'  sake.  Amen.

Hear  us,  gracious  God,  in  these  our  humble  sup 
plications  ;  accept  our  heartfelt  praises,  and  do  for 
us  more  and  better  than  we  can  ask  or  think,  for 
the  alone  sake  of  Him  who  is  worthy  to  receive  the 
adoration  of  heaven  and  earth,  even  Jesus  Christ 
thy  dear  Son  our  Lord.  For  his  sake  answer  and 
bless  us.

May  those  who  are  looking 
forward  to  the  work  of  spiritual  teaching  on  the 
approaching  Lord's  Day  be  divinely  directed,  and 
enabled  to  meditate  on  thy  Word  with  clearness  of 
thought,  and  with  warmth  and  delight  of  heart. 
Hear,  0  Lord,  the  cry  of  the  sorrowing.  Protect 
the  defenceless.  Strengthen  the  tempted.  Vindi 
cate  those  that  are  wronged.  Let  thy  way  be 
known  upon  earth,  thy  saving  health  among  all 
nations,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.  Amen.

Eternal  thanks  be  to 
Thee,  0  redeeming  God,  for  thy  love  to  lost  and 
ruined  men,  that  Thou  hast  prepared  for  them 
who  believe  in  Jesus  a  place  among  the  children  of 
God,  and  reserved  an  inheritance  that  fadeth  not 
away.

Thus  may  we  grow 
in  grace  and  knowledge,  delighting  ourselves 
in  the  Lord ;  having  our  fruit  unto  holiness,  and 
becoming  daily  more  meet  for  the  inheritance  of 
the  saints  in  light,  through  the  merits  and  medi 
ation  of  Jesus  Christ  our  adorable  Lord  and 
Saviour.  Amen.

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READ   IN   HOLY   SCRIPTURE   ISAIAH   LXVI. 


OLORD  God,  have  mercy  upon  us  and  hear  us; 
receive  our  praises  and  answer  our  prayers.

READ  IN  HOLY  SCRIPTURE  1  PETER  III.

And  now,  Father  of  mercies,  gratefully  ac 
knowledging  the  many  favours  of  another  day,  we 
commit  ourselves  to  thy  keeping,  whose  eyes  are 
over  thy  people,  and  whose  ears  are  open  to  their 
prayers.  Mercifully  regard  with  thy  favour  all 
our  dear  relatives  and  friends,  and  let  this  our 
evening  sacrifice  be  acceptable  in  thy  sight.  We 
offer  it  through  our  great  High  Priest :  and  to  the 
triune  Jehovah,  Father,  Son,  and  Holy  Spirit,  be 
ascribed  salvation,  and  glory,  and  praise,  and 
thanksgiving,  for  ever  and  ever.  Amen.

We  would  more  especially  intercede  for  thine 
ancient  people  Israel.  Visit  them,  0  Lord,  with 
thy  salvation  in  all  lands.  Remove  thy  judg 
ment  from  the  midst  of  them.  Restore  them 
again  to  thy  favour,  that  they  may  yet  be  for  a 
praise  and  a  blessing  throughout  the  earth,  and 
that  through  them  all  nations  may  flow  unto  Thee. 

We  ask  all  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ,  our 
blessed  Lord  and  Saviour.  Amen.

Enable  us  to  live  as  in  the  prospect  of  the  Lord's 
coming ;  and  grant  that  when  He  cometh  we  may 
be  found  of  Him  in  peace,  without  spot,  and  blame 
less,  cleansed,  accepted,  sanctified.  Hear  us  and 
answer  us,  Holy  Father,  for  Jesus  Christ's  sake.

Are  we  thine  by  and  through  Him 
who  came  to  open  the  kingdom  of  heaven  to  all 
believers?  " 

0  God,  take  us  under  thy  care  and  keeping  this 
day.  Watch  over  us  for  good,  and  over  all  of 
whom  we  should  make  mention  in  our  prayers. 
May  we  acknowledge  Thee  in  all  we  do,  and  so 
strive  to  let  our  light  shine  before  men,  that  they, 
seeing  our  good  works,  may  glorify  thy  holy  name, 
through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.  Amen.

READ  IN   HOLY  SCRIPTURE  JEREMIAH  XVII.

We  pray  for  our  relations,  friends,  neighbours, 
and  all  our  fellow  countrymen.  Bring  them  all 
to  the  knowledge  of  thy  name,  and  to  faith  in  the 
only  Redeemer. 

Show  to  those  who  are  in  error  the  light  of  thy 
truth,  that  they  may  return  into  the  way  of 
righteousness.  Have  mercy  upon  those  all  who 
are  disposed  to  neglect  or  profane  thy  holy  day ; 
show  them  their  sin,  give  them  a  better  mind, 
teach  them  that  Thou  hast  said,  "  Them  that 
honour  me  I  will  honour,  and  those  that  despise 
me  shall  be  lightly  esteemed."  And  grant  to  us 
all  that,  by  keeping  diligently  thy  Sabbaths  here, 
we  may  be  the  better  prepared  for  the  eternal  rest 
of  thy  heavenly  kingdom  hereafter,  through  Jesus 
Christ  our  Lord.  Amen. 


READ  IN  HOLY  SCRIPTURE  2  PETER  III. 


WE  thank   Thee,   0  God,    that  we    are    spared 
to  the  close    of  another  day,   and  that  we 
may  come  in  praise   and  prayer   to   Thee,    with 
whom  one   day  is  as    a  thousand  years,    and   a 
thousand  years  as  one  day.

May  we  follow  it  with  humble,  diligent,  trustful 
obedience.  If  there  be  men  around  us  professedly 
or  practically  disbelieving  and  despising  thy  Word, 
guard  us,  we  beseech  Thee,  from  falling  into  the 
same  spirit ;  cause  our  faith  and  love  to  be 
thereby  deepened,  since  Thou  hast  foretold  that 
the  unbeliever  and  the  scoffer  shall  arise.

from  thy  sight  Prepare  us  for  that  day  that  we 
may  give  up  our  account  with  joy.

Thou  hast  promised  that  Thou  wilt  not 
cast  them  off  for  ever.  Hasten  the  time  when  all 
Israel  shall  be  saved,  and  when  their  recovery  shall 
be  as  life  from  the  dead  to  our  fallen  race  ;  and 
the  kingdoms  of  this  world  shall  become  the  king 
doms  of  our  God  and  his  Christ. 

We  ask  these  things  for  ourselves  and  others, 
in  the  name  of  the  same  Jesus  Christ  our 
Lord.

READ   IN    HOLY   SCRIPTURE   1  JOHN   III.

All-seeing  God,  if  we  regard  iniquity  in  our 
hearts,  Thou  wilt  not  be  inquired  of  by  us.  Suffer, 
then,  no  iniquity  to  get  the  dominion  over  us,  but 
gruit  to  us  an  entire  sincerity  of  heart  before 
Theo,  that  our  prayer  may  be  the  prayer  of  the 
upright. 

Keep  this  family,  all  its  members  present  or 
absent,  safe  under  thy  protection,  and  far  from 
every  evil  way  ;  and  grant  that  we  may  walk  this 
day  and  evermore  in  thy  faith  and  fear. 

In  mercy  preserve  our  country  from  all  those 
sins  which  bring  down  thy  judgments  upon  a 
guilty  people ;  and  if  Thou  shouldest  visit  us  for 
public  chastisement  and  correction,  be  gracious 
still  to  preserve  amongst  us  ^  large  remnant  of 
thine  own  people,  who  shall  pour  out  before  Thee 
the  effectual,  fervent  prayer  of  the  righteous.  And 
do  Thou  teach  them  so  to  plead  with  Thee,  after 
the  manner  of  Moses,  and  Job,  and  Daniel,  that 
the  great  Intercessor  in  thy  temple  above  may 
receive  their  prayers  into  the  golden  censer,  and 
present  them  with  acceptance  before  thy  throne. 

Be  as  the  dew  unto  Israel.  Extend  thy  com 
passions  as  far  as  the  wants  and  miseries  of  this 
fallen  world,  and  bring  the  heathen  into  thine 
inheritance.  We  ask  all  for  the  sake  of  Jesus.

We  pray  that  the 
station  of  life  in  which  Thou  hast  placed  us  may 
be  as  a  training  school  for  heaven,  and  that  in 
all  our  intercourse  with  others  it  may  be  seen 
that  we  are  the  disciples  of  Him  who  was  meek 
and  lowly  in  heart.

Our  hearts  are  frail,  our  faith  is 
feeble,  our  steadfastness  uncertain.  Do  thou  mer 
cifully  quicken  and  establish  us  in  thy  ways,  that 
our  footsteps  slip  not.  Kindle  within  us  a  fervent 
love  for  all  that  is  holy  and  good,  that  we  may 
have  the  spiritual  mind  which  is  life  and  peace. 
Stir  up  our  souls  to  a  holy  jealousy  against  sin, 
and  such  a  zeal  for  thine  honour  as  will  make  us 
cast  away  all  our  transgressions,  as  those  who  are 
alive  from  the  dead,  through  Jesus  Christ  our 
Lord. 

We  pray  for  all  who  are  dear  to  us.  [We 
entreat  thy  special  favour  for  the  children  of  this 
family.  Make  them  thy  children  in  Christ  Jesus, 
and  give  them  the  Holy  Ghost,  even  from  earliest 
years,  consecrating  them  and  enduing  them  with 
a  spirit  of  love  to  Thee,  obedience  to  their  parents, 
and  a  desire  to  please  Thee.]  Look  in  mercy  on 
the  ungodly,  and  on  all  who  are  living  for  things 
temporal,  and  forgetting  the  things  eternal.  Melt 
their  hearts  by  thy  grace,  and  turn  their  feet  unto 
the  ways  of  godliness  and  peace. 

We  pray  for  every  blessing  in  the  name  of  Jesus 
Christ  our  Lord.  Amen. 


READ  IN  HOLY  SCRIPTURE  1  JOHN  V. 


OHOLY  and  eternal  Lord  God,  we  kneel  before 
Thee  this  evening  as  guilty  sinners.  We  have 
all  of  us  transgressed  against  Thee.  During  this 
very  day,  now  closing  over  us,  we  have  all  sinned 
against  Thee.  Even  if  Thou  hast  graciously  pre 
served  us  from  open  and  evident  transgression  of 
thy  commandments,  yet  how  far,  how  very  far! 
have  we  been  from  that  entire  devotedness  to  thy 
service,  and  that  entire  conformity  to  thy  will, 
which  Thou  dost  justly  claim  at  our  hands.  We 
cannot  present  unto  Thee  a  single  action  which 
shall  stand  the  just  severity  of  thy  judgment. 
This  is  true,  0  Lord,  of  the  best  of  us.  Perhaps 
there  are  some  of  us  who  have  to  confess  that  in 
everything  we  have  said  or  done  since  the  morn 
ing  we  followed  our  own  desires  entirely,  and  have 
not  sought  to  please  Thee.

0 
Lord  God,  we  freely  acknowledge  that  if  we  are 
saved  at  all  from  this  great  world  that  lieth  in 
wickedness,  it  has  not  been  of  ourselves.  It  has 
been  by  the  power  of  thy  regenerating  Spirit,  and 
for  the  sake  of  thy  Son.  And  in  so  far,  therefore, 
as  this  is  true  of  any  of  us,  we  would  lift  up  our 
hearts  to  Thee  now  in  the  spirit  of  devout  thanks 
giving. 

We  thank  Thee  also  for  the  many  encourage 
ments  held  out  to  us  all.  What  golden  sentences 
we  have  just  read  !  This  is  the  record  that  God 
hath  given  to  us  eternal  life,  and  this  life  is  in 
his  Son.  If  we  ask  anything  according  to  his 
will,  he  heareth  us.  Oh,  that  these  heavenly  pro 
mises  may  follow  us  to-night  when  we  separate, 
and  give  earnestness,  and  life,  and  success  to  our 
private  prayers  before  Thee. 

We  ask  this,  and  all  that  Thou  seest  good  for 
ourselves  and  for  those  who  are  dear  to  us,  for  our 
Saviour's  sake.  Amen.

READ  IN  HOLY  SCRIPTURE  JUDE.

Take  away  the  darkness  of  sin  and  infirmity,  and 
give  us  the  anointing  of  the  Holy  One,  and  show 
us  as  we  can  bear  it  the  greatness  of  thy  power 
and  glory  as  the  Redeemer  of  our  fallen  world. 
We  pray  that  the  Holy  Ghost  may  take  of  these 
things  and  show  them  unto  us,  and  that  while  we 
are  humbled  in  the  dust  in  the  presence  of  so 
great  Majesty  we  may  be  encouraged  by  the  assur 
ance  that  Thou  art  indeed  mighty  to  save,  and 
strong  to  deliver. 

How  can  we  praise  Thee  enough,  0  Lord  Jesus, 
for  all  the  love  wherewith  Thou  hast  loved  us,  and 
for  all  the  sacrifice  and  self-denial,  and  shame,  and 
suffering  which  Thou  didst  endure  for  us  even  to 
death!

Revive  and  increase  thy  work  in  us,  that  these 
cold  hearts  of  ours  may  be  fervent,  and  that  the 
worldliness  which  clings  to  us  may  be  more  and 
more  consumed  by  thy  constraining  love.  Lead 
us  on  to  higher  degrees  of  holiness,  and  grace, 
and  knowledge,  and  cause  the  fruit  of  our  union 
with  Thee  to  be  seen  in  our  homes  and  in  the 
world,  and  in  the  readiness  with  which  we  deny 
ourselves  to  please  Thee.  We  look  onward  to  the 
day  when  Thou  shalt  come  with  clouds,  and  every 
eye  shall  see  Thee,  and  all  kindreds  of  the  earth 
shall  wail  because  of  Thee.  Quicken  in  us,  day  by 
day,  an  earnest  anxiety  to  be  ready  for  thy  coming, 
that  it  may  be  to  us  a  joy  and  not  a  dread.  Awaken 
in  thy  Church  a  longing  for  the  day  when  sin  and 
Satan  shall  be  cast  out.  Stir  up  thy  ministers  and 
people  to  greater  watchfulness  and  prayer.  Bless 
all  the  trials  and  tribulations  of  thy  people  to  the 
correction  of  sin  and  the  increase  of  godliness. 

Humbly  commending  to  thy  gracious  care  our- 
ourselves  and  all  who  are  dear  to  us,  we  ascribe 
unto  Thee,  0  Divine  Saviour,  with  the  Father 
and  the  Spirit,  everlasting  praise  and  glory. 
Amen.

Cause  the  instruction  which  Thou 
hast  given  to  us  in  thy  revealed  will  to  guide  us  in 
safety,  to  support  us  under  conflict,  and  to  comfort 
us  in  the  hour  of  sorrow  ;  for  thy  commandment 
is  a  lamp,  and  thy  law  is  light,  and  the  reproofs  of 
instruction  are  the  way  of  life.  Enable  us,  through 
out  our  lives,  to  remember  that  Thou  art  ever  be 
holding  alike  the  evil  and  the  good,  and  that 
Thou  hast  commanded  us  to  have  no  fellowship 
with  the  unfaithful  works  of  darkness,  but  rather 
to  reprove  them.

Let  thy  Spirit  witness  with  our  spirits 
that  we  are  the  servants  of  Christ  and  the  children 
of  God  ;  and  when,  in  thy  wisdom,  Thou  dost  call 
us  hence,  grant  that  we,  and  all  that  are  dear  to 
us,  may  be  numbered  among  that  glorious  as 
sembly  of  the  first-born,  who  shall  not  be  hurt 
by  the  second  death,  but  shall  obtain  the  tree  of  life 
which  is  in  the  paradise  of  God.  Grant  it,  Lorcly, 
for  the  Redeemer's  sake.  Amen,

GOOD  FRIDAY. 


READ  IN  HOLY  SCRIPTURE  JOHN  III.  14-18. 

A  THOU  God  of  our  redemption,  we  come  before 

Thee  this  day  more  especially  to  adore  Thee  for 
the  gift  of  thy  dear  Son,  who  died  the  just  for  the 
unjust,  that  He  might  bring  us  to  God. 

It  becomes  us  to  humble  ourselves  in  the  very 
dust  before  Thee,  when  we  reflect  that  so  great  was 
our  guilt,  that  no  less  sacrifice  than  that  of  the  In 
carnate  God  would  suffice  to  atone  for  it.  Blessed 
Jesus,  it  was  our  sins  that  caused  thy  agonies! 
Oh,  how  great  was  thy  love,  even  to  us  whose  very 
nature  is  enmity  to  Thee  !  Oh,  crown  thy  work 
by  giving  us  thy  Holy  Spirit  to  take  away  our  hard 
hearts,  and  to  give  us  hearts  to  feel  our  own  guilt 
and  thy  love,  to  lead  us  to  look  unto  Him  whom 
we  have  pierced,  and  to  mourn  for  Him.  Give 
us,  0  Lord,  by  the  renewing  influence  of  the  Holy 
Spirit,  that  godly  sorrow  which  worketh  repentance 
unto  salvation  not  to  be  repented  of.  Oh,  that  we 
may  see  that  Jesus  is  our  peace,  that  we  have  re 
demption  through  his  blood,  even  the  remission  of 
our  sins.  And,  oh,  that  we  may  no  longer  stand 
in  doubt  whether  we  love  Christ  or  not  ;  but  may 
each  be  able  to  say  from  the  depth  of  our  hearts, 
tl  Lord,  Thou  knowest  all  things  ;  Thou  knowest 
that  I  love  Thee." 

Grant  that  the  cross  of  Christ  may  kill  our  pride. 
May  the  same  mind  be  in  us  which  was  in  Him, 
who  came  down  from  the  throne  of  glory  to  take 
the  form  of  a  servant,  and  die  the  death  of  a  male 
factor.  Let  nothing  ever  be  done  by  us  through 
strife  or  vain-glory,  but  may  we  be  clothed  with 
humility.  We  pray  that  the  cross  of  Christ  may 
kill  our  worldliness.

May  He  who  was  lifted  up 
upon  the  cross  draw  all  men  unto  Him.  Gracious 
God,  pour  out  thy  Spirit  on  the  hearts  of  men,  that 
they  may  believe  and  be  saved.  To  Him  be  glory, 
in  earth  and  in  heaven,  for  ever  and  ever.

READ    IN    HOLY    SCRIPTURE    PSALM   XLVI.

Keep  Thou  us,  and 
we  shall  be  safe ;  and  preserve  us  to  thy  heavenly 
kingdom  and  glory,  for  the  sake  of  our  Lord  and 
Saviour  Jesus  Christ ;  to  whom,  with  Thyself  and 
the  Holy  Ghost,  be  everlasting  praises.  Amen.

May  every  nation  under  heaven  soon  be  favoured 
with  the  same  privileges  that  we  enjoy,  and  yield 
to  Thee  its  increase.  Send  forth  thy  light  and  thy 
truth,  that  they  may  bring  men  unto  thy  holy 
hill  and  to  thy  tabernacles.  Lord  of  the  harvest, 
send  forth  labourers  into  thy  harvest ;  and  grant, 
for  Christ's  sake,  that  when  thy  angels,  the  reapers, 
shall  come,  at  the  end  of  the  world,  we  and  those 
we  love  may  be  gathered  into  the  heavenly 
garner. 

We  humbly  implore  these  mercies,  and  all  the 
fulness  of  thy  grace  and   peace   in   the   name  of 
Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.     Amen. 
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
